(       elation,  and  shall  constitute  the  board  of  directors  of  the  as-    and  apw^t 
flociation,  and  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their   ed— t^miurv 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified.     All  other  officers,  agents    of  oflic^i. 
or  committees,  deemed  necessary  for  the  interests  of  the  as- 
sociation, shall  be  appointed  in  such  manner,  and  with  such 
powers  as  may  be  provided  by  the  by-laws  and  rules  of  the 
association.

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  (knernl  Aimmbly  of  the  State 
oj  Ohio,  That  the  deed  signed  by  W.  Allen,  governor  of  Ohio, 
in  his  official  capacity,  dated  sixth  September,  1875,  convey- 
ing to  the  United  States  the  title  to  certain  lands  under 
water  in  Sandusky  Bay,  for  the  purpose  of  the  erection  there- 
upon by  the  said  United  States  of  certain  range  lights  and 
other  structures  in  aid  of  navigation,  as  therein  specified 
and  described,  is  hereby  approved  and  confirmed. 

Sec.  2.  That  whenever  tne  United  States  desire  to  acquire 
title  to  land  belonging  to  the  state,  and  covered  by  navigable 
waters  of  the  United  States,  within  the  limits  hereof,  for  the 
site  of  a  light-house,  beacon,  or  other  aid  to  navigation,  and 
application  is  made  by  a  duly  authorized  agent  of  the  United 
States,  describing  the  site  required  for  one  of  the  purposes 
aforesaid,  then  the  governor  of  the  state  is  authorized  and 
empowered  to  convey  the  title  to  the  United  States,  and  to 
cede  to  the  said  United  States  jurisdiction  over  the  .same; 
provided,  no  single  tract  shall  contain  more  than  twelve  (12) 
acres,  and  that  the  state  shall  retain  concurrent  jurisdiction, 
so  far  that  all  process,  civil  or  criminal,  issuing  under  the 
authority  of  the  state,  may  be  executed  by  the  proper  oflBcers 
thereof,  upon  any  person  or  persons  amenable  to  the  same,

Section  1.     Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  As^enibly.  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  when  any  association  of  persons,  which  now 
are  or  hereafter  may  become  incorpdratea  for  the  objects,  and 
purposes,  or  any  of  them,  set  forth  in  the  act  to  which  this  is 
a  supplement,  shall  provide  in  their  certificate  of  incorpor- 
ation, that  the  buildings  of  such  corporation  shall  be  devoted 
to  the  use  of  the  public  for  all  the  purposes  set  out  in  their 
said  certificate,  free  from  all  costs,  charges  and  expense,  save 
what  may  be  necessary  for  providing  means  to  keep  their 
buildings  and  grounds  in  proper  condition  and  repair,  to  pay 
expenses  of  insurance,  care,  management  and  attendance,  so 
that  the  public  may  have  the  benefit  thereof  for  all  legitimate 
uses,  set  out  in  their  said  certificates,  at  as  little  expense  as 
possible ;  and  shall  therein  provide  that  no  stockholaer,  sub- 
scriber, trustee,  director  or  member  shall  receive  any  com- 
pensation, gain  or  profit  from  said  corporation,  or  use  of  its 
buildings.     It  shall  be,  and  hereby  is  made  lawful  for  the 
public  authorities  of  any  city,  town,  village,  or  county  in 
which  such  corporation  is  located,  to  grant,  appropriate  and 
permit  to  said  corporation  to  erect  and  maintain  perpetually 
its  buildings,  on  any  of  the  parks  or  lands  belonging  to  said 
city,  town,  village  or  county,  and  to  control  the  same,  on  the 
terms  and  conditions  which  may  be  agreed  upon  between 
said  public  authorities  and  said  corporation. 

Sec.  2.  Said  corporation  may  provide  in  its  organization, 
such  limits  as  to  the  number  of  shares  which  each  stockholder 
may  own,  and  the  conditions  on  which  such  shares  may  be 
held  or  transferred ;  and  for  the  reversion  thereof  to  said  cor- 
poration in  case  of  death  or  any  other  disqualification  of  any 
stockholder,  and  may  also  provide  for  the  election  of  directors, 
to  hold  each  for  such  term  as  may  be  designated  at  the  time  of 
such  election  or  provided  in  their  certificate  of  incorporation. 
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Sec.  3.  The  business  and  property  of  said  corporation  shall 
be  managed  and  conducted,  and  its  directors  elected,  and 
have  the  same  power  as  set  forth  in  sec.  5  of  the  act  of  which 
this  is  a  supplement.

the  amount  thereof,  and  when  a  majority  in  numbers  of  the 
stockholders  of  said  association,  as  well  as  the  holders  of  a 
majority  in  value  of  the  capital  stock  thereof,  shall  give  in 
writing  their  assent  to  said  increase. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  said  association 
to  file  with  the  recorder  of  the  county  in  which  said  asscia- 
tion  shall  have  its  principal  property  kxjated,  a  duly  certified 
copy  of  said  resolution,  together  with  a  copy  of  said  assent, 
whereupon  the  capital  stock  of  said  association  shall  be  in- 
creased to  the  sum  named  in  said  resolution  ;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  recorder  of  said  county  to  record  the  same.

To  amend  section  592  of  *'An  act  to  provide  for  the  Orpiuizatiou  and 
Goyemmeni  of  Municipal  CorporationM,"  paSHe<l  May  7,  1869,  (Vol.  66, 
p.  249.) 

Section  1.     Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AssemMy  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  section  five  hundred  and  ninety-two  of  "an 
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act  to  provide  for  the  organization  and  government  of  mu- 
nicipal corporations,"  passed  May  7,  18^,  be  so  amended  as 
to  read  as  follows  : 

Section  592.  Whenever  the  council  or  board  of  improve- 
ments declare,  by  resolution,  that  certain  specified  sidewalks 
shall  be  constructt^d  (or  repaired)  the  mayor,  upon  being 
advised  thereof,  shall  cause  a  notice  to  be  served  uppn  the 
owner,  owners,  or  agent  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  prop- 
erty bounding  or  abutting  on  such  sidewalks  of  the  passage 
of  such  resolution ;  and  if  it  shall  appear  in  the  return  made 
by  the  mayor  or  otherwise  that  such  person  or  persons  can 
not  be  found,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  by  publication  in 
some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  such  city  for  four 
consecutive  weeks.  If  such  sidewalks  are  not  constructed 
within  sixty  days  (or  repaired  within  fifteen  days)  from  the 
service  of  such  notice  on  the  completion  of  such  publication, 
the  council  or  board  of*  improvements  may  have  the  same 
done  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  and  such 
expense  shall  constitute  a  lien  upon  the  property  bounding 
or  abutting  thereon,  and  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  man- 
ner and  with  the  like  penalty  and  interest  after  demand  and 
non-payment  as  in  other  cases  of  improvement. 

Sec.  2.  Said  original  section  592  of  "  an  act  to  provide  for 
the  organization  and  government  of  municipal  corporations," 
passed  May  7,  1869  (O.  L.,  Vol.  66,  p.  240),  is  hereby  repealed.

Supplementary  to  the  act  relating  to  Cities  of  the  First  Class  having  a 
l>opnlation  exceeding  One  Hundred  and  Fifty  Thousand  inhabitantt, 
passed  May  4th,  1669. 

Section  1.     Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  by  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  board  of  trustees  ap- 
pointed under  the  act  to  which  this  is  supplementary,  and 
they  are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  as  a  fund  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  line  of  railway  for  which  they  are  trustees,  a    bo^^^le''- 
sum  in  addition  to  the  amount  authorized  by  said  original   0()0,000  and 
act,  not  to  exceed  six  millions  of  dollars,  and  to  issue  bonds   to  issue 
therefor  in  the  name  and  under  the  corporate  seal  of  the   j"»"*|8— l^ow 
city  owning  the  line  of  railway.     Said  bonds  shall  be  signed   be"igi^ 
and  attested  in  the  same  manner  as  the  bonds  authorized  by   and  attested, 
the  act  to  which  this  is  supplementary,  and  sliall  be  secured 
by  the  pledge  of  the  faith  of  the  city,  and  a  tax  which  shall 
be  annually  levied  by  the  council  of  said  city  on  the  real 
and  personal  property  therein  returned  on  the  grand  levy 
sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  thereon  and  provide  a  sinking 
fund  for  their  final  redemption  ;  and  ihey  may  be  made  pay- 
able both  as  to  principal  and  interest  in  gold  or  lawful  money 
at  such  times  and  places,  and  in  such  sums  as  shall  be 
deemed  best  by  said  board ;  provided,  that  no  money  shall 
be  borrowed  on  bonds  issued  until  after  the  question  of  bor- 
rowing said  money  and  issuing  said  bonds  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  a  vote  of  the  qualified  electors  of  said  city,  at  a   Qualified 
special  election  to  be  ordered  by  the  mayor  tliereof,  of  which    voters tofirst 
ten  days'  notice  shall  be  given  in  the  daily  papers  of  the   ^^^  »»«««*• 
city ;  and  the  mayor  shall  issue  said  notice  within  ten  days 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  fixing  in  said  notice  the  day  of 
said  election  ;  and  further  provided,  that  a  majority  of  said 
electors,  voting  at  said  election,  shall  decide  in  favor  of  bor- 
rowing said  money.     The  returns  of  said  election  shall  be   Returns  of 
made  to  the  city  clerk,  and  be  by  him  laid  before  the  city  ^^^^-^^^^ 
council,  who  shall  declare  the  result  by  resolution  ;  and  pro- 
vided, that  none  of  the  bonds  authorized  by  this  act  shall  be 
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sold  for  lees  than  par  in  lawful  money  or  bear  a  greater  rate 
of  interest  than  seven  and  three-tenths  per  centum  per 
annum.  « 

Sec.  2.  Said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  lease  the  whole 
line  of  railway  for  which  they  are  trustees  after  its  comple- 
tion, upon  the  conditions  and  in  the  mode  provided  for  by 
the  fourth  section  of  the  act  of  April  18,  1873,  entitled  "an 
act  supplementary  to  the  act  relating  to  cities  of  the  first 
class  having  a  population  exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  inhabitants,"  passed  May  4th,  1869;  before  leas- 
ing said  road  the  trustees  shall  advertise  for  six  months 
in  the  leading  newspapers  of  the  United  States,  for  pro- 
posals for  leasing  the  said  road;  said  advertisement  snail 
correctly  state  the  conditions  and  restrictions  under  which 
said  road  is  to  be  leased  and  the  contract  or  lease  thereof,  if 
entered  into,  shall  be  awarded  to  the  most  favorable,  respon- 
sible bidder ;  provided,  that  said  trustees  shall  be  authorized 
to  continue  the  work  until  such  election,  and  carry  out  in 
good  faith  all  existing  contracts  at  the  expense  of  said 
city. 

Sec.  3.  In  actions  relating  to  said  trust  it  shall  be  necessary 
to  name  the  individual  trustees  composing  the  said  board 
of  trustees,  and  actions  shall  be  commenced  against  them  as 
trustees  of  railway  (filling  the  blank  with 

the  name  given  to  the  railway).  Service  shall  be  made  at 
the  office  of  the  board  on  the  president,  secretary,  or  other 
officer  in  charge  thereof,  and  actons  now  pending  may  be 
continued  as  above  provided  by  striking  out  the  names  of 
the  trustees. 

Sec.  4.    This  act  shall  take  effect  on  its  passage.

Relating  to  Procedure  before  Justices  of  the  Peace,  and  to  Repeal  an  Aet 
passed  March  30th,  1875.    (Ohio  Laws,  Vol.  72,  page  159.) 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  sections  three,  seventy-five,  seventy-seven, 
ninety,  ninety-one,  one  hundred  and  eleven  and  one  bun. 
dred  and  twenty-three  of  an  act  entitled  "  An  act  of  the 
jurisdiction  and  procedure  before  justices  of  the  peace  and  of 
the  duties  of  constables  in  civil  courts,"  (S.  &  C.  Statutes, 
pages  770,  784,  786,  788  and  789,)  as  amended  March  30th, 
1876,  (Ohio  Laws,  Vol.  72,  page  159),  shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  3.  That  no  householder  or  freeholder  resident  of 
the  county  shall  be  held  to  answer  any  summons  issued 
against  him  by  a  justice  in  a  civil  matter  in  any  township 
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of  such  county  other  than  the  one  where  he  shall  reside,  ex- 
cept as  otherwise  provided  by  section  two  of  this  act,  and  in 
the  cases  following : 

First — Where  there  shall  be  no  justice  of  the  peace  for  the 
township  in  which  the  defendant  may  reside.  Exception*. 

Second — Where  the  only  justice  residing  therein  is  inter- 
ested in  the  controversy. 

Third — Where  he  shall  be  related  as  father,  father-in-law, 
son,  son-in-law,  brother,  brother-in  law,  guardian,  ward, 
uncle,  nephew  or  cousin,  to  either  of  the  parties,  and  there 
is  no  justice  in  the  township  competent  to  try  the  cause  in 
the  foregoing  excepted  cases,  the  action  may  be  brought 
before  any  justice  of  any  adjoining  township  of  the  same 
county  and  the  justice  shall  state  on  his  docket  the  reason 
of  his  taking  jurisdiction. 

Fourth — Where  the  summons  is  accompanied  with  an 
order  to  attach  property,  the  jurisdiction  shall  be  co-extensive 
with  the  county. 

Fifth — Where  two  or  more  persons  shall  be  jointly,  or 
jointly  and  severally  bound  in  any  debt  or  contract  or  other- 
wise jointly  liable  in  the  same  action,  and  reside  in  different 
townships  of  the  same  county,  the  plaintiff  may  commence 
his  action  before  a  justice  of  the  township  in  which  any  of 
the  persons  liable  may  reside,  except  that  in  joint  actions 
against  the  makers  and  indorsers  of  notes,  due  bills  or  bills 
of  exchange,  the  action  shall  be  commenced  in  the  township 
where  one  of  the  original  makers,  drawers  or  indorsers  re- 
side, and  if  it  be  claimed  by  the  plaintiff  that  an  indorser 
indorsed  the  note  or  bill  at  the  time  it  was  made,  and  the 
jurisdiction  depends  thereon,  before  the  justice  shall  take 
jurisdiction,  the  plaintiff  or  some  person  for  him  sliall  file  an 
affidavit  setting  forth  the  fact.

If  on  appeal  by  the  plaintiff  from  a  judgment 
in  his  favor,  he  shall  not  recover  a  larger  sum  than  twenty 
dollars,  exclusive  of  interest  since  the  rendition  of  the  judg- 
ment before  the  justice,  he  shall  be  adjudged  to  pay  all  costs 
in  the  court  of  common  pleas  (including  a  fee  of  five  dollars 
for  the  defendant's  attorney)  and  if  the  defendant  shall  de- 
mand a  set-off  or  counter  claim,  or  both,  greater  than  twenty 
dollars,  and  he  appeal  from  a  judgment  rendered  in  his 
favor,  and  do  not  recover  twenty  dollars,  he  shall  in  like 
manner  pay  all  costs  in  the  appellate  court,  including  a  like 
fee  to  the  plaintiffs  attorney. 

Section  111.  In  all  cases  not  otherwise  specially  provided 
for  by  law,  either  party  may  appeal  from  the  final  judgment 
of  any  justice  of  the  peace,  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of 
the  county  where  the  judgment  was  rendered. 

Section  123.  Appeals  in  the  following  cases  shall  not  be 
allowed  : 

First— On  judgment  rendered  on  confession. 

Second — In  jury  trials  where  neither  party  claim  in  their 
bill  of  particulars  a  sum  exceeding  twenty  dollars. 

Third — In  the  action  for  the  forcible  entry  and  detention, 
or  forcible  detention  of  real  property. 

Fourth — In  trials  of  the  right  of  property  under  the  stat- 
utes, either  levied  upon  by  execution  or  attached.

alley  or  other  highway,  and  such  improvement  crosses  or 
intersects  any  other  street,  alley,  or  other  highway,  the  coun- 
cil shall  levy  and  assess  a  tax  upon  the  general  duplicate  of 
all  the  real  and  personal  property  subject  to  taxation  within 
the  limits  of  the  corporation  for  the  amount  of  the  estimated 
cost  of  so  much  of  such  improvement  as  may  be  included, 
and  contained  in  the  crossing  or  intersection  of  such  street, 
alley  or  other  highway,  to  be  by  the  clerk  certified  to  the 
auditor  of  the  proper  county,  and  by  the  auditor  charged  in 
said  duplicate  against  said  property,  and  collected  as  other 
taxes. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  five  hundred  and  eighty-one  of  above 
recited  act,  as  amended  April  18th,  1870,  be  so  amended  as  to 
read  as  follows : 

Section  581.  If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  council  or  board  of 
improvements,  it  would  be  equitable,  the  whole  or  a  propor- 
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tion  of  the  cost  of  the  improvement  as  may  be  fixed  by  the    Whenc<»8t8 
council  or  board,  may  be  raised  by  the  levy  and  assessment,    ^g^^^j'*' 
by  the  council,  of  a  tax  upon  the  general  duplicate  of  all  the    levy. 
real  and  personal  property  subject  to  taxation  within  the 
limits  of  the  corporation,  which  levy  and  assessment  shall  be 
certified,  charged  and  collected  as  provided  in  chapter  forty- 
eight  :     Provided,  that  the  corporation  at  large  (if  it  be  not 
a  city,  having  at  the  last  federal  census  of  A.  D.  1870,  a 
population  of  not  less  than  thirty-one  thousand  and  five 
hundred  nor  more  than  thirty-three  thousand)  shall  pay  not 
less  than  one-fiftieth  part  of  all  expenses  and  costs  for  im- 
proving public  streets  and  ways,  excepting  sidewalks,  in 
addition  to  the  pay  for  street  intersections,  as  provided  for 
in  section  590. 

Sec.  3.     Said  original  sections  590  and  581,  as  amended    Repealed. 
April  18th,  1870,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  4.    This  act  shall  take  eflfect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  * 

To  amend  Sections  2,  4  and  5  of  the  act  entitled  an  act  to  anthorize  the 
Increase  of  Capital  Stock  of  Railroad  Companies,  passed  May  5,  1873. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  OhiOy  That  sections  two,  four  and  five  of  said  act  be  so 
amended  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Section  2.     Before  any  stock  shall  be  issued  under  this  act, 
a  majority  of  the  directors  of  such  railroad  company  shall 
call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  thereof,  designating  dis- 
tinctly the  time,  place  and  purpose  of  said  meeting,  and 
amount  of  stock  required ;  which  meeting  shall  be  held  at 
the  principal  business  office  of  said  company  in  this  state. 
Notice  of  said  meeting  shall  be  given  for  at  least  thirty  days 
previous,  by  continued  publication  in  at  least  two  news- 
papers published  and  of  general  circulation  within  the  state; 
also  by  a  like  notice,  mailed  thirty  days  previous  to  the  time 
named  for  said  meeting,  to  each  stockholder  whose  residence 
is  known.     If  at  said  meeting  thus  authorized,  the  consent 
of  the  stockholders  of  a  majority  of  the  stock  upon  which    Consfent  of 
the  holders  thereof  would  be  entitled  to  vote  at  an  election    majority  of 
of  directors  of  the  company  shall  be  given,  the  authorized    stock'reqtiir- 
stock  of  such  company  may  be  increased  to  such  amount  as    ed. 
may  be  decided  necessary,  or  requisite,  for  the  purposes 
named  in  section  one  of  this  act. 

Section  4.  Within  ten  days  after  such  meeting,  the  pres- 
ident and  secretary  of  said  company  shall  make  out  an  ab- 
stract, stating  the   whole  amount  of  pre-existing  capital 
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stock)  the  amount  authorized,  the  number  of  shares  of  stock 
upon  which  have  been  paid  all  the  installments  called  for  bj 
the  board  of  directors,  and  the  vote  at  said  meeting,  adding 
a  certificate  that  the  provisions  of  this  act  have  been  fully 
complied  with ;  to  which  abstract  and  statement  they  shall 
make  affidavit,  and  file  the  same  in  the  office  of  the  secre* 
tary  of  state,  who  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  made  a  matter 
of  record. 

Section  5.  That  any  railroad  company  heretofore,  or  that 
may  hereafter  be  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  state, 
or  the  purchasers  of  any  railroad  within  this  state,  which 
has  been  or  hereafter  may  be  sold  pursuant  to  judicial  order 
or  decree,  or  the  assigns  of  such  persons  organized  and  act- 
ing as  a  company,  may,  for  the  purpose  of  completing  its 
line  of  road,  or  extending  the  same,  or  laying  a  double  or 
additional  track,  in  whole  or  in  part,  or  constructing  author- 
ized branch  roads,  or  increasing  its  machinery,  rolling  stock, 
depots,  shops,  or  other  improvements,  or  paying  its  unfund- 
ed debts,  or  redeeming  its  Donds,  issue  its  bonds,  convertible 
or  otherwise,  bearing  any  rare  of  interest  not  exceeding  eight 
per  centum  per  annum,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  two- 
thirds  of  its  authorized  capital  stock,  and  sell  the  same  at 
such  times  and  places  within  or  without  the  state,  and  at 
such  rates,  as  the  directors  of  said  company  may  deem  for  its 
best  interests  ;  and  such  company  may  secure  such  bonds  by 
mortgage  on  its  property,  or  otherwise,  if  authorized  by  the 
vote  in  person,  or  by  proxy,  of  holders  of  a  majority  of  the 
stock  upon  which  have  been  paid  all  the  installments  called 
for  by  the  board  of  directors  at  any  regular  meeting,  or  at 
any  special  meeting,  after  thirty  days'  notice. 

Sec.  2.  That  sections  two,  four  and  five  of  said  above 
mentioned  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AN  ACT 

To  Regulate  the  Ohio  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Orphans'  Home,  located  bM 
Xeuia,  and  to  repeal  certain  acts  therein  named. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AssenMy  of  the  StaU 
of  Ohio,  That  immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  act  the 
governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  shall 
appoint  a  board  of  trustees  of  the  Ohio  Soldiers'  and  Sailors' 
Orphans'  Home,  located  near  Xenia,  Ohio.  Said  board  shall 
consist  of  seven  persons,  one  to  serve  for  one  year,  one  to 
serve  for  two  years,  and  one  to  serve  for  three  years,  two  for 
four  years,  and  two  for  five  years,  and  as  their  respectivt 
terms  of  service  shall  expire,  their  successors  shall  be  ap. 
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pointed  for  the  term  of  five  years,  in  the  manner  herein  pro- 
vided.   In  case,  and  whenever,  vacancies  shall  occur  in  said 
l>oard  of  trustees,  the  governor  shall  have  power,  as  herein 
provided,  to  fill  such  vacancies  for  the  unexpired  term  there- 
of; and  if  the  Senate  be  not  i-n  session  at  the  time,  he  shall 
submit  such  appointment  to  the  senate  for  its  approval  at 
its   next  session.     Before   entering   upon   their   respective 
duties,   each    of  said   trustees,   physician,  .superintendent,    officers  to 
clerk  and  matron  herein  provided  for,  shall  take  and  sub-    take  and 
scribe  an  oath  or  aflfirmation  to  support  the  constitution  of   subscribe 
the  United  States,  and  of  the  State  of  Ohio;  and,  also,  f.tith-    ®**^* 
fully  and  honestly  to  discharge  all  and  singular  the  duties 
of  such  trust,  and  in  all  things  to  protect  the  interet^ts  of  the 
State  to  the  best  of  his  or  her  skill  and  ability,  which  oath 
shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  governor.     Said  trustees 
shall  perform  their  duties  gratuitously :     Provided,  tliey  shall    Trugt^ee  t«

Sec.  2.  That  said  board  of  trustees  shall,  so  soon  as  con- 
venient, appoint  a  superintendent  for  saic^  institution,  who 
shall  hold  his  office  for  three  years,  unless  sooner  removed ; 
and  on  the  nomination  of  such  superintendent,  said  board    ^-^  , 

may  appoint  a  matron,  physician,  clerk,  principal  of  schools,    app^^ted 
and  such  teachers  and  assistants  as.  they  may  deem  ad  visable.    —salaries  to 
And  said  trust«»es  shall  fix  all  salaries  not  otherwise  determ-    1>©  fixed  by 
ined  by  law :  Provided,  that  no  officer  or  employe  of  said    trustees, 
board  shall  receive  a  greater  compensation  for  services  than 
one  thousand  dollars  per  annum.     And  they  shall  also  pre- 
scribe rules  and  by-laws  for  the  government  of  the  institu- 
tion. 

Sec.  3.     That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  trustees    xi^jg^^^eg  ^ 
to  meet  at  vsaid  home  at  least  quarterly,  and  as  often  as  it    meet  quai- 
may  be  necessary  to  properly  discharge  their  duties.     The    terly. 
board  shall  audit  all  accounts,  and  direct  the  payment  of  ac- 
counts so  audited,  and  shall  maintain  a  general  supervision 
over  the  afiairs  and  financial  condition  of  the  home.     They 
ehall  make  a  record  of  their  proceedings  at  all  meetings,  in 
a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  by  the  secretary  of  the 
board;  and  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  November  of  each  year 
they  shall  make  a  report  to  the  governor  of  the  condition  and 
wants  of  the  institution,  which  shall  be  accompanied  by  full 
and  accurate  reports  of  the  superintendent,  in  which  shall 
be  stated  amonst  other  things  the  names,  wages  and  time  of 
each  employe  duriYig  the  year.     The  said  report  of  the  trustees    Make  report 
shall  contain  a  summary  statement  of  all  contracts  entered    ^  governor, 
into  during  the  year,  and  the  names  of  all  persons  interested 
in  such  contracts.     Special  meetings  of  the  board  may  be 
held  on  the  call  of  the  president:  Provided,  each  member 
shall  have  at  least   three  days*  notice  thereof  in  writing, 
together  with  a  statement  of  the  object  for  which  the  meet- 
ing shall  be  called.     The  trustees  and  their  successors  in 
office  shall  have  the  power  to  receive  and  hold  in  trust  for 
the  use  and  benefit  of  said  institution  any  grant  or  devise  of 
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land,  or  any  donation  or  bequest  of  money  or  personal  prop- 
erty to  be  applied  to  the  maintenance  and  support  of  any 
person  or  persons  therein,  or  to  the  general  use  of  such  in- 
stitution. . 

Sec  4.  That  the  superintendent  shall  receive  all  moneys 
belonging  to  and  for  the  use  of  the  home,  and  disburse  the 
same  upon  the  order  of  the  president,  countersigned  by  the 
secretary  of  the  board ;  he  shall  keep  a  full  and  true  account 
of  such  receipts,  and  an  itemized  account  of  all  expenditures 
made  by  him,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  which 
shall  always  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  trustees.  He 
shall  also  keep  a  detailed  account  of  all  his  transactions, 
showing  concisely  and  clearly  the  purpose  for  which  all 
moneys  were  received  and  paia,  including  the  sums  paid  in 
salaries  and  compensation  to  officers  and  employes,  with 
names  of  said  officers  and  employes,  and  the  amount  paid  to 
each.  He  shall  make  all  contracts  (except  as  hereinafter 
stated)  in  behalf  of  and  all  purchases  for  said  home,  when- 
ever they  can  be  made  on  the  best  terms,  take  vouchers  for 
all  disbursements  made  by  him,  have  a  personal  superin- 
tendence of  all  the  property  and  affairs  of  said  home,  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  him  by  the 
board  or  trustees.  He  may,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
board,  make  contracts  with  and  discharge  employes  of  the 
home.  He  shall  balance  all  accounts,  and  make  a  report  of 
the  business  and  condition  of  the  institution  to  the  board  at 
each  regular  meeting  thereof,  and  also  such  other  a^d  further 
reports  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  board  or  the  audi- 
tor of  state.  He  shall  certify  his  approval  on  all  bills  against 
said  home  before  the  same  are  audited,  unless  such  approval 
shall  be  dispensed  with  by  the  board. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  superintendent  shall,  before  entering. on 
his  duties,  enter  into  a  bond  to  the  State  of  Ohio,  with  at 
least  two  good  and  sufficient  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the 
probate  court  of  the  county  in  which  such  institution  is 
located,  in  the  penal  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars,  con- 
ditioned that  he  will  faithfully  and  honestly  perform  the 
duties  of  his  office,  and  pay  over  and  account  for  all  money 
and  property  that  shall  come  into  his  hands  by  reason  of  hie 
said  office  belonging  to  the  State  or  to  any  other  person, 
which  bond  shall  be  recorded  in  the  journal  of  said  probate 
court  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  governor. 

Sec.  6.  That  whenever  in  the  opinion  of  the  board  of  trust- 
ees more  than  five  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  any  one  article 
will  be  needed  for  the  use  of  the  institution  during  any  one 
year,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  advertise  for 
sealed  bids  to  furnish  at  the  institution  such  articles  at  such 
times  and  in  such  quantities  as  the  superintendent  may 
from  time  to  time  direct,  each  bid  to  be  accompanied  with  a 
bond,  in  such  amount  as  the  board  may  direct,  with  good 
and  sufficient  surety  that  such  bidder,  if  the  contract  be 
awarded  to  him,  will  fulfill  and  perform  the  contract  on  his 
part,  and  all  such  contracts  shall  be  awarded  to  the  lowest 
bidder;  provided,  that  all  provisions  and  supplies  thus  fur- 
nished shall  be  of  good  and  wholesome  quality,  or  the  same 
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aybe  rejected  l^y  the  superintendent ;  and,  provided  far- 
ther, said  board  may  reject  all  bids  atid  readvertise  for  bids, 
and  when  in  the  opinion  of  a  majority  of  the  trustees,  any 
article,  provisions  or  supplies  needed  for  said  home  can  be 
more  economically  purchased  by  private  contract,  the  said 
trustees  may  authorize  the  superintendent  to  buy  the  same 
'without  a  letting  to  the  lowest  bidder,  under  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  said  trustees  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  clerk  shall,  under  the  direction  and 
supervision  of  the  superintendent,  keep  a  full  and  true  ac- 
count of  the  receipts  and  an  itemized  account  of  all  disburse- 
ments of  the  home  in  a  book  provided  for  such  purpose,  and 
sliall  assist  the  superintendent  in  keeping  all  books,  records 
and  accounts  required  to  be  kept  by  law,  and  the  rules  of  the 
home,  and  shall  discharge  such  other  duties  as  may  be  re- 
quired uf  him  by  the  superintendent  or  board  of  trustees. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  superintendent  of  said  home  shall  be 
a  person  of  acknowledged  ability  and  fitness  for  his  office, 
and  shall  sustain  a  good  moral  character.  He  shall  have  en- 
tire control  of  the  educational,  moral  and  dietetic  treatment 
of  the  inmates  and  pupils,  and  shall  see  that  tlie  several 
officers  and  employes  in  the  institution  faithfully  and  dili- 
gently discharge  their  respective  duties.  He  shall  employ 
such  attendants,  nurses,  servants  and  such  other  persons  as 
he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  efficient  and  economical  man- 
agement of  the  institution,  and  assign  them  their  respective 
places  and  duties.  The  superintendent  and  matron  shall 
devote  their  entire  time  to  the  interest  of  the  home. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  said  board  of  trustees  may  at  pleasure 
remove  any  matron  or  physician,  teacher  or  employe,  and 
they  may  remove  the  superintendent,  also,  for  incompetency, 
gross  neglect  of  duty  or  refusal  to  discharge  the  duties  de- 
Tolving  upon  him,  or  for  any  misconduct  which  renders  it 
improper  for  him  longer  to  continue  at  the  head  of  the  in- 
stitution, and  may  direct  the  discharge  of  a  pupil  or  inmate 
when  they  shall  deem  it  expedient. 

Sec.  10.  That  no  trustee  or  any  officer  of  the  institution 
shall  be  either  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  the  pur- 
chase of  building  material  or  any  other  article  of  furniture 
or  supply  for  the  use  of  or  in  any  contract  in  behalf  of  said 
institution,  and  no  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall  be 
eligible  to  the  office  of  superintendent  of  said  institution 
during  the  term  of  which  he  was  appointed,  nor  within  one 
year  after  his  term  shall  have  expired ;  and  the  said  board 
and  superintendent  shall,  on  the  15th  day  of  November  in 
each  year,  make  their  report  to  the  governor  of  the  condition 
of  said  home,  and  an  estimate  of  the  several  necessities  of 
the  home  for  the  succeeding  year :  Provided,  that  whenever 
the  fifteenth  day  of  the  month  shall  be  Sunday,  then  the 
duties  required  oy  this  act  to  be  performed  on  that  day  may 
be  performed  on  the  next  day  or  Monday. 

Sec.  11.  That  the  superintendent  shall  receive  as  com- 
pensation for  his  services  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars, 
and  the  matron  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  per  annum, 
to  be  paid  in  monthly  installments,  for  which  vouchors  shall 
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be  taken,  and  filed  with  the  other  vouchera  and  statements, 
at  the  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  board. 

Sec.  12.  That  the  matron,  under  the  direction  of  the  su- 
perintendent, and  not  otherwise,  shall  have  the  general 
supervision  of  the  domestic  arrangements  of  the  institution, 
and  do  what  she  can  to  promote  the  comfort  and  welfare  of 
its  inmates. 

Sec.  13.  That  there  shall  be  received  into  said  home  the 
children  residing  in  Ohio  of  deceat^ed  indigent  and  per- 
manently disabled  soldiers  and  sailor.s  who  served  in  the 
land  and  naval  service  of  the  United  States  during  the  late 
rebellion,  that  are  by  said  board  ascertained  to  be  destitute 
of  the  means  of  support  and  education;  and  they  shall  be 
furnished  a  support  and  education  at  said  home  until  they 
arrive  at  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  unless  for  good  reasons 
sooner  discharged:  Provided,  however,  that  said  board  may 
permit  such  of  said  children  and  youth  as  they  deem  proper 
to  remain  as  inmates  of  said  home,  and  receive  all  the  bene- 
fits thereof,  until  they  are  eiirhteen  yrars  of  age. 

Sec.  14.  That  th^*  trustees  of  th"  Ohio  soldirrs'  and  sailors' 
orphans'  home  shall  atibrd  to  all  the  pupils  under  their 
charge  such  agricultural,  horticultural,  technical,  industrial 
and  art  education  as  can  be  made  accessible  to  them. 

c»EC.  15.  That  they  shall  establish,  in  the  grounds  of  the 
home,  shops  wherein  suitable  trades  may  be  taught  and 
practiced,  and  the  trustees,  and  under  their  regulations  the 
superintendent,  shall  have  power  to  employ  the  proper  per- 
sons to  teach  such  trades  to  the  pupils  under  their  charge, 
and  to  dismi'^s  such  instructors  for  cause. 

Sec.  1G.  That  the  trustees,  and  under  their  regulations 
the  superintendent,  shall  have  power  to  purchase  the  mater- 
ial, tools  and  machinery  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes 
of  this  act,  and  to  dispose  of  the  productions  of  the  pupils  to 
the  best  advantage  of  th^  institution,  accounting  for  the  pro- 
ceeds and  expenditures  in  their  annual  report;  also  they, 
and  under  their  regulations  the  superintendent,  are  further 
empowered  to  make  arrangements  with  the  conductors  or 
proprietors  of  industrial  establishments,  or  occupations,  sit- 
uated outside  of  the  home,  to  place,  for  part  or  all  of  their 
time,  such  pupils  with  them  as  may  desire  this,  for'the  pur- 
pose of  learning  such  trades  or  occupations. 

Sec.  17.  That  the  curriculum  of  studies  at  the  home  for 
those  having  parsed  the  thirteenth  year  shall  be  such  as  to 
assist  them  most  effectually  in  their  future  pursuits.  The 
division  and  assignment  into  schools  and  classps  shall  be  so 
regulated  that  the  pupils  may  have  the  bmelit  of  instruction 
in  approved  literary  branches,  at  such  hours  as  would  appear 
to  be  most  practicable,  be  they  given  in  ev  nng  schools, 
half  time  schools,  or  in  schools  during  certain  seasons  only. 
^fi:c.  IS.  That  wages  earned  by  pupils  outside  of  the  home 
shall  belong  to  them.  Those  working  inside  the  institution 
shall  be  entitled,  on  their  discharge,  to  the  net  earnings 
during  the  two  years  previous,  to  be  approximated  by  the 
trustees,  and  under  their  regulations  by  the  superintendent. 
The  pupils  shall  have  the   right  to  select  for   themselves 
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Buch  trade  or  occupation  as  they  may  wish  to  engage  in,  but 
every  pupil,  male  or  female,  remaining  in  the  institution 
after  having  completed  his  or  her  fourteenth  year,  except  in 
cases  of  debility  or  ill-health,  must  devote  himself  or  herself 
for  part  of  his  or  hef  remaining  time  to  the  learning  of  one  of 
the  occupations  to  be  provided  for. 

Sec.  19.     That  the  trustees  shall,  so  far  as  practicable, 
keep  in  communication  with  the  pupils  after  their  discharge    Trnsteee  to 
from  the  institution,  to  be  able  to  report  to  the  governor  and   report  oondi- 
general  assembly  in  regard  to  these  children  of  the  state;    tionofpupila 
and  whatever  branches  of  industry  the  trustees  may  find    ©te., after di»- 
proper  to  introduce,  they  shall  endeavor  to  have  them  taught    ^    ^^' 
and  practiced  in  such  thorough  and  comprehensive  manner 
that  the  Ohio  soldiers'  and  sailors'  orphans'  home  shall  be 
considered  a  model  school  for  that  particular  branch  of  in- 
dustry. 

Sec.  20.  That  the  auditor  of  state  is  hereby  required  to 
draw  his  warrant  in  favor  of  the  superintendent  of  the  home, 
upon  the  treasurer  of  state,  who  is  directed  to  pay  the  same, 
for  all  money  appropriated  for  the  Use  and  purpose  of  con- 
ducting and  maintaining  said  home,  the  same  to  be  done  on 
the  estimate  of  the  board,  attested  by  the  president  and  sec- 
retary thereof ;  provided,  that  no  estimate  for  money  appro- 
priated for  any  one  purpose  shall  be  made  for  a  greater  sum 
than  ten  thousand  dollars;  and  said  superintendent  shall 
account  for  the  whole  sum  of  the  ten  thousand  dollars  thus 
drawn  before  another  order  shall  be  approved.

Relating  to  the  removal  of  the  Dead,  and  the  sale  of  discoutiiiiiod  Burial 

Gronnds  in  townships  in  certain  cases. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  in  all  cases  in  which  either  the  trustees  of  any 
township  or  the  trustees  or  board  of  any  cemetery  associa- 
tion, incorporated  or  not,  in  Ohio,  or  both  combined,  shall 
have  heretofore  determined  or  shall  hereafter  determine  to 
discontinue  the  UJ^e  of  any  burial  ground  for  such  purposes, 
and  there  shall  be  opened  for  public  use  a  burial  ground  in 
the  near  vicinity  thereof,  the  said  township  trustees,  or  the 
said  trustees  or  board  of  directors  of  such  cemetery  associa- 
tion, or  both  combined,  may  order  and  provide  for  the  re- 
moval of  all  bodies  remaining  or  being  buried  within  said 
burial  ground  so  to  be  discontinued,  and  for  the  removal  of 
all  stones  and  monuments  marking  the  graves  thereof,  and 
for  the  reinterment  of  said  bodies  and  the  re-erection  of  such 
stones  and  monuments  in  some  suitable  and  public  ground 
in  the  near  vicinity,  and  pay  for  t*he  same  out  of  the  township 
treasury ;  provided,  however,  that  they  shall  cause  notice 
first  to  be  given  to  the  family,  friends  or  kindred  of  the  de- 
ceased, if  known  to  such  board  or  boards,  of  the  order  for 
their  removal  and  of  the  time  within  which,  not  less  than 
thirty  days,  such  removal  must  be  made,  and  that  it  is  de- 
sired that  such  removal  be  made  by  the  friends  or  kindred 
of  the  dead,  and  if  at  the  expiration  of  such  time  such  re- 
movals have  not  been  made,  such  boards  may  cause  them  to 
be  made  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  2.  Township  trustees,  and  trustees  and  boards  of 
directors  of  cemetery  associations  are  hereby  empowered  to 
dispose  of  at  public  sale,  due  notice  thereof  being  first  given 
in  two  newspapers  of  the  county,  of  general  circulation,  if 
there  be  so  nxany>  and  make  conveyance  of  any  burial 
grounds  under  their  control  that  they  may  have  determined 
to  discontinue  as  burial  grounds;  provided,  however,  that 
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possession  thereof  shall  not  be  given  to  a  grantee  until  after 
the  dead  therein  buried,  together  with  stones  and  monu- 
ments, shall  have  been  removed  as  hereinbefore  provided.

ticg.  and  the  board ;  but  no  superintendent  of  the  kitchen,  state 

shops,  captain  of  the  watch,  or  male  guard,  shall  board  in 
the  institution.  In  the  discretion  of  the  board,  the  matron 
and  female  guards  may  be  permitted  to  board  themselves  in 
the  female  prison  department.  No  officer  shall  be  required 
to  board  in  the  institution  except  the  warden.  The  board 
shall  provide  for  the  lodging  of  such  a  number  of  guards  as  may 
by  them  be  required  to  remain  at  the  prison  during  the  night. 
Sec.  28.  No  work,  labor  or  service  shall  be  performed  by 
a  convict  within  the  penitentiary,  except  as  herein  provided 
for,  unless  it  is  expressly  authorized  by  the  board. 

Sec.  29.     In  the  treatment  of  the  prisoners,  the  following 
general  rules  shall  be  observed  : 
Bnleefor  Fimt.     Each  convict  shall  be  provided  with  a  bed  of  straw, 

treatment  of    or  other  suitable  material,  and  sufficient  covering,  with  gar- 
prisoners,         ments  of  coarse  material,  and   with   sufficient   plain   and 

wholesome  food,  and  such  variety  as  may  be  most  conducive 
to  health. 

Second.  If  any  prisoner  is  sentenced  to  solitary  confine- 
ment, the  sentence  shall  be  executed,  subject  to  th^  right  of 
the  board  to  modify  it  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  prevent 
any  serious  injury  to  health.  No  unnecessary  labor  shall  be 
required  of  any  convict  on  Sunday. 
Pnniahment.         Third,     No  punishment  shall  be  inflicted  except  by  the 

order  and  under  the  direction  of  the  warden  or  deputy  warden. 
Fourth.  All  money  in  possession  of  a  prisoner  when  de- 
livered at  the  penitentiary  shall  be  properly  entered  on  the 
clerk's  books,  and  if  not  otherwise  disposed  by  the  prisoner, 
shall  be  deposited  in  the  treasury  by  the  warden,  with  other 
funds  in  his  hands. 
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Fifth,  The  rules  and  regulations  prescribing  the  duties  of 
and  obligations  of  the  prisoners  shall  be  printed  and  hung 
up  in  each  cell  and  shop. 

Sixth.  Each  convict,  when  he  leaves  the  penitentiary, 
shall  be  supplied  with  a  suit  of  citizen's  clothes,  with  the 
money  taken  from  him  when  he  entered,  and  which  was  not 
disposed  of  by  his  order,  and  what  he  may  have  earned  by 
good  behavior  and  diligent  labor.  Before  discharging  any 
convict  who  may  be  insane  or  lunatic  at  the  time  of  the  ex- 
piration of  his  sentence,  the  warden  shall  first  give  notice, 
m  writing,  to  the  probate  judge  of  the  county  from  which 
such  convict  was  nent,  of  the  fact  of  such  insanity  or  lunacy; 
whereupon  said  jud^e  shall  forthwith  issue  his  warrant  to 
the  sheriff  of  such  county,  commanding  him  to  remove  such 
insane  or  lunatic  convict,  and  return  him  to  said  county. 
Upon  the  receipt  of  such  warrant,  it  f^hallbe  the  duty  of  said 
sheriff  to  whom  it  is  directed  to  execute  the  same  forthwith, 
and  return  the  same  to  the  probate  judge  by  whom  it  was 
issued;  and  thereupon  the  probate  judge  shall  immediately 
order  such  insane  or  lunatic  person  to  be  confined  and  pro- 
vided for  as  directed  by  the  twenty-fitth  section  of  an  act 
entitled  ^*  an  act  to  provide  for  the  uniform  government  and 
better  regulation  of  the  lunatic  asylums  of  the  state,  and 
the  care  of  idiots  and  the  insane,"  passed  April  7, 1866 ;  and 
the  sheriff  shall  receive  the  same  compensation  as  for  trans- 
ferring a  prisoner  to  the  penitentiary,  and  the  auditor  of  the 
«ounty  shall  draw  an  order  upon  the  county  treasurer  for  the 
amount.  If  any  such  probate  judge,  after  having  been  so 
notified  by  the  warden,  shall  neglect  to  issue  his  warrant  as 
herein  provided,  or  any  such  sheriff  shall  neglect  to  remove 
such  insane  or  lunatic  convict,  as  required  by  the  provisions 
of  this  section,  it  ^^hall  be  the  duty  of  the  warden  to  cause 
such  insane  or  lunatic  convict  to  be  removed  and  returned 
to  the  county  from  which  he  was  sent,  in  charge  of  an  officer 
of  the  penitentiary,  or  some  other  suitable  person ;  and  the 
cost  of  such  removal  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury 
in  the  same  manner  as  when  removed  by  the  sheriff  as  here- 
in provided. 

Sec.  30.  In  order  that  good  behavior  may  be  properly  re- 
warded, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  provide  in  its 
rules  and  regulations  for  a  correct  daily  record  of  the  conduct 
of  each  prisoner,  and  his  fidelity  and  diligence  in  the  per- 
formance of  his  work ;  and  each  one  who  is  sentenced  for  a 
definite  time  shall  be  entitled  to  diminish  the  period  of  his 
sentence,  and  receive  a  portion  of  his  earnings,  and  to  citi- 
zenship, under  the  following  rules  and  regulations  : 

First.  For  each  month,  commencing  on  the  first  day  after 
his  arrival  at  the  penitentiary,  during  which  he  shall  not 
be  guilty  of  a  violation  of  the  discipline  or  any  of  the  rules 
of  the  prison,  and  shall  labor  with  diligence  and  fidelity, 
he  shall  be  allowed  a  deduction  of  five  [days]  from  the  period 
of  his  sentence,  and  a  portion  of  his  earnings  not  exceeding 
one-tenth  of  the  average  price  of  convict  labor. 
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Second.  For  everj  violation  of  the  rules  and  discipline,  or 
want  of  fidelity  and  care  in  the  performance  of  work,  the 
convict  shall  not  onl^  forfeit  all  gained  time  and  earnines 
for  the  month  in  which  the  delinquency  occurs,  but,  accora- 
ing  to  the  aggravated  nature  or  frequency  of  his  offenses,  the 
board  may  deduct  a  portion  or  all  of  his  previously  earned 
time  and  money,  or  either  of  them. 

Third.  If  a  convict  shall  pass  the  entire  period  of  his 
sentence  without  any  violation  of  the  rules  and  discipline, 
he  shall  be  entitled  to  a  certificate  thereof  from  the  warden, 
and  on  presenting  it  to  the  governor,  he  shall  be  restored  to 
citizenship. 

Fourth.  If  he  is  prevented  from  labor  by  sickness  or  other 
infirmity,  not  intentionally  produced  by  himself,  he  shall  be 
entitled,  by  good  conduct,  to  two  and  a  half  days'  deduction 
from  his  sentence  each  month. 

Fifth.  If  he  is  unable  to  earn  anything,  by  reason  of  sick- 
ness or  infirmity,  during  his  confinement,  and  his  conduct 
has  been  good,  the  board  may  allow liim  a  sum  sufficient  to 
defray  his  expenses  to  the  county  where  he  was  convicted. 

Sixth.  Each  convict  who  performs  labor,  but  not  on  a  con- 
tract, and  whose  conduct  and  fidelity  jentitle  him  to  it,  shall 
be  allowed  a  sum  in  lieu  of  earnings  which  shall  not  exceed 
one-tenth  of  the  average  cod  tract  price  in  the  prison. 

Sec.  31.  All  criminals  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  by 
the  authority  of  the  United  States,  shall  De  received  and 
kept  according  to  the  sentence  of  the  court  by  ^which  they 
were  tried,  and  the  prisoners  so  confined  shall  be  subject,  in 
all  respects,  to  the  same  discipline  and  treatment  as  though 
committed  under  the  laws  of  this  state.  The  warden  is  here- 
by authorized  to  charge  and  receive  from  the  United  States, 
for  the  use  of  the  state,  for  each  prisoner,  forty  cents  a  day 
for  board,  the  cost  of  all  clothing  which  may  be  furnished, 
and  one  dollar  a  month  for  the  use  of  the  prison,  and  if  ad- 
ditional guards  are  required,  the  compensation  of  such 
guards ;  and  no  other  or  further  charge  shall  be  made  by  any 
officer  for  or  on  account  of  such  prisoners. 

Sec.  32.  No  officer  or  employe  shall  receive,  directly  or 
indirectly,  any  other  compensation  for  his  services  than  that 
herein  prescribod ;  nor  shall  he  receive  any  compensation 
whatever,  directly  or  indirectly,  for  any  act  or  service  which 
he  may  do  or  perform  for  or  en  behalf  of  any  contractor,  or 
agent  or  employe  of  a  contractor.  For  every  violation  of 
this  section,  the  officer,  agent  or  employe  of  the  state  en- 
gaged therein  shall  be  dismissed  from  his  office  or  service, 
and  every  contractor,  or  employe  or  agent  of  a  contractor,  en- 
gaged therein,  shall  be  expelled  from  the  penitentiary,  and 
not  again  permitted  within  it  as  a  contractor,  agent  or  em- 
ploye. 

Sec.  33.  No  officer  or  employe  of  the  state,  or  contractor, 
or  employe  of  a  contractor,  shall  make  any  gift  or  present 
to  a  convict,  or  receive  any  from  a  «onvict,  or  have  any  bar- 
ter or  dealings  with  a  convict ;  and  for  every  violation  of  this 
section  the  party  engaged  therein  shall  incur  the  same  pen- 
alty as  is  prescribed  in  section  thirty-two. 
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Sec.  34.  No  officer  or  employe  of  the  penitentiary  shall 
be  interested,  directly  or  inoirectly,  in  any  contract  or  pur- 
chase made,  or  authorized  to  be  made,  by  the  steward,  nor 
shall  the  steward  make  any  purchases  or  sales  for  or  in  behalf 
of  the  penitentiary  in  connection  with  any  other  party  or 
interest  whatever. 

Sec.  35.  Every  cost  bill  shall  be  presented  to  the  warden 
when  the  prisoner  is  delivered  at  the  penitentiary ;  the 
warden  shall  certify  on  it  that  the  prisoner  has  been  received, 
and  the  bill  shall  then  be  audited  at  the  state  auditor's  office 
and  paid  as  other  claims  against  the  state;  and  it  in  hereby 
made  the  duty  of  the  auditor,  before  drawing  his  warrant 
on  the  treasury  for  the  payment  of  said  cost  bill,  to  correct 
any  errors  therein  as  to  form,  items  or  amount. 

Sec.  36.  All  the  bonds  of  officers  and  employes  under  this 
act  shall  be  deposited  with  the  treasurer  of  state. 

Sec.  37.  If  any  of  the  shops  or  buildings  in  which  the. 
convicts  are  employed  are  destroyed  or  injured  by  fire,  they 
may  be  rebuilt  or  repaired  immediately,  under  the  direction 
of  the  board,  and  the  expense  thereof  paid  out  of  any  funds 
in  the  state  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  by  law. 

Sec.  38.  The  directoVvS  and  present  contractors,  or  any  of 
them,  may  by  agreement  conform  the  present  contracts  in 
any  respect  to  the  provit^ions  of  this  act,  and  the  directors 
may  permit  any  bids  now  pending  before  them  to  be  so 
amended  or  altered  as  to  conform  in  any  respect  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  and  may  accept  or  reject  them,  according 
to  the  provisions  hereof. 

Sec.  39.  The  present  officers  of  the  penitentiary  shall 
hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and 
qualified. 

Sec.  40.  That  an  act  entitled  ''  an  act  to  regulate  and 
govern  the-Ohio  penitentiary,"  passed  April  1, 1867,  (S.  &  S  , 
page  512)  and  the  amendments  thereto,  passed  January  7, 
1871,  (vol.  68,  page  7,)  and  amendments  passed  March  30, 
1874,  (vol.  71,  page  40)  and  amendments  passed  April  20, 
1874,  (vol.  71,  page  113)  and  [are]  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  41.  Thi.i  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

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AN  ACT 

To  cn^ate  aboard  of  public  works  in  certain  cities,  having  a  population 
of  one  hundred  and  Mty  thousand  and  upwards  at  the  last  federal 
(rensns. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  A'^mbly  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  in  all  cities  of  the*  first-class,  having  a  popula- 
tion of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  and  upwards  at  the 
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last  federal  census,  there  shall  be  a  board  of  public  works  to 
be  composed  of  five  members  who  shall  be  freeholders  of  such 
city,  and  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  thereof,  to  sereve 
[serve]  for  the  term  of  five  years,  and  until  their  successors 
shall  be  elected  and  qualified ;  one  to  be  elected  at  each  an- 
nual municipal  election  held  in  such  city,  except  that  at  the 
first  municipal  election  held  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
all  of  said  five  members  shall  be  elected  and  the  member 
who  shall  receive  the  highest  number  of  votes  at  such  elec- 
tion shall  serve  for  the  term  of  five  years ;  the  member  re- 
ceiving the  next  highest  number  of  votes  shall  serve  for  the 
term  of  foUr  years ;  the  member  receiving  the  third  highest 
number  of  votes  shall  serve  for  the  term  of  three  years  ;  the 
member  receiving  the  fourth  highest  number  of  votes  shall 
serve  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  the  member  receiving 
the  fifth  highest  number  of  votes  shall  serve  for  the  term  of 
one  year;  and  in  case  two  or  more  shall  receive  the  same 
number  of  votes,  their  respective  terms  of  office  shall  be 
determined  by  lot ;  and  one  member  shall  be  elected  annually 
thereafter  in  every  such  city  to  serve  for  the  term  of  five 
years  as  aforesaid.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  devote 
their  entire  time  and  attention  to  the  duties  of  their  office, 
and  shall  each  receive,  as  a  compensation  for  his  services,  a 
salary  of  thirty-five  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

Sec.  2.  The  board  shall  hold  daily  meetings,  and  three 
shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  The 
ayes  and  nays  ^hall  be  called,  and  entered  upon  a  journal, 
upon  the  passage  of  every  resolution  or  order  of  any  kind. 
No  resolution  or  order  shall  be  adopted  unless  three  votes  are 
recorded  in  its  favor.  They  shall  keep  a  complete  record  of 
all  their  proceedings,  and  a  copy  from  their  records,  certified 
by  their  clerk,  shall  be  competent  evidence  in  all  courts;  but 
a  separate  journal  and  record  and  separate  accounts  shall  be 
kept  touching  all  matters  connected  with  the  control  of  the 
water  -works  of  such  city. 

Sec.  3.  The  members  of  the  board  shall  have  seats  in 
both  branches  of  the  common  council,  and  be  entitled  to  take 
part  in  its  proceedings  and  deliberations  on  all  questions  re- 
lating to  matters  under  their  charge,  subject  to  such  rules  as 
the  council  shall,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe,  but  without 
the  right  to  vote.  One  of  said  boara  may  be  compelled  to 
attend  every  meeting  of  either  board  of  council  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  members. 

Sec.  4.  This  board  shall  have  power  to  employ  such  en- 
gineer, clerks,  superintendents,  laborers,  and  other  persons, 
as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  execution  of  their  duties, 
and  fix  their  salaries  and  compensation ;  but  the  salaries  of 
such  engineers,  clerks,  and  superintendents,  as  are  appoint- 
ed for  a  definite  period  of  time,  shall  be  fixed  within  limits 
prescribed  by  the  common  council ;  but  any  of  said  persons 
may  be  removed  by  said  board  at  any  time. 

Sec.  5.  This  board  shall  have  all  the  powers  which  are 
now  vested  by  law  in  the  trustees  of  the  water  works,  the 
board  of  improvements,  the  commissioners  of  sewers,  the 
platting  commission,   and    the    park    commissioners,    and 
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shall  be  governed  by  the  rules  now  prescribed  by  law  for  the 
government  of  said  boards,  when  not  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  Whenever  the  board  shall  deem  it  advisable  to  make 
any  contract  for  the  execution  of  anjr  work,  or  the  purchase  of 
any  material  for  matters  under  their  charge,  they  shall  cause 
a  careful  estimate  to  be  made  of  the  cost  of  such  work  or 
material.  In  all  cases  where  assessments  are  to  be  made,  or 
where  the  estimated  cost  exceeds  five  hundred  dollars,  they 
shall  transmit  to  council,  with  their  recommendations,  a  res- 
olution or  ordinance,  as  the  case  may  be,  authorizing  the  ex- 
ecution of  the  said  work,  or  the  purchase  of  said  material, 
at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  the  amount  pf  the  estimate,  which 
shall  be  transmitted.  Upon  the  passage  by  council  of  such 
resolution  or  ordinance  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  board  to 
advertise  for  proposals,  in  accordance  therewith,  for  a  period 
of  at  least  ten  days  in  one  or  more  of  the  papers  of  general 
circulation  in  the  city,  for  sealed  proposals  to  do  the  work  or 
furnish  the  material  required ;  and  shall  award  the  contract 
to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder ;  provided,  the  cost  under 
such  bidders  does  not  exceed  the  estimate  transmitted  to 
council. 

Sec.  7.  The  contracts  shall  be  made  in  the  name  of  the 
city,  and  executed  in  behalf  of  the  city  by  the  presiding  of- 
ficer of  the  board  and  filed  in  their  office.  * 

Sec.  8.  In  cases  where  the  board  may  contract  without 
the  approval  of  the  council,  they  may,  in  their  discretion, 
purchase  the  necessary  material  and  employ  the  necessary 
overseers  and  hands  to  do  the  work.  Council  may  also,  in 
special  cases,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  board,  authorize 
any  work,  no  part  of  which  is  to  be  paid  by  assessment,  to 
be  done  in  the  same  manner. 

Sec.  9.  When  it  may  become  necessary,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  board,  in  the  prosecution  of  any  work,  to  make  any  al- 
terations or  modifications  in  the  specifications  or  plans  of 
any  contract,  such  alteration  or  modification  shall  only  be 
made  by  order  of  the  board,  and  such  order  shall  be  of  no 
effect  until  the  price  to  be  paid  for  the  same  has  been  agreed 
upon  in  writing,  and  signed  by  the  contractor  and  some 
person  authorized  thereunto  by  the  board;  provided,  the 
total  cost  of  the  work,  with  the  addition  of  the  price  so 
agreed  upon,  shall  not  exceed  the  original  estimate.  And 
no  contractor  shall  be  allowed  any  thing  for  any  extra  work 
caused  by  any  such  alteration  or  modification,  unless  an  or- 
der be  made  and  agreement  signed.  Nor  shall  he,  in  any 
case,  be  allowed  more  for  such  alteration  or  modification 
than  the  price  fixed  by  such  agreement. 

Sec.  10.  This  board  shall  have  the  powers  now  vested  in 
council,  to  publish  all  resolutions  delaring  the  necessity  of 
certain  improvements,  now  required  to  be  published  under 
the  code  in  chapter  XLIX,  but  the  ordinance  authorizing 
the  improvement  must  be  passed  by  council  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  board. 

Sec  11.  Each  member  of  said  board,  before  entering  upon 
his  duties,  shall  give  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand 
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dollars,  with  three  or  more  sureties,  each  of  said  sureties 
taking  /tn  oath  that  he  is  worth  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  over  and  above  all  his  liabilities;  said  bond  to  be 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  'his  duties,  and 
shall  b^-  made  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  common  council,  and 
he  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  mayor  and  city  solicitor. 

Sec.  12.  No  grant  of  the  use  of  any  street  or  highway  in 
such  city  for  the  purpose  of  a  street  or  other  railroad,  or  any 
exten.^ion  thereof,  shall  be  made  or  renewed  unless  tirst 
recomnKjnded  by  said  board;  nor  shall  any  such  street  or 
highway  be  used  for  supplying  gas  or  water,  or  be  broken  up 
or  obstructed  for  any  purpose  or  pretense  whatever,  unless 
permission  shall  have  been  first  given  therefore  by  said  board 
and  attested  by  their  clerk  in  writing  ;  nor  shall  any  resolu- 
tion or  ordinance  for  the  payment  of  money  in  settlement  of 
any  claims  for  unliquidated  damages  be  passed  or  any  bind- 
ing aifreement  for  such  settlement  made  by  the  common 
council  unless  the  payment  or  settlement  of  such  claim  shall 
first  have  been  recommended  bv  >aicl  Ixmnl ;  neither  shall 
any  property  used  or  to  blB  used  for  purposes  under  the  con- 
trol of  tills  board  or  for  purposes  of  the  city  be  purchased, 
leased  or  disposed  of  without  such  recommendation  being 
first  made. 

Sec.  18.  No  resolution  or  order  in  which  the  expenditure 
of  money  is  involved,  no  ordinance,  resolution  or  order  for 
the  expenditure  of  money,  nor  any  contract  for  the  payment 
of  money,  or  for  granting  any  franchise,  or  creating  any 
right,  or  for  the  purchase,  lease,  sale  or  the  transfer  of  any 
property,  which  shall  have  passed  the  common  council  (ex- 
cept such  as  levying  special  taxes  for  the  improvement  of 
streets)  shall  take  eflect  until  approved  by  four  members  of 
said  board  ;  and  for  such  final  approval  every  such  ordinance, 
resolution,  order,  or  contract,  shall  be  submitted  to  said 
board,  after  being  approved  by  the  mayor,  or  after  being 
recommended  and  passed  by  the  council  if  disapproved  by  the 
mayor.  • 

Sec.  14.  Any  of  said  members  may  be  removed  from  of- 
fice for  incompetency,  inefficiency,  neglect  of  duty,  or  un- 
faithfulness of  trust,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  mem- 
bers elected  to  the  board  of  aldermen  of  such  city,  and  all 
vacancies  occurring  thereby  shall  be  filled  bv  appointment, 
to  be  made  by  the  court  of  common  j)leas  o^  the  county  in 
which  said  city  is  situated,  until  the  next  municipal  election. 

Sec.  15.  The  revenues  of  the  water  works  shall  hereafter 
be  expended  like  the  other  funds  under  the  control  of  the 
city,  only  on  the  appropriation  of  the  money  by  ordinance 
duly  passed  by  council. 

Sec.  16.  The  offices  of  the  trustee  of  the  water  works,  the 
board  of  improvements,  the  commissioner  of  sewers,  the 
platting  commission,  the  park  commissioners,  the  city 
civil  engineer,  and  street  commissioner,  in  cities  to  whicii 
this  act  is  applicable,  and  also  all  officers  created  by  council 
in  departments  hereby  placed  under  control  of  this  Doard  are 
hereby  abolished;  but  the  same,  however,  shall  not  take 
effect  until  the  members  of  said  board  of  public  w^rks  shall  be 
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elected  and  qualified.  All  acts  conflicting  herewith  are  here- 
by repealed;  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  its  passage.

[AN  ACT] 


Authorizing  the  election  of  a  board  of  police  coitimiBHionerH,  and  (;ou- 
Bolidating  the  sanie  with  the  board  of  health,  in  citien  of  the  tirHt<-cla88 
with  a  population  of  leas  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  thou  Hand  and  over 
ninety  thousand  inhabitants,  at  the  laKt  federal  censns,  and  to  repeal 
certain  acts. 

Section  1.  Be  ii  emicted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Ohioy  That  all  powers  andf  duties  connected  with  and  in- 
cident to  the  government  and  discipline,  in  cities  of  the 
first-class,  with  a  population  of  less  than  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  ana  over  ninety  thousand  inhabitants,  at  the 
last  federal  ceiums,  shall  be,  as  hereinafter  more  especially 
provided,  veste^Mn  and  exercised  by  a  board  of  police,  in 
each  city  composed  of  four  commissioners,  qualified  voters  of 
said  cities,  and  who,  together  with  the  mayor  of  said  cities, 
who  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  and  president  of  said  board, 
a  majority  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business,  no  appointment,  promotion,  or  removal 
of  any  officer  or  patrolman  shall  be  valid  unless  approved  by 
a  majoritv  of  all  the  members  of  said  board,  and  the  vote  so 
given  shall  be  duly  recorded  by  the  secretary  of  the  board. 

Sec.  2.  The  respective  terms  of  office  of  such  commis- 
sioners shall  be  four  years,  and  one  of  which  shall  be  elected 
at  each  annual  municipal  election,  except  at  the  first  regu- 
lar annual  municipal  election  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
when  there  shalJ  be  elected,  from  among  the  qualified  voters 
of  such  cities,  four  commissioners,  one  of  which  commissioners 
so  elected  shall  hold  office  ft)r  the  term  of  one  year,  and  which 
shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of  April,  1877;  one  commis- 
sioner shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  which 
shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of  April,  1878;  one  commissioner 
shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  which  shall 
expire  on  the  first  day  of  April,  1879  ;  and  one  commissioner 
shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  four  years,  and  which  shall 
expire  on  the  first  day  of  April,  1880.  The  above  named 
commissioners  shall  form  the  board  of  police  commissioners, 
with  the  mayor  of  said  city  as  a  men^ber  ezqfficio  and  presi- 
dent thereof;  and  provided,  that  all  commissioners  elected 
under  this  act  shall,  after  the  expiration  of  their  terms  of 
office,  hold  over  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and 
qualified. 
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Sec.  3.  Any  vacancy  caused  by  death,  removal,  or  re- 
signation of  any  commissioner  in  said  board,  shall  be  filled 
for  the  unexpired  term,  by  the  city  council  of  said  cities. 

Sec.  4  The  persons  severally  elected  commissioners  of 
police  by  virtue  of  this  act,  shall,  before  e^^ercising  the  duties 
thereof,  be  duly  sworn  to  a  faithful  performance  of  the  same, 
and  shall  file  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk  of  said  cities,  a 
certified  copy  of  such  qualification. 

Sec.  5.  That  said  board  shall,  upon  its  organization,  ap- 
point some  suitable  person  to, act  as  secretary,  who  shall  re- 
ceive such  annual  salary,  not  exceeding  eighteen  hundred 
dollars,  as  said  board  may  determine,  and  who  shall  perform 
such  duties  as  are  hereinafter  provided,  and  shall  hold  his 
office  until  removed  by  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  said 
board ;  the  said  board  shall  also  have  power,  at  any  time,  to 
appoint  a  superintendent  of  the  police  force,  a  captain  of 
police,  and  one  captain  in  addition,  to  each  fifty  patrolmen 
called  into  the  service  more  than  the  first  fifty,  a  lieutenant 
of  police  for  each  twelve  patrolmen,  one  sergeant  of  police  for 
each  police  precinct,  and  also  regular  or  compensated  patrol- 
men, not  'exceeding  one  for  each  seven  hundred  and  fifty  in 
habitants,  as  shown  by  the  last  federal  census;  provided, 
that  the  number  of  paid  patrolmen  may  be][increased  by  and 
with  the  consent  of  the  city  council,  and  provided,  also,  that 
said  board  shall  have  the  power  in  cases  of  €(Bergency  to  ap- 
point as  many  special  patrolmen  as  it  may/fliink  proper,  but 
such  appointments  shall  be  reported  to,  anooe  subject  to  the 
action  of  the  city  council,  at  its  next  meeting.  The  board 
may,  from  the  members  of  the  force,  appoint  detectives,  not 
exceeding  ten  (10)  in  number,  who  shall  act  as  secret  police 
or  detectives,  one  of  whom  shall  be  detailed  as  chief  detective, 
bearint^  tlie  rank  of  captain,  and  when  from  any  cause  a 
vacancy  shall  exist  in  the  number  so  first  appointed,  the 
board  m.ay  appoint  to  said  vacancy  the  patrolmen  which  the 
record  required  to  be  kept,  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall 
show  to  be  most  meritorious;  said  board  shall  also  appoint 
such  suitable' persons  to  ?ict  as  doormen,  janitors,  attorney  of 
police,  and  telegraph  operators,  as  the  demands  of  the  service 
may  require,  and  who  shall  receive  such  compensation  as  the 
board  may  determine,  ia  no  case,  however,  exceeding  the 
salary  paid  patrolmen ;  said  board  shall  also  have  power  for 
caufe  to  be  assigned  on  a  public  hearing,  and  on  due  notice, 
according  to  rules  to  be  promulgated  by  them,  to  remove  or 
suspend  from  office,  or  for  any  definite  time  deprived  from 
pay,  any  «iember  of  such  police  force ;  to  make  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  government  and  discipline  of  said  force, 
and  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  published,  and  to  make  and 
promulgate  gtmernl  and  special  orders  to  said  force  through 
the  sup)erintendent  of  police. 

Sec.  6.  Said  board  shall  assume  and  exercise  the  entire 
control  of  the  police  force  of  said  city,  and  shall  possess  full 
power  and  authority  over  the  police  organization,  govern- 
ment, appointments  and  discipline  within  said  cities;  it 
shall  have  the  custody  and  control  of  all  public  property, 
books,  records  and  equipments  belonging  to  the  police  de- 
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partment,  and  shall  have  power  to  erect  and  maintain  all 
such  lines  of  telegraph  in  such  places  within  said  cities,  as, 
for  purposes  of  police,  the  board  shall  deem  necessary,  when- 
ever the  city  council  shall  authorize  the  establishment  of 
8uch  telegraph  line  or  lines,  and  provide  for  the  cost  thereof. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  police,  and 
of  the  force  hereby  constituted,  at  all  times  of  the  day  and 
night,  within  the  boundaries  of  said  cities,  to  preserve  the 
public  peace,  to  prevent  crime  and  arrest  offenders,  to  pro- 
tect rights  of  persons  and  property,  to  guard  the  public 
health,  to  preserve  order,  to  remove  nuisances  existing  in 
the  public  streets,  roads,  places,  and  highways,  to  report  all 
leaks  or  other  defects  in  water  pipes  and  sewers  to  the  proper 
authorities,  to  provide  a  proper  force  at  every  fire,  in  order 
that  thereby  the  firemen  and  property  may  be  protected,  to 
protect  strangers  and  travelers  at  steamboat  and  ship  land- 
ings and  railway  stations,  and  generally  to  obey  and  enforce 
all  ordinances  of  the  city  council,  criminal  Inws  of  the  state 
and  United  States;  whenever  any  crime  shall  be  committed 
in  said  cities,  whether  the  joerson  or  persons  accused  or  sus- 
pected of  being  guilty  shall  flee  from  justice  or  not,  the 
superintendent  of  police  shall  immediately  report  to  the 
chief  of  detectives  all  facts  which  may  have  come  to  his 
knowledge  concerning  the  offense,  or  the  accused  or  suspected 
parties;  and  the  board  of  police  may,  in  their  discretion, 
authorize  any  person  or  persons  belonging  to  the  police  force 
to  pursue  and  arrest  such  accused  or  suspected  person  or  per- 
sons, and  return  them  to  the  proper  criminal  court  having 
jurisdiction  of  the  offense  for  trial. 

Sec.  8.  The  qualification,  enumeration  and  distribution 
duties,  mode  of  trial  and  removal  from  ofhce  of  each  mem- 
ber of  said  police  force,  shall  be  particularly  defined  and 
prescribed  by  rules  and  regulations  of  the  board  of  police ; 
and  no  person  shall  be  appointed  to  or  hold  office  in  the 
police  force  aforesaid,  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States  and  a  resident  of  the  city ;  and,  provided,  that  no 
superintendent,  captain,  lieutenant,  sergeant  or  patrolman 
shall  be  removed  therefrom,  except  on  written  charges  pre- 
ferred against  him  to  the  board  of  police,  and  after  an  op- 
portunity shall  have  been  afforded  him  of  being  heard  in 
his  defense ;  but  the  board  of  police  shall  have  power  to  sus- 
pend any  member  of  thjg  police  department  of  the  city  pend- 
ing the  hearing  of  the  charges  preferred  against  him ;  and, 
provided,  that  whenever  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the 
oflfice  of  captain  of  police,  the  same  may  be  filled  by  appoint- 
ment from  among  the  persons  then  in  the  force  as  lieuten- 
ants of  police,  and  a  like  vacancy  in  the  office  of  lieu- 
tenant of  police  may  be  filled  by  appointment  from  among 
the  persons  then  in  office  as  sergeants  of  police,  and  a  like 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  sergeant  of  police  may  be  filled  by 
appointment  from  among  the  persons  then  in  office  as  police 
patrolmen;  the  superintendent  shall  receive  a  salary  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  per  annum;  each 
captain  shall  receive  a  salary  not  exceeding  fifteen  hundred 
dollars  per  annum :  each  lieutenant  and  detective  a  salarv 
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not  exceeding  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum;  each  ser- 
geant a  salary  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  per  a  nnum ; 
each  patrolman  a  salary  not  exceeding  nine  hundred  dollars 
per  annum ;  provided  the  board  shall  have  power  to  detail 
one  or  more  patrolmen  to  the  superintendent  of  police  or 
secretary  of  the  board,  who  shall  receive  a  salary  not  exceed- 
ing one  thousand  dollars  per  annum;  the  pay  in  all  cases 
shall  be  fixed  by  said  board  of  police  commissioners;  the 
salaries  shall  be  paid  monthly  to  the  persons  entitled  there- 
to; no  member  of  the  board  of  police  or  of  the  police  force 
shall  receive  or  share  in,  for  his  own  benefit,  under  any  pre- 
tense whatever,  any  present,  fee,  gift  or  emolument  for  police 
service,  other  than  the  regular  salary  or  pay  provided  by  this 
section,  unless  by  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  said  board  of 
police;  nor  shall  any  member  share  in  or  receive  any  fee, 
gift  or  reward  from  any  person  who  may  l)ecome  bail  for 
any  arrested,  accused  or  convicted  person,  or  who  may  become 
surety  for  any  such  person  on  appeal  from  the  judgment  or 
decision  of  any  court  or  magistrate,  or  any  fee,  gift  or  reward 
in  any  case  from  an  attorney-at-law,  who  may  prosecute  or 
defend  any  person  arrested  or  prosecuted  for  any  offense 
within  the  county  within  which  such  citit^s  may  be  situated; 
nor  shall  any  such  member  either  directly  or  indirectly  in- 
terest himself  or  interfere  in  any  manner  whatever  in  the 
employment  or  retainer  of  any  attornev  to  aid  in  the  defense 
of  any  person  arrested  or  accused ;  and  for  any  violation  of 
either  of  the  foregoing  provisions,  the  person  so  offending 
shall  be  immediately  removed  from  the  police  force. 

Sec.  9.  That  all  moneys  which  shall  be  collected  by  the 
police  courts  of  said  cities,  for  and  on  account  of  the  service 
of  writs,  issued  by  said  courts  by  the  police  force,  shall  be 
paid  to  said  board  of  police,  and  such  moneys,  together  with 
all  moneys  received  from  any  source  whatever,  not  otherwise 
provided  for  by  this  act,  by  the  said  board  of  police,  shall 
constitute  a  fund  to  be  called  the  contingent  fund,  out  of 
which  said  contingent  fund  shall  be  paid  all  incidental  or 
extraordinary  expenses  incurred  by  said  board,  and  the  pay- 
ment of  which  is  not  otherwise  provided  for  by  this  act. 

Sec.  10.  Any  citizen  of  any  such  city,  with  a  view  to  the 
trial  and  suspension  or  removal  from  office  of  any  officer  or 
patrolman  of  the  police  force  may,  on  oath  in  writing,  prefer 
or  make,  before  the  board,  charges  or  complaint  touching  the 
character  or  competency,  or  atlecting  the  acts,  conduct  or 
omission  of  such  officer  or  policeman,  or  for  violation  of  or 
misconduct,  as  defined  or  prescribed  by  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the  board ;  and  said  board,  after  reasonable  notice 
in  the  discretion  of  the  board,  to  the  person  charged,  shall 
proceed  to  the  trial  of  said  officer  or  policeman  on  said  charges 
or  complaint,  and  shall  have  power  to  and  shall  issue  sub- 
pcenas,  attested  in  the  name  of  the  president  of  the  board, 
to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  to  administer  oaths 
and  affirmations,  and  generally  shall,  for  purposes  of  such 
trial,  have  and  exercise  the  powers  and  duties  of  justices  of 
the  peace  in  civil  cases,  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable,  and 
may  make  an  order  of  removal  or  suspension  for  some  certain 
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period.     If  on  such  trial  said  charges  or  complaint  shall  be    W*^®"  *^^^" 
sustained,  such  officer  or  policeman  shall  pay  the  cost  of  such    dieted  costs 
proceedings,  and  the  same  may  be  deducted  and  withheld    from  pay  du© 
irom  his  pay;  and  in  case  of  his  suspension,  his  pay  shall    him. 
also  cease  from  the  date  of  the  charges  and  during  the  period 
of  suspension.     In  trials  under  this  section  the  same  costs 
shall  be  charged  and  taxed  as  in  trials  before  justices,  and  be 
collected  on  execution,  to  be  issued  by  the  police  clerk  of 
said  cities  on  certificate  of  the  same  by  the  board,  and  order 
for  execution ;  said  costs,  when  collected,  to  be  paid  to  the 
secretary  of  the  board  for  the  benefit  of  those  concerned;  but 
the  said  board  shall  not  tax  or  receive  any  fees  for  themselves 
or  for  any  member  of  the  police  force. 

Sec.  11.     All  rewards,  lees,  proceeds  of  gifts  and  emolu- 
ments that  may  be  allowed  by  the  board  of  police,  to  be  paid    Rewards, fees 
and  given  for,  or  on  account  of  any  extraordinary  service  of    Poikf^Life 
any  member  of  the  police  force,  and  all  money  arising  from    and  Uealth 
the  sale  of  unclaimed  property  or  money,  shall  be  paid  into    Instirance 
the  city  treasury,  and  shall  constitute  a  fund,  to  be  called    ^'^"i<^- 
the  "Police  Life  and  Health  Insurance  Fund;"  and  the  per- 
sons who  shall,  from  time  to  time,  constitute  the  board  of 
police,  are  hereby  declared  the  trustees  of  said  fund,  and  may 
invest  the  same  as  they  shall  see  fit,  either  in  whole  or  in 
part,  and  shall  have  power  to  draw  the  same  from  the  treas- 
ury for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  12.     Whenever  any  member  of  the  police  force  in  the 
actual  performance  of  his  duty,  and  in  consequence  of  the 
performance  of  such  duty,  shall  become  bodily  disabled,  his    injured  in 
necessary  expenses  during  the  time  his  disabilities  as  afore-    performance 
said  continue,  and  consecju*  nt  thereon,  may  be  paid  from  the    ofduties^-ex- 
fund  provided  for  in  the  preceding  section,  at  the  discretion    jvonrfnlnr- 
of  the  said  board  of  police.     The  board  shall  inquire  into  the    ance  fund, 
circumstances,  and  if  satisfied  the  charge  upon  said  fund  is 
correct,  may,  in  writing,  order  the  same  to  be  paid  by  the 
draft  of  the  said  trustees  upon  the  said  fund,  signed  by  the 
president  and  secretary  of  said  board ;  but  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  not  apply  to  special  patrolmen  appointed 
as  hereinafter  provided  at  the  request  and  expense  of  private 
parties. 

Sec.  13.     It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  board  of  police, 
for  more  effectually  distributing  and  enforcing  its  police  gov-    9^*^^^  ^V^' 
ernment  and  discipline,  to  divide  the  said  city  into  precincts    !>oiiee  pre-^  * 
without  regard  to  ward  boundaries,  and  to  assign  lieutenants    cinotH. 
and  sergeants  of  police  to  each  of  the  said  precincts  as  they 
shall  deem  for  the  best  interest  of  said  city.     The  board  may, 
from  time  to  time,  establish  a  station,  or  sub-station,  in  each 
precinct  or  division  for  the  accommodation  of  the  police 
force  on  duty  therein.     It  shall  promulgate  all  regulations 
and  orders  through  the  superintendent  of  police ;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  police  force  to  respect  and  obey  the  said 
superintendent,  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  and 
general  rules  of  the  board. 

Sec.  14.  The  said  board  of  police  are  hereby  authorized  to 
appoint  persons  of  suitable  character  who  may  be  in  the 
employment  of  the  city  in  other  branches  or  departments. 
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special  policemen  or  patrolmen ;  provided,  .such  special 
policemen  shall  not  be  paid  for  their  .services  as  policemen, 
either  from  the  police  iund  or  the  city  or  county  treasury; 
such  policemen  shall  possess  the  same  power  as  the  regular 
police  patrolmen,  and  shall  obey  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  board  and  conform  to  its  general  discipline. 

Sec.  15.  The  board  of  police,  whenever  it  shall  see  fit, 
may,  on  the  application  of  any  person  or  persons,  showing 
the  necessities  thereof,  appoint  and  swear  in  any  number  of 
additional  patrolmen  to  do  duty  at  any  place  within  the 
cities,  at  the  charge  and  expense  of  the  person  or  persons  by 
whom  the  application  shall  be  made,  and  the  patrolmen  so 
appointed  shsdl  be  subject  to  the  ordersof  the  board  of  police, 
and  shall  obey  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  board,  and 
conform  to  its  general  discipline,  and  to  such  other  special 
regulations  as  may  be  made,  and  shall  wear  such  dress  or 
emblem  as  the  board  may  direct ;  and  shall,  during  the  terna 
of  their  holding  appointment,  possess  all  the  powers,  priv- 
ileges and  duties  of  the  patrol  force  herein  prescribed ;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  party  so  applying  for  such  apnoint- 
ment  shall  have  first  paid  into  the  trust  fund,  hereinbefore 
provided  for,  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  special  patrol- 
man thus  appointed.  The  persons  so  appointed  may  be  re- 
moved at  any  time  by  the  }x)ard  of  police  without  assigning 
cause  therefor. 

Sec.  16.  Xo  member  of  the  police  force,  under  penalty  of 
forfeiting  the  pay  which  may  be  due  him,  shall  withdraw  or 
resign  from  the  police  force,  unless  he  shall  have  given  two 
weeks'  notice  thereof,  in  writing,  to  the  superintendent  of 
police.  No  person  who  shall  ever,  for  cause,  have  been  re- 
moved from  the  police  force,  established  by  this  act,  shall  be 
reappointed  by  the  board  of  police  te  any  office  in  the  said 
police  force,  except  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  board. 

Sec.  17.  All  stolen  or  other  property  taken  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  police  force  shall  be  depasited  and  kept  in  a  place 
designated  by  the  board  of  police ;  and  in  case  of  the  neg- 
lect or  refusal  of  any  officer  to  so  deposit  the  property  taken 
or  found  in  the  possession  of  any  person  or  persons  arrested, 
he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  subject  to 
indictment  on  information,  and  be  fmed  in  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing three  thousand  dollars,  and  in  no  case  less  than  the  value 
of  the  property,  or  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  ex- 
ceeding one  month ;  and  the  sentence  of  the  court  in  such 
cases  shall  operate  to  vacate  the  office  of  the  person  so  con- 
victed. Every  such  article  of  property  shall  be  entered  in  a 
book  kept  for  that  purpose  by  the  secretary  of  the  board,  to- 
gether with  the  name  of  the  owner,  if  ascertained,  and  the 
name  of  the  place  where  found,  and  of  the  person  from  whom 
taken,  with  the  general  circumstances  and  the  date  of  its 
receipt,  and  the  name  of  the  officer  recording  the  same.  An 
inventory  of  all  money  or  other  property  shall  be  given  to 
the  party  from  whom  the  same  was  taken;  and  in  case  the 
same  shall  not,  within  thirty  days  after  such  arrest  and 
seizure,  be  claimed  by  any  person  or  persons,  it  shall,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  board,  be  aelivered  to  the  person 
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from  whom  the  same  was  taken,  and  to  no  other  person,  either 
attorney,  agent,  factor  or  clerk,  except  by  special  order  of 
the  board.      In  case  said  money  or  property  shall  within 
thirty  days  be  claimed  by  any  other  person  or  persons,  it 
shall  be  retained  by  said  custodian  until  after  the  discharge 
or  conviction  of  the  person  from  whom  the  same  was  taken, 
and  60  long  as  the  same  may  be  required  in  evidence  in  any 
case  in  court,  and  if  such  claimant  or  claimants  shall  estab- 
lish, to  the  satisfaction  of  the  police  judge,  that  he  or  they 
are  the  rightful  owners,  the  same  shall  be  restored  to  him  or 
them ;  otherwise  it  shall  be  returned  to  the  accused  person- 
ally, and  not  to  any  attorney,  agent,  factor  or  clerk  of  such 
accused  person,  except  upon  special  order  of  the  board,  after 
all  liens  and  claims  in  favor  of  the  board  and  the  citv,  against 
the  same,  shall  have  first  been  dit?charged  and  satisfied.     The 
board  shall  cause  to  be  kept  books  for  the  registry  of  lost,    I^ooks  of 
missing  or  stolen  property,  for  the  general  convenience  of    [ogt^'pjjp^rjv 
the  public,  and  of  the  police  force  of  the  city.     It  shall  also    etc,  to  be   ^ 
cause  to  be  kept  books  of  record,  wherein  shall  be  entered    kept. 
the  name  of  every  member  of  the  police  force,  his  time  and 
place  of  nativity,  the  time  and  phice   where  he  became  a 
citizen,  (if  he  was  born  out  of  the  United  States,)  his  age, 
his  former  occupation,  number  of  family,  and  the  residence 
thereof;   the  date  of  appointment  or  dismissal  from  office, 
with  the  cause  of  the  latter  ;  and  in  every  such  record  suffi- 
cient space  shall  be  left  against  all  such  entries,  wherein  to 
make  record  of  the  number  of  arrests  made  by  such  members    police recoMa 
of  the  police  force,  or  of  any  special  services  deemed  merit-    aiKlbiUsaud- 
orious    Dy   the  captains  of  police.     It   shall   also  cause  to    }^^  *"  ^*' 
be  kept  in  proper  books,  the  accounts  of  the  board,  and  a       ''^' 
record  of  their  proceedings;  and  they  shall  preserve  and  file 
copies  of  all  bills  audited  and  allowed,  and  keep  an  accurate 
account  of  all  the  expenses  of  the  police  department.     The 
board  of  police  shall  also  cause  to  be  kept  and  bound,  all  po- 
lice returns  and  reports. 

Sec.  18.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  police  to  pro- 
vide, when  it  shall  be  required,  at  the  expense  of  the  said 
city  or  cities,  all  necessary  accommodations,  within  such  pre-    station- 
cincts  as  shall  be  contained  within  the  boundaries  of  said    houses  for 
city  or  cities,  for  the  station-houses  required  by  the  board  of    temporary 
of  police,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  police  force  of  such    *^^*^^"^^<^"*- 
precinct,  for  the  lodging  of  vagrant  or  disorderly  persons, 
and  for  the  temporary  detention  of  persons  arrested  for  of- 
fenses or  held  as  witnesses.     The  power  of  purchasing  lands    Purchase  of 
for  police  purposes,  and  the  supervision  and  control  of  the    ^*?*|^  *^.^*^ 
erection,  building,  altering  or  repairing  any  of  said  station-    penses— how- 
houses  or  buildings,  shall  be  solely  vested  in  the  board  of   paid, 
police  commissioners,  and  all  expenses  incurred  for  the  above 
purposes,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  police  court  funds  of  said 
cities,  after  the  same  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  board 
of  police,  and  duly  certified  to  the  city  auditor,  who  shall 
place  the  same  in  the  next  ordinance  for  the  payment  of 
«laims,  provided,  that  for  all  contracts  exceeding  five  hundred    LiDiiiation  of 
dollars  in  amount,  payable  out  of  said  police  court  fund,  the    ®^P®°®*^- 
approval  of  the  city  council  shall  first  be  obtained ;  and  pro- 
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vided  further,  that  no  greater  amount  shall  be  expended  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid,  by  said  board,  in  any  one  year,  than  an 
amount  equal  to  the  sum  that  shall  have  been  paid  into  said 
fund,  after  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  police  judge, 
prosecuting  attorney  of  police  courts,  police  clerk  and  deputy 
police  clerks  of  said  cities,  unless  such  expense  shall  pre- 
viously have  been  authorized  by  the  city  council,  and  pro- 
vision made  for  its  payment.  No  commissioner  or  other 
officer  of  t^'^  b'^ard,  or  employe  of  the  department,  shall  be 
interested  in  uiiy  contract  connected  with  the  police  depart- 
ment. At  least  ten  days'  notice  shall  be  given  in  some 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  such  cities  of  the  first- 
class,  of  the  reception  of  the  proposals  for  the  performance  of 
any  contract  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  in  amount,  and 
said  contract  shall  be  awarded  to  the  best  and  low^est  bidder, 
who  shall  furnish  satisfactory  security  for  the  performance 
of  the  same,  and  all  contracts  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  ex- 
ceeding five  hundred  dollars  in  amount,  shall  be  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  city  council.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty 
of  the  board  to  furnish  the  buildings  aforesaid  suitably,  and 
warm  and  light  the  same  by  day  and  night,  and  in  every 
case  of  arrest  the  same  shall  be  made  known  to  the  captain 
or  lieutenant  upon  duty  in  the  precinct  wherein  such  arrest 
was  made,  by  tne  person  making  the  same,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  captain  or  lieutenant,  as  poon  as  practicable 
after  such  notice,  to  make  written  return  thereof,  according 
to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  board  of  police,  together 
with  the  name  of  the  parties  arrested,  tlie  offense,  the  place 
of  arrest  and  the  place  of  detention.  All  persons  arrested 
by  the  officers  or  members  of  the  police  force  shall  be  de- 
tained, while  in  their  custody,  only  in  places  provided  for 
that  purpose,  and  no  trial  or  examination  of  any  person  ar- 
rested shall  be  held  in  the  office  of  the  superintendent  of  the 
police,  or  of  the  board,  but  the  person  so  arrested  shall  be 
examined  in  the  police  court  of  said  city  or. cities,  duly  in 
session,  before  the  police  judge,  or  in  the  absence  of  the  judge, 
before  the  person  acting  in  such  capacity.  Necessary  and 
usual  articles  of  clothing  or  personal  apparel  upon  the  per- 
son or  in  possession  of  persons  arrested,  and  detained,  shall 
not  be  taken  or  seized  by  the  police,  unless  there  be  reason 
to  suspect  that  the  clothing  has  been  stolen  or  obtained  un- 
lawfully. The  board  of  police  shall  provide  suitable  accom- 
modations, within  said  city  or  cities,  for  the  detention  of 
witnesses  who  are  unable  to  furnish  security  for  their  ap- 
pearance in  criminal  proceedings,  and  such  accomcxlations 
shall  be  in  apartments  other  than  those  employed  for  the 
confinement  of  persons  charged  with  crime,  fraud  or  disor- 
derly conduct ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  police  judge, 
in  committing  witnesses,  to  have  regard  to  the  rules  and  reg- 
ulations of  the  board  of  police,  in  respect  to  their  detention. 
Every  person  arrested  by  the  police,  charged  with  the  viola- 
tion of  any  city  ordinance,  may  give  special  bail  for  his  ap- 
pearance, to  answer  to  such  charge;  but  no  member  of  the 
police  force  shall  become  or  furnish  bail  for  any  person 
arrested. 
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Sec.  19.  The  necessary  expenses  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  police  department,  hereby  created  within  the  said  city 
or  citiev^,  shall  be  a  city  charge. 

Sec.  20.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  police  to  pre- 
pare and  submit  to  the  city  auditor,  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  May  in  everv  year,  an  estimate  of  the  whole  cost  and  ex- 
pense of  provicling  for  and  maintaining  the  police  depart- 
ment of  said  city  within  the  current  fiscal  year,  which  es- 
timate shall  be  in  detail,  and  shall  be  laid  by  the  city  auditor 
before  the  city  council  for  their  approval,  and  the  same  shall 
be,  by  the  city  council  of  said  city  or  cities,  provided  for  in 
the  general  tax  assessment,  by  levy  to  be  laid  on  property  in 
said  city.  Said  money,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  into 
the  city  treasury,  and  shall  be  styled  the  "  metropolitan  po- 
lice fund,"  and  shall  be  drawn  out  therefrom  for  police  pur- 
poses of  said  city,  under  the  fiscal  regulations  established  by 
this  act. 

Sec.  21.  All  moneys  hereafter  to  be  paid  to  any  person  or 
persons  out  of  the  police  fund,  shall  be  certified  by  the  pres- 
ident or  acting  president  of  the  board  of  police,  and  the  sec- 
retary, to  the  city  auditor,  who  shall  place  the  same  in  the 
next  ordinance  for  the  payment  of  claims ;  the  same  shall 
be  paid  by  the  city  treasurer,  on  the  order  of  the  city  auditor, 
as  in  manner  provided  for  the  payment  of  other  claims. 

Sec.  22.  No  expenses,  other  than  salaries  and  pay  herein 
provided,  shall  be  incurred  by  the  board  of  police,  except  for 
rent,  record- books,  stationery,  printing,  telegraphing,  badges, 
clubs,  and  furniture  of  necessary  rooms  and  stations,  adver- 
tising, fuel  and  lights,  and  food  for  prisoners,  unless  the  same 
shall  be  expressly  authorized  and  provision  therefor  made, 
as  a  city  charge,  by  the  city  council  or  committee  thereof  of 
the  city  within  which  the  expenditures  become  necessary 
The  books  and  accounts  kept  by  said  board  shall  at  all  times 
be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  city  council,  and  the  city 
council  may  at  any  time  require  any  information  respecting 
the  same,  the  disclosure  of  which  will  not  impair  the  useful- 
ness and  efiiciency  of  the  police  department. 

8ec.  23.  The  fcoard  of  police  shall  at  all  times  cause  the 
ordinances  of  the  city  to  be  properly  enforced;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  board  at  all  times,  whenever  consistent 
with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  board,  and  with  the 
requirements  of  this  act,  to  furnish  all  the  information  de- 
sired, and  comply  with  all  the' requests  made  by  the  city 
council  of  said  cities,  or  by  the  mayor  thereof,  to  quell  riots, 
suppress  insurrections,  protect  the  pro})erty,  and  preserve 
the  public  tranquility.  The  board  of  police  shall  have 
power  to  issue  subpamas,  attested  in  the  name  of  its  presi- 
dent, to  compel  before  it  the  attendance  of  witnesses  before 
an\'  proceeding  authorized  by  its  rules  and  regulations. 
Each  commissioner  of  police,  the  superintendent  of  police, 
and  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  police,  are  hereby  given 
power  to  administer,  take,  receive  and  subscribe  all  afliirma- 
tions  and  oaths  to  any  witnesses  summoned  and  appearing 
in  any  matter  or  proceeding  authorized  as  aforesaid,  or  to  any 
de])Ositions  or  allidavits  necessary  by  the  rules  and  regula- 
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tions  of  the  board.  Any  willful  or  corrupt  false  swearing, 
by  any  witness  or  person  making  oath  or  deposition  before 
anv  of  the  oflicers  last  mentioned,  to  anv  material  fact  in 
any  neces^sary  proceoding^J,  undvT  said  rules  and  regulations, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  perjury,  and  punished  in  the 
manner  now  prescribed  by  law  for  such  olfense.  The  pro- 
vi>ions  of  law  now  existing  in  respect  to  attachment  of  wit- 
nesses before  the  polirje  court  and  justices  of  the  peace,  and 
the  compulsory  attendance  of  the  said  witnes-es,  to  appear 
and  testify  before  them,  are  hereby  applied  to  the  cast?  of 
witnesses  subpo-nf^d  before  the  board  of  police. 

Sec.  24.  The  board  of  police  bhall  require  and  make  suit- 
able provisions  respecting  security  to  be  entered  into  by  any 
and  all  members  of  the  police  force,  for  the  taking  by  the 
members  of  the  police  force  of  an  oath  of  ollice,  and  the  reg- 
istry of  the  certificate  of  the  same  in  a  book,  to  be  kept  for 
that  purpose  by  the  board,  which  oath  of  olilco  may  be  taken 
before  any  commissioner  of  police  or  secretary  of  the  board 
of  police,  who  is  hereby  empowered  to  administer  and  re- 
ceive the  same. 

Sec.  25.  The  superintendent  of  police  shall  make  to  the 
board  monthly  reports,  in  writing,  of  the  state  of  the  police 
force,  with  such  statistics  and  suggestions  as  he  niay  deem 
advisable  for  the  enforcement  of  the  police  governnuTnt  and 
discipline.  The  board  of  police  shall,  on  or  before  the  first 
Monday  in  April,  in  each  year,  report  in  writing  the  condi- 
tion of  the  police,  within  the  said  cities,  to  the  city  council. 

Sec.  26.  No  person  holding  oilice  under  this  act  shall  be 
subject  to  jury  duty,  or  to  arrest  on  civil  process,  while  actu- 
ally on  duty. 

Sec.  27.  It  shall  be  a  misd»^meanor,  punishable  by  a  line 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail  not  less  than  one  month,  nor  more  than  three 
months,  or  both  fine  and  imprisonment,  for  any  person,  with- 
out justifiable  or  excusable  cause,  to  use  personal  violence 
upon  any  member  of  the  })oliee  force,  when  in  the  discharge 
of  his  duty;  or  for  any  person,  not  a  member  of  the  police 
force,  to  falsely  represent  himself  as  being  such  nj ember. 

Se(\  28.  Either  of  said  commissivmers  of  nolice  may  at 
any  time  be  removed  by  the  city  council  upon  go«)d  cause 
being  shown,  three-fourths  of  all  the  members  concurring; 
and  in  all  crises  where  charges  art*  made  against  a  commis- 
sioner, he  shall  have  an  opportunity  to  present  evidence  in 
his  behalf. 

Sec.  29.  Any  cme  of  said  commissioners,  or  any  member  of 
the  police  force,  who  sball,  during  his  term  of  ofiiee,  accept  or 
hold  any  office  elective  ijy  the  people,  shall  be  de(Mn(.d  there- 
by to  have  resigned  and  to  have  vacated  his  ollice  as  such 
commissioner  or  member. 

Sec.  30.  The  citv  council  of  said  cities  are  hereby  em- 
powered  and  directed  annually  to  order  and  causf-  to  be  col- 
lected and  raised,  by  a  tax  upon  the  property,  real  and  per- 
sonal, subject  to  taxation  according  to  law  within  the  said 
cities,  the  sums  of  money  as  aforesaid,  annually  estimated 
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for  the  said  total  expense  of  the  metropolitan  police,  author- 
ized by  this  act. 

Sec.  31.  In  case  at  any  time,  or  for  any  cause,  the  ser- 
vices of  a  deputy  superintendent  shall  be  required,  the  board 
of  police  are  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  any  member  of  the 
police  force  to  act  in  that  capacit}^  at  a  salary  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

Sec.  32.  No  policeman  or  officer  of  police  shall,  while  on 
duty,  be  at  liberty  to  enter  any  drinking  or  gaming  saloon, 
or  other  places  where  liquors  are  sold  to  be  drank  on  the 
premises,  or  house  of  prostitution,  except  for  the  purpose  of 
discharging  some  of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Sec.  33.  The  offices  of  city  marshal  and  deputy  marshal 
of  said  cities  are  hereby  abolished,  and  the  duties  of  paid 
offices  shall  hereafter  be  performed  by  the  superintendent  of 
police,  or  by  the  captains,  lieutenants,  and  sergeants  of  police 
under  his  directions,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act;  but  this- section  shall  not  be  operative  until  the 
superintendent  of  police,  or  captain  of  police,  authorized  by 
this  act  to  be  appointed,  shall  be  sworn  into  office. 

Sec.  34.  The  superintendent,  deputy  superintendent,  or 
any  captain  of  police,  having  just  cause  to  suspect  that  any 
felony  is  being,  or  is  about  to  be,  committed  within  any 
building,  public  or  private,  or  on  any  wharf  or  enclosure,  or 
on  board  of  any  ship,  boat,  or  vessel  within  said  city,  may 
enter  the  same  at  all  hours  of  the  day  and  night,  to  use  all 
necessary  measures  for  the  effectual  prevention  or  detection 
of  all  felonies,  and  may  take  then  and  there  into  custody  all 
persons  suspected  of  being  concerned  in  such  felonies,  and 
also  may  take  charge  of  all  property  which  he  or  they 
shall  have  then  and  there  cause  to  suspeijt  has  been  stolen. 
The  members  of  said  police  shall  also  serve  or  execute  any 
criminal  process  issued  by  the  police  court  of  said  city  or 
cities. 

Sec.  35.  That  all  rules  and  regulations  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  police  force  established  by  the  police  commis- 
sioners, as  provided  for  by  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  substi- 
tute, not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall 
continue  in  force  until  altered,  amended,  or  abolished  by  the 
board  of  police  commissioners  provided  for  by  this  act. 

Sec.  36.  In  addition  to  the  police  duties,  the  police  com- 
missioners shall  have  all  the  powers  now  vested  in  the  board 
of  health,  as  regulated  and  prescribed  by  the  municipal 
code. 

Sec.  37.  All  statutes,  parts  of  statutes,  and  provisions  of 
law  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby 
repealed,  together  with  all  modes  and  qualifications  of  ap-

ceed  to  carry  out  the  intent  and  purposes  of  this  act,  and  shall    establishing 
provide  for  the  purchase  of  a  suitable  site  and  erection  of  the    ^^ome. 
necessary  buildings,  to  be  styled  "  the  children's  home,"  for 
such  county,  and  to  provide  means  by  taxation  for  such  pur- 
chase and  support  of  the  same,  and  they  are  authorized  to 
receive  and  hold  in  trust  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  "home,'' 
any  grant  or  devise  of  land,  and  any  donation  or  bequest  of 
money  or  other  personal  property  that  may  be  made  for  the 
eBtabiishment  or  support  of  said  "  home." 

Sec.  2.    That  when  the  necessary  site  and  buildings  are 
provided  by  the  county,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commission-    ^ 
ers  of  such  county  to  appoint  a  board  of  three  trustees,  who    ]y^  appointed 
shall  hold '  their  offices  as  follows :    One  for  one  year,  one 
for  two  years,  and  one  for  three  years,  from  the  first  Monday 
of  March  thereafter;   and  annually  after  said  board  shall 
be  so  constituted,  said  county  commissioners  shall,  on  the 
first  Monday  of  March,  appoint  one  trustee  for  said  children's 
homes  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  three  years, 
and  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified,  and  the 
said  commissioners  shall  designate  some  suitable  person,  who    g       •  t     i 
shall  act  as  superintendent  of  said  "Children's  Home,"  and    enMo  be^ap- 
who  shall  also  be  clerk  of  said  board  of  trustees,  and  he  shall    pointed, 
receive  for  his  services  such  compensation  as  the  said  com- 
missioners may  designate  at  the  time  of  his  appointment ; 
and  he  shall  perform  all  such  duties  and  give  security  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  them  as  the  trustees  may  by  by- 
laws direct.    The  other  trustees  shall  not  receive  any  com- 
pensation for  their  services.    The  said  trustees  shall  have 
the  entire  charge  and  control  of  said  "Children's  Home" 
and  the  inmates  therein.     They  may  appoint  a  matron,  as-    Matron  and 
sistant  matron,  and  teachers  of  said  children's  home,  whose    teachers  to 
duties  shall  be  the  special  care  of  the  inmates  of  said  home,    be  appointed 
direct  their  employment,  and  giving  suitable  physical,  men-    — tlieirdutieh 
tal  and  moral  training  to  the  inmates.     The  matron  shall 
have  the  control,  general  management  and  supervision  of 
the  household  duties  of  said  children's  home,  and  the  said 
matron,  assistant  matron  and  teachers  shall  each  perform  such 
other  duties,  and  receive  for  their  services  such  compensation 
as  the  trustees  shall,  by  by-laws,  from  time  to  time  direct, 
and  may  be  removed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  trustees,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  upon  good  cause. 

Sec.  3.    The  "Children's  Home"  shall  be  an  asylum  for    who  may  be 
all  persons  resident  of  the  county  where  such  home  is  located,    admitted  to 
unaer  sixteen  years  of  ajge,  and  such  other  persons  under    home, 
such  age  from  other  counties  in  this  state,  where  no  home  is 
located,  as  the  trustees  of  such  "Children's  Home"  and  the 
party,  parties  or  authorities  having  the  custody  and  control 
of  such  children,  may,  by  contract,  agree  upon,  who,  by  rea- 
son of  abandonment  by  parents,  or  orphanage,  or  neglect,  or 
inability  of  parents  to  provide  for  them,  in  the  opinion  of 
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the  trustees,  are  suitable  persons  for  such  provisions,  and  they 
shall  be  admitted  by  the  superintendent  on  the  order  of  a 
majority  of  such  trustees,  accompanied  by  a  statement  of 
facts  signed  by  them,  setting  forth  the  name,  age,  birthplace 
and  present  condition  of  the  person  named  in  such  order, 
which  said  statement  of  facts  contained  in  said  order,  together 
with  any  additional  facts  connected  with  the  history  and 
condition  of  said  person,  shall  be  by  the  superintendent 
recorded  in  a  book  provided  him  for  that  purpose  by  the 
county  commissioners  of  such  county,  which  book  shall  be 
at  all  times  open  for  inspection. 

Sec.  4.  That  all  the  inmates  of  said  "Children's  Home," 
who  have  been  neglected  or  abandoned  as  aforesaid,  or  who 
have  been  by  the  parent  or  parents,  or  guardian  of  said  per- 
son, voluntarily  surrendered  to  the  trustees  of  such  "  Chil- 
dren's Home,"  in  all  such  cases  the  said  trustees  shall  have 
the  sole  and  exclusive  guardianship  and  control  of  such  chil- 
dren during  their  stay  in  said  home,  and  until  they  arrive 
at  the  age  of  sixteen  years;  and  said  trustees  shall  also  have 
power  to  discharge  any  of  the  inmates  of  said  home,  when, 
in  their  judgment,  said  inmate  has  become  an  unsuitable 
person  for  such  home,  and  such  person,  when  so  discharged, 
the  parent  or  guardian  shall  resume  the  same  power  and  au- 
thority as  they  originally  possessed;  provided,  the  said  trus- 
tees may,  in  their  discretion,  return  any  of  the  inmates  of 
said  home  to  the  parents  or  guardian  of  such  inmates,  when 
they  believe  said  inmates  are  capable  of  caring  and  provid- 
ing for  themselves,  or  their  parents  or  guardians  for  them. 

Sec.  6.  That  it  shall  be  tne  duty  of  said  board  of  trustees 
to  seek  and  make  all  due  and  proper  effort  to  obtain  suitable 
homes  for  all  such  children  so  committed,  and  indenture  the 
same  to  such  persons  as  may  be  willing  to  rear  the  same ; 
also  to  cause  such  children  to  be  adoptea  by  parties  willing 
to  adopt  such  children ;  provided,  that  the  person  to  whom 
such  child  is  indentured,  or  by  whom  such  child  is  adopted, 
is  deemed  by  said  board  of  trustees  to  be,  upon  careful  in- 
quiry and  satisfactory  evidence,  a  suitable  person,  and  the 
said  superintendent  shall  enter  in  a  book,  to  be  provided  him 
by  the  county  commissioners  of  such  county,  the  date  when 
any  of  the  inmates  of  said  "Children's  Home"  shall  be. in- 
dentured or  adopted,  the  name  and  age  of  such  inmate,  the 
name  and  place  of  residence  of  the  person  to  whom  inden- 
tured or  by  whom  adopted;  and  if  indentured,  a  substantial 
statement  of  the  conditions  of  such  indentures,  which  said 
book  shall  be  at  all  times  open  for  inspection  to  any  person 
interested  in  any  of  the  inmates  of  such  "Children's  Home;" 
and  said  board  of  trustees  may,  at  any  time,  vacate  said  in- 
denture when,  in  their  opinion,  the  welfare  of  said  child 
may  demand  it. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  board  of  trustees 
to  report,  quarterly,  to  the  county  comuiissioners  of  said 
county,  the  condition  of  the  "Home,"  and  make  an  annual 
report  in  writing  of  the  condition,  wants  and  operations  of 
the  same,  including  the  number  of  inmates,  and  if  from 
other  counties,  the  terms  upon  which  they  are  admitted,  and 
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furnish,  also,  an  accurate  account  of  all  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures. 

Sec.  7.    That  in  any  county  in  this  state  where  there  now  is    ^^^y  purchase 
or  hereafter  may  be  established  by  private  charity,  or  other-    or  sustain 
wise,  a  "Children's  Home,"  the  same  may  be  purchased  or    private 
sustained  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  by  the  county    ^^mes. 
commissioners. 


DISTRICT  CHILDBEN'S  HOMES. 

Sec  8.  That  in  accordance  with  the  purposes,  provisions 
and  regulations  of  the  foregoing  sections  of  this  act,  the 
commissioners  of  any  two  or  more  adjoining  counties,  not  to 
exceed  four,  may,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  when  in 
their  opinion  the  public  good  demands  it,  to  form  themselves 
into  a  joint  board  and  proceed  to  organize  their  respective 
counties  into  a  district  for  the  establishment  and  support  of 
a  "  Children's  Home,"  and  to  provide  for  the  purchase  of  a 
suitable  site  and  the  erection  of  necessary  buildings  thereon, 
in  the  manner  and  for  the  purposes  contemplated  and  spec- 
ified in  section  one  of  this  act :  Provided,  that  any  grant  or 
devise  of  land,  donation  or  bequest  of  money,  or  other  per- 
sonal property,  made  by  private  individuals  or  parties  for 
the  use  and  benefit  of  "Chiliren's  Homes,"  and  held  in  trust 
by  special  agents,  executors  of  estates,  or  other  authorized 
persons,  may  be  accepted  and  used  by  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners of  any  county  or  district,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  on  such  lawful  terms  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  by  said  boards  and  the  persons,  agents  or  executors 
holding  the  same. 

Sec.  9.  That  immediately  upon  the  organization  of  said 
joint  board  of  commissioners,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  prac- 
ticable, there  shall  be  appointed  five  trustees,  who  shall  hold 
and  perform  the  duties  oi  their  office  until  the  first  annual 
meeting  after  the  selection  and  purchase  of  a  building  site. 
At  which  said  meeting  there  shall  be  re-appointed  a  board  of 
five  trustees,  who  shall  hold  their  office,  one-  for  the  term  of 
one  year,  one  for  the  term  of  two  years,  one  for  the  term  of 
three  years,  one  for  the  term  of  four  years,  and  one  for  the 
term  of  five  years;  and  annually  thereafter  said  board  of 
commissioners  shall  appoint  one  trustee,  who  shall  hold  his 
office  for  the  term  of  five  years,  and  until  his  successor  shall 
be  appointed  and  qualified.  The  annual  meeting  of  said 
board  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  May  in  each  year. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  board  of  trustees  thus  appointed  shall 
have  power  to  select  a  suitable  site  for  the  location  of  such 
home,  such  location  to  be  of  easy  access;  and  when,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  trustees,  equally  conducive  to  health,  com- 
parative economy  in  purchase  or  in  building,  and  to  the 
general  interest  of  the  home  and  inmates,  as  near  as  prac- 
ticable to  the  geographical  center  of  the  district ;  and  when 
but  two  counties  form  a  district,  as  near  as  may  be  to  the 
dividing  line.  Each  countj  in  the  district  shall  be  entitled 
to  one  trustee,  and  in  districts  composed  of  but  two  counties 
each  county  shall  be  entitled  to  not  less  than  two  trustees 
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Provided,  the  county  wherein  said  children's  home  may  be 
located  shall  have  not  less  than  two  resident  trustees,  who, 
in  the  interim  of  the  regular  meetinsrs  of  said  board  shall 
act  as  an  executive  committee  in  the  discharge  of  all  legiti- 
mate business  pertaining  to  said  home.  A  majority  of  said 
board  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  their  meetings  shall 
be  held  quarterly.  They  shall  receive  no  compensation  for 
their  services  except  their  actual  traveling  expenses,  which, 
when  properly  certified,  shall  be  allowed  and  paid. 

Sec.  11.  That  the  joint  board  of  commissioners,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  remove  any  trustee 
for  incompetency,  want  of  faithful  or  honest  discharge  of 
duty,  or  for  any  other  just  or  sufficient  cause :  Provided,  no 
removal  shall  be  made  on  account  of  religious  or  political 
opinion.  The  trustee  appointed  to  fill  such  vacancy  shall 
hold  his  office  for  the  unexpired  term  of  his  predecessor,  and 
until  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  and  qualified. 

Sec.  12.  That  in  the  interim  between  the  selection  and 
purchase  of  a  site  and  the  erection  and  occupancy  of  the 
home,  the  commissioners  may  delegate  to  the  trustees  such 
powers  and  duties  as  in  their  judgment  will  be  of  general 
interest  or  aid  to  the  institution.  They  may  also  appropri- 
ate, from  time  to  time,  a  "  trustee's  fund,"  to  be  expended 
by  the  board  of  trustees  in  payment  of  such  contracts,  pur- 
chases, or  for  the  payment  of  other  expenses  necessary  to 
the  wants  or  requirements  of  the  home  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided for  in  section  thirteen  of  this  act.  The  trustees  snail 
make  a  complete  settlement  with  the  board  of  commission- 
ers once  in  six  months,  or  quarterly,  if  required ;  and  also 
make  a  full  report  of  the  condition  of  the  home  and  in- 
mates, as  provided  in  section  six  of  this  act. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  purchase  of  site,  stock,  implements, 
and  general  equipments  of  farm,  should  there  be  a  farm,  the 
erection  of  buildings  and  completion,  and  furnishing  of  the 
home  ready  for  occupancy,  shall  be  in  the  hands  of  the  joint 
board  of  commissioners;  provided,  they  may,  if  they  see 
proper  so  to  do,  delegate  all,  or  a  portion  of  these  duties  to 
the  board  of  trustees,  under  such  restrictions  and  regula- 
tions as  they  may  impose  and  provide. 

Sec  14.  That  the  first  cost  of  the  home,  and  the  cost  of 
all  betterments  and  additions  thereto,  shall  be  paid  by  the 
counties  comprising  the  district,  in  proportion  to  the  tax- 
able property  of  each  county,  as  shown  by  their  respective 
duplicates,  and  the  current  expense  of  maintaining  the 
home  and  the  cost  of  ordinary  repairs  thereto  shall  be  paid 
by  the  counties  comprising  the  district  in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  children  froip  each  county  maintained  in  the 
home  during  the  year. 

^  Sec.  15.  That  the  trustees  of  county  or  district  children's 
homes  established  under  this  act,  and  the  homes  established 
under  an  act  passed  April  7,  1867  (O.  L.,  vol.  64,  page  118), 
and  under  an  act  passed  March  30,  1874  (0.  L.,  vol.  71,  page 
60),  shall  have  power  to  establish,  in  connection  with  such 
homes,  such  industrial  pursuits  as  they  may  deem  expedi- 
ent; and  the  county  commissioners  of  all  counties  wherein 
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such  homes  are  or  may  hereafter  be  established,  and  the 
commissioners  of  all  counties  forming  parts  of  districts 
wherein  such  homes  are  or  may  hereafter  be  established, 
are  hereby  authorized  to  furnish  by  taxation  the  moans 
necessary  to  put  into  operation  the  object  of  this  sectiop. 
The  said  trustees  of  said  homes  may  determine  the  charac- 
ter of  said  pursuits;  provided,  however,  they  shall  be  of 
such  nature,  and  be  so  conducted  as  to  be  in  the  interest  of 
the  children  and  in  view  of  economy. 

Sec.  16.  That  the  commissioners  of,  and  trustees  of  town- 
ships in,  counties  in  which  no  children's  home  .or  other  sim- 
ilar institution  is  located,  and  adjoining  a  county  or  district 
in  which  there  is  such  a  home,  shall,  upon  terms  and  condi- 
tions prescribed  in  section  three  of  this  act,  send  to  said 
home  all  such  children  in  condition  as  described  in  section 
three  of  this  act ;  provided,  the  trustees  of  such  homes  can 
receive  them  without  detriment  to  children  of  their  own 
county  or  district;  and,  provided  further,  that  the  cost  of 
maintaining  these  children  in  such  homes  shall  be  no 
greater  than  the  pro  rata  or  per  capita  costs  of  children 
ripjhtly  belonging  to  the  county  or  district  to  support,  prop- 
erly care  for,  clothe,  and  so  far  as  practicable,  unaer  existing 
laws,  educate  them,  in  the  county  infirmary. 

Sec.  17.  That  children  who  are  under  the  custody  of 
parents,  parent,  guardian  or  next  friend,  and  who,  by  reason 
of  neglect,  abuse,  or  from  the  moral  depravity,  habitual 
drunkenness,  incapacity  or  unwillingness  of  such  legal  rep- 
resentative to  exercise  proper  care  or  discipline  over  them, 
are  being  brought  up  to  lead  idle,  vagrant  or  criminal  lives, 
the  trustees  of  townships  may,  if  they  in  their  opinion  after 
a  careful  and  impartial  investigation  of  the  condition  and 
facts  as  they  may  exist,  deem  it  manifestly  requisite  for  the 
future  welfare  of  such  children,  and  for  the  benefit  and  pro- 
tection of  society,  commit  them  to  the  guardianship  of  the 
trustees  of  a  county  or  district  children's  home  :  Provided, 
such  children  be  otherwise  proper  subjects  for  such  home. 

Sec.  18.  That  the  joint  board  of  commissioners  shall 
make  annual  assessments  sufficient  to  support  and  to  defray 
all  other  necessary  expenses  of  the  home ;  and  in  no  case 
shall  the  trustees  of  said  home  make  purchases  or  contract 
debts  to  an  amount  over  and  above  the  sum  appropriated  to 
their  use. 

Sec.  19.  That  the  auditors  of  the  several  counties  com- 
posing a  children's  home  district,  shall  meet  at  the  home  not 
less  than  once  in  six  months,  to  adjust  accounts,  and  to 
transact  such  other  duties  in  connection  with  the  institution 
as  may  pertain  to  the  business  of  their  office. 

Sec  20.  That  the  commissioners  of  the  several  counties 
in  this  state,  who  shall  meet  by  appointment  to  consider  the 
propriety  and  expediency  of  organizing  such  district,  and 
the  establishment  of  such  children's  home,  shall,  upon  pre- 
sentation of  accounts  properly  certified,  be  paid  their  actual 
necessary  expenses  upon  a  warrant  drawn  for  the  same  by 
the  auditor  of  their  county;  such  meeting  to  be  held  at  the 
most  central  or  convenient  place  of  access. 
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Sec.  21.  That  all  the  enactments  and  provisions  of  this 
law  pertaining  and  relating  to  county  children's  homes 
shall,  so  far  as  applicable,  be  in  full  force  and  effect  in  the 
organization,  support,  and  management  of  district  children's 
homes. 

Sec.  22.  That  the  act  entitled  an  act  for  the  establish- 
ment, support  and  regulation  of  children's  homes  in  the 
several  counties  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  passed  March  20, 1866; 
and  **  an  act  for  the  establishment,  support  and  regulation 
of  children's  homes  in  the  several  counties  of  this  state,  and 
repealing  certain  acts  therein  named,"  passed  April  7,  1867, 
and  the  act  supplementary  thereto,  passed  and  took  effect 
March  30,  1874 ;  and  an  act  entitled  an  act  "  supplementary 
to  an  act  passed  April  7, 1867,  to  establish  children's  homes," 
and  to  an  act  supplementary  to  the  above  entitled  act  passed 
March  23,  1875,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.  Pro- 
vided, that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
conflict  or  interfere,  in  any  sense  whatever,  with  children's 
homes,  which  may  have  been  organized  under  any  of  the 
above  recited  acts,  and  that  such  repeal  in  no  manner  affects 
contracts  that  have  been  made,  or  rights  that  have  become 
vested  under  said  original  or  supplementary  acts,  but  the 
same  shall  remain,  in  all  respects,  as  if  these  acts  had  not 
been  repealed. 

Sec.  23.  In  counties  where  a  board  of  control  has  been 
established  by  law,  no  action  of  said  county  commissioners 
under  this  act  shall  be  valid  until  the  same  shall  have  been 
submitted  to  and  approved  by  said  board  of  control. 

Sec.  24.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

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To  regulate  the  police  force  in  cities  of  the  first-class,  and  to  repeal  an 
act  passed  Decemher  18, 1874,  entitled,  "an  act  for  the  better n»«^ii la t ion 
of  tn^  police  force  in  cities  of  the  first-class,  having  a  population  of 
two  hundred  thousand  or  over,"  and  to  rejieal  an  act  entitled,  ''an 
act  to  establish  a  board  of  police  coniinissiouers  in  certain  cities  of  the 
first-class,"  passed  March  29,  1873.     (O.  L.,  vol.  72,  p.  51.) 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  in  all  cities  of  the  first-class  having  at  the  last 
federal  census  a  population  of  two  hundred  thousand  and 
over,  the  police  powers  and  duties  shall  be  vested  in  and  ex- 
ercised by  a  board  of  five  members,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
governor  for  the  term  of  five  years ;  except  that  at  the  first 
appointment  one  shall  be  appointed  for  one  year,  one  for  two 
years,  one  three  years,  one  for  four  years,  and  one  for  ^ve 
years.  The  vacancies  in  said  board  shall  be  filled  for  the  un- 
expired term  in  the  same  manner  in  which  the  original  ap- 
pointment was  made.     Said  board,  within  ten  days  from  and 
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after  notice  of  their  appointment,  shall  organize  as  a  board  Chrganization 
of  police  commissioners,  by  taking  and  subscribing  an  oath  of  board, 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties,  to  be  adminis- 
tered by  the  mayor  of  said  city  or  some  other  officer  legally 
authorized  to  administer  oaths,  a  record  of  which  shall  be 
filed  in  the  city  clerk's  office  of  such  city.  Said  board  shall 
thereupon  organize  by  electing  one  of  their  number  president 
and  appoint  a  clerk.  Each  of  said  commissioners  shall  be 
an  elector  and  freeholder  in  the  city  wherein  he  may  be  ap- 
pointed to  serve  under  this  act. 

Sec.  2.    Immediately  upon  the  organization  of  the  board    Powers, 
it  shall  possess  full  power  and  authority  over  the  police  or-    rights  and 
ganization,  government  and  discipline  within  such  city,  and    ^^J.^ 
shall  have  the  same  powers,  rights  and  duties  in  reference  to 
the  appointment,  election,  confirmation  or  removal,  and  pos- 
session and  control  of  all  property,  books,  records  and  equip- 
ments belonging  to,  or  under  the  control  of  the  police  au- 
thorities and  the  general  government  of  the  police  depart- 
ment in  all  pai  ticulars  in  such  citvas  are  now  by  law,  vested 
in  the  mayor,  i\nd  in  addition  tnereto  shall  have  all  the 
powers  now  vest  d  in  the  board  of  health. 

Sec.  3.  It  sh  II  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  commission- 
ers, to  enact,  mo  .vfy,  reneal  and  publish  from  time  to  time, 
orders,  rules,  anti  regulations  of  general  discipline  and  duties 
of  the  police  force  in  conformity  to  this  act. 

Sec.  4.     The  police  force  of  any  such  city,  shall  be  appoint-  ,

Each  member  and  officer  of  the  police  force  shall  be  a  citizen    p^uce  must 
of  the  United  States,  and  a  resident  citizen  for  three  years    be  citizens— 
of  the  city  in  which  he  shall  be  appointed,  and  able  to  read    term  of  office 
and  write  the  English  language.     Appointments  on  the  po-    ^^' 
lice  force  shall  be  for  during  good  behavior,  and  physical  or 
mental  ability  to  discharge  the  duties  attached  to  such  ap- 
pointment ;  and  no  member  of  said  police  force,  unless  phy- 
sically or  mentally  disabled,  except  the  superintendent,  shall 
be  removed  until  written  charges  shall  be  preferred  against 
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him  for  neglect  of  duty,  misconduct,  or  for  the  violation  of 
any  of  the  laws  of  the  state  or  ordinances  of  said  city.  All 
such  charges  must  be  in  writing,  and  notice  served  on  the 
person  charged,  who  may  defend  by  himself  or  counsel  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  for  the 
government  of  said  police  force.  The  board  shall  have  power 
to  examine  into  the  truth  of  all  charges  against  members  of 
said  police  force,  and  if  such  charges  are  found  to  be  true, 
the  board  may  suspend  or  dismiss  any  member  of  said  police 
force  so  offending. 

Sec.  5.  The  superintendent  of  such  police  force  shall 
be  appointed  and  removed  at  pleasure  by  the  said  board. 
The  boai  d  shall  have  power  to  detail  members  of  the  regular 
force  to  act  as  secret  detectives,  and,  together  with  the  super- 
intendent, have  control  of  the  same. 

Sec.  6.  The  clerk  shall  be  styled  "clerk  of  the  police 
department,"  and  shall  be  paid  a  salary  not  to  exceed  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  per  annum,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  act  as 
secretary  for  the  said  board  and  the  said  superintendent  of 
police,  and  to  file  and  preserve  all  papers  a?ul  documents  re- 
lating to  said  police  force.  Said  clerk  sh«'I  give  a  bond  in 
the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  for  the  I  ithful  discharge 
of  his  duties ;  said  bond  to  be  approved  ijy  said  board,  to- 
gether with  the  citj''  solicitor. 

Sec.  7.  The  said  superintendent  of  police  shall  give  a 
bond  for  the  faithiul  discharge  of  his  duties  in  the  sum  of 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  approved  by  the  board  and 
the  city  solicitor,  which  shall  be  filed  in  the  city  clerk's  of- 
fice, and  thereafter,  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the 
board,  he  shall  have  command  and  control  of  the  police  force 
of  such  city.  Each  officer  and  member  of  the  police  force, 
before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  shall  take 
an  oath  before  the  mayor,  to  well  and  faithfully  discharge 
the  duties  of  his  office ;  and  each  captain  and  lieutenant  of 
such  police  force  shall  give  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  five  thou- 
sand dollars ;  and  each  patrolman  shall  also  give  a  bond  in 
the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  with  sureties  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  board  and  city  solicitor  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  his  duties,  and  for  the  payment  of  an}'  damages 
that  mn^y  be  adjudged  against  him  by  any  competent  tribunal 
for  the  illegal  arrest  or  imprisonment,  or  injury  by  him  of 
any  person.  No  member  of  the  police  force  shall  receive,  or 
share  in  for  his  own  benefit,  under  any  pretense  whatever, 
any  present,  fee,  gift  or  emolument,  for  police  services,  other 
than  the  regular  salary  and  pay,  except  by  the  consent  of 
the  board  and  superintendent,  publicly  given. 

Sec.  8,  Every  member  of  said  police,  while  on  duty,  shall 
wear  a  uniform  to  be  prescribed  by  the  board,  and  shall  at  all 
times,  in  public,  wear  a  badge  of  his  office,  to  be  furnished 
by  the  board.  No  member  of  the  police  force  shall  be  a  del- 
egate to  or  otherwise  take  part  in  any  primary  or  other  po- 
litical convention  or  election,  except  to  cast  his  vote.  Vacan- 
cies occurring  in  any  grade  of  said  police  force,  except  that 
of  the  superintendent,  shall  be  filled  by  the  board  from  the 
next  lowest  grade.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintend- 
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ent  of  police  to  detail  two  patrolmen  to  attend  and  preserve 
order  at  each  election  poll  in  every  primary  or  other  election. 

Sec.  9.    The  said  board  nball  have  power  to  summon  and    goard  to 
compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  before  them  whenever    Bommon  wit- 
deemed  necessary,  and  also  to  administer  oaths  or  affirma-    nesses,  etc. 
tions  on  the  premises  to  any  person  appearing  or  called  be- 
fore them ;  and  any  one  swearing  falsely  in  any  proceeding 
before  them,  shall  be  punishable  for  the  same  offense  as  in 
any  court  of  record. 

Sec.  10.     All  stolen  property,  or  property  found,  taken  by    ^^^®?  P^*^J1|2 
the  members  of  the  police  force  shall  be  kept  in  the  office  of    how  disposed 
the  superintendent  of  police.     Every  such  article  shall  be    of. 
entered  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose,  together  with  the 
name  of  the  owner,  the  place  where  found,  when  and  from 
whom  taken,  and  name  of  the  officer  recovering  it,  together 
with  the  receipt  of  the   person  claiming  the   same.     The 
superintendent  of  police  shall  keep  a  book  for  the  registry    Jf ^^okkTbe 
of  lost,  stolen  or  missing  property,  for  the  general  convenience    jj^pt,  etc. 
of  the  public,  and  for  the  use  of  the  police  force  of  the  city  : 
also  books  of  record,  wherein  shall  be  entered  the  name  of 
each  member  of  the  police,  the  time  and  place  of  his  nativity, 
the  time  and  place  he  became  a  citizen,  if  born  out  of  the 
United  States,  his  age^  former  occupation,  number  in  family, 
and  residence  thereof,  date  of  appointment,  and  if  dismissed 
from  the  force  the  date  and  cause  therefor;  and  in  such  book 
shall  be  entered  all  arrests  made  by  such  member,  and  any 
special  service  deemed  meritorious  by  th?  superintendent  of 
police.     There  shall  also  be  kept  and  bound  all  annual  police 
returns,  which  shall  contain  all  statistical  information  con- 
nected with  the  police  government  of  the  city  during  the 
preceding  year. 

Sec.  11.     The  compensation  of  the  members  of  the  police    Compensa- 
force  shall  be  payable  semi-monthly  ;  and  it  is  hereby  made    {[ce  paia^' 
the  duty  of  the  common  council  of  such  city  to  make  the    monthly, 
necessary  appropriations  out  of  the  proper  city  funds  for 
such  semi-monthly  payments.     The  clerk  of  the  police  de- 
partment shall  semi-monthly  draw  his  warrant,,  attested  by 
the  president  of  the  board,  countersigned  by  the  secretary  or 
clerk,  in  favor  of  each  member  of  the  police  force  for  the 
amount  of  salary  due  him,  which  shall  be  presented  to  the 
city  auditor,  who  shall  thereupon  draw  his  warrant  therefor 
upon  the  city  treasurer,  payable  to  such  member,  and  such 
treasurer  shall  pay  the  same. 

Sec.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  clerk  to  make  a  Duties  of 
monthly  report,  in  writing,  to  the  auditor  of  such  city,  clerk, 
attested  by  the  mayor,  of  the  expense  incurred  by  the  police 
department,  for  the  current  month,  other  than  the  salaries 
of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  police  force,  such  as  adver- 
tising, printing,  stationery,  postage,  telegrams,  fuel,  lights, 
and  feeding  of  prisoners;  and  such  auditor  shall  thereupon 
promptly  issue  his  warrant,  if  found  correct,  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  city,  who  shall  pay  the  amount  thereof  to  the  clerk  of 
the  police  department,  taking  his  voucher  therefor,  and  the 
said  treasurer  shall  promptly  pay  the  same. 
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Sec.  13.  The  fund  required  for  the  payment  of  the  clerk, 
officers  and  policemen  herein  named,  and  for  all  other  ex- 
penses that  may  be  incurred  in  carrying  out  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  shall  be  annually  estimated  by  said  board,  and 
reported  to  the  auditor  of  such  city,  on  or  before  the  first 
Monday  in  May  in  each  year,  who  shall  record  and  file  the 
same,  and  submit  it  to  the  committee  on  finance  of  the  com- 
mon council  of  such  city,  together  with  an  ordinance  levying 
a  tax  therefor,  for  the  year  commencing  March  the  first 
thereafter. 

Sec.  14.  And  such  common  council  is  hereby  required  to 
levy  and  cause  to  be  collected  such  tax  in  the  same  manner 
as  other  taxes  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  levied  and  col- 
lected in  such  city ;  and  from  the  date  when  this  act  takes 
effect,  until  such  tax  shall  be  collected,  the  oflicers  and 
policemen  herein  named,  and  all  other  necessary  expenses  in 
any  way  arising  out  of  this  act,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  fund 
that  would  be  used  in  such  city  for  police  purposes  had  not 
this  act  been  passed ;  and  if  such  mnd  is  insufficient,  it  is 
hereby  made  the  duty  of  such  common  council  to  provide 
any  required  balance  for  such  expenses  out  of  any  funds  of 
such  city  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Sec  15.  Whenever  any  member  of  the  police  force,  in 
actual  performance  of  his  duty,  shall  become  bodily  disabled 
in  consjequence  of  the  performance  of  such  duty,  he  shall 
continue  to  draw  his  regular  salary,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
board,  for  a  period  !iot  to  exceed  one  month. 

Sec.  16.  All  rewards,  fees,  gifts,  and  the  proceeds  arising 
from  the  sale  of  unreclaimed  goods,  after  deducting  all  ex- 
penses incident  thereto,  shall  be  paid  into  the  police  fund ; 
all  goods  unreclaimed  for  the  period  of  one  year  shall  be  sold 
at  public  auction  by  the  auditor  of  said  city. 

Sec  17.  In  case  of  riot  or  insurrection,  or  any  like  emer- 
gency, within  said  city,  which,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
mayor,  requires  the  intervention  of  the  police  force,  he  shall 
have  power  to  call  out  the  whole  force,  and  control  the  same 
during  said  emergency.  And  in  case  of  any  emergency  in 
such  city,  which,  in  the  judgment  of  the  board  of  police 
commissioners,  requires  a  temporary  increase  in  the  numbers 
of  the  police  force  of  such  city,  such  board  shall  have  the 
power  to  appoint  as  many  other  patrolmen,  or  officers,  as 
they  may  deem  necessary,  to  serve  so  long  as  such  emergency 
may  exist,  not  exceeding  five  days.  The  board  may  also 
appoint  a  sufficient  number  of  substitutes  to  fill  the  vacancies 
occasioned  by  the  absence  of  any  members  of  said  force,  and 
such  substitutes  shall  receive  compensation  only  for  such 
time  as  they  may  serve,  and  the  amount  of  said  compensa- 
tion so  allowed  shall  be  deducted  from  the  pay  of  the  absent 
member. 

Sec.  18.  The  officers  of  the  board  of  health  in  cities  to 
which  this  act  is  applicable,  and  also  all  officers  created 
by  council  or  under  legislative  act,  in,  for,  or  under  depart- 
ments placed  under  control  of  this  board,  are  hereby  abol- 
ished. 
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Sec,  19.     And  the  act  passed  December  18,  1874  (0.  L.,  72,    ^*^ff®" 

{).  5),  entitled  "  an  act  for  the  better  regulation  of  the  police  V^^^^ 
brce  in  cities  of  the  first  class,  having  a  population  of  two 
hundred  thousand  and  over,"  and  to  repeal  "  an  act  to  estab- 
lish a  board  of  police  commissioners  in  certain  cities  of  the 
first  class,  passed  March  29, 1873,"  is  hereby  repealed,  together 
with  all  laws  which  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 

Sec  20.     This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT 

To  create  a  board  of  fire  commissioners,  and  i)rovide  for  the  manage- 
ment of  fire  departments  in  cities  having  a  population  not  less  than 
ninety  thousand  inhabitants,  nor  more  than  one  hnndred  and  fifty 
thonsand  inhabitants  at  the  last  federal  census,  and  repeal  an  act 
therein  named. 

Section  1.  Be  it  evaded  by  the  General  Afn^mbly  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  the  management  and  control  of  fire  depart- 
ments in  cities  of  the  first  class  having  a  population  exceed- 
ing ninety  thousand  inhabitants,  and  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  inhabitants  at  the  last  federal 
census,  shall  be  vested  in  a  board  of  five  commissioners, 
which  shall  consist  of  the  chairman  of  the  committee  on 
fire  and  water  of  the  city  council,  and  four  resident  freehold- 
ers in  said  cities,  who,  at  the  first  regular  annual  municipal 
election  in  said  cities  after  the  pasr^age  of  this  act,  shall  be 
elected  from  the  qualified  electors  in  each  of  said  cities;  said 
commissioners  so  elected  shall  hold  office  as  follows  :  one  for 
one  year,  one  for  two  years,  one  for  three  years,  and  one  for 
four  years;  each  to  hold  respectively  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  duly  qualified.  That  at  each  annual  munici- 
pal election  thereafter,  there  shall  be  elected  one  member  of 
said  board  for  the  term  of  four  vears. 

Sec  2.  That  whenever  any  vacancy  shall  occur  by  death, 
resignation,  or  otherwise  than  by  expiration  of  term  of  office, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  council  to  elect  some  suitable 
person  to  fill  said  vacancy. 

Sec  3.  That  said  board  shall,  upon  its  organization, 
and  annually  thereafter,  elect  one  of  its  number  as  president 
of  the  board;  it  shall  also,  at  the  same  time,  appoint  some 
suitable  person,  not  a  member  of  the  board,  as  secretary,  who 
shall  serve  for  the  period  of  one  year,  and  until  a  successor 
is  elected.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  said  board  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  ;  but  no 
election  of  officers,  or  appointment  of  men  shall  be  valid 
unless  approved  by  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  said 
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board ;  and  the  vote  as  given  shall  be  duly  recorded  by  the 
secretarv  of  the  board. 

Sec.  4.  The  said  board  shall  hold  regular  meetings  at 
least  twice  each  month,  and  oftener,  if  deemed  necessary  by 
said  board.  Spfcial  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  president 
of  the  board  or  any  three  members.  Notice  of  all  special 
meetings  shall  be  served  upon,  the  members  in  person  or  by 
leaving  written  or  printed  notices  of  the  same  at  their  places 
of  residence.  A  majority  of  the  members  shall  be  necessary 
to  orden  the  expenditure  of  money  or  to  make  any  contract, 
and  the  vote  upon  the  same  shall  be  taken  by  the  yeas  and 
nays  and  entered  upon  the  minutes.  Said  board  shall  cause 
an  accurate  record  to  be  made  of  all  its  proceedings,  which 
shall  be  received  as  evidence  when  certified  to  by  the  secre- 
tary. It  shall  have  power  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  government  of  the  department  as  may  be  found  neces- 
sary, from  time  to  time,  which  shall  have  the  power  and  effect 
of  ordinances  when  approved  by  the  city  council. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  board  shall  have  power  to  make  all 
necessary  repairs  of  houses,  engines,  or  other  apparatus  be- 
longing to  the  department,  to  purchase  all  necessary  supplies, 
and  to  contract,  in  the  name  of  the  city,  for  new  houses  and 
apparatus ;  provided,  that  for  all  contracts  exceeding  five 
hundred  dollars  in  amount,  the  approval  of  the  city  council 
shall  first  be  obtained.  No  commisj^ioner  or  other  officer  of 
the  board  or  employe  of  the  department  shall  be  interested 
in  the  profits  of  any  contract,  and  no  officer  or  employe  shall 
have  power  to  incur  any  liability  on  account  of  said  board 
unless  expressly  authorized  to  do  so  at  a  meeting  of  the 
board  by  a  majority  of  the  members  thereof.  At  least  ten 
days'  notice  shall  be  given  in  some  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  in  such  cities  of  the  first  class  of  the  reception  of 
proposals  for  the  performance  of  any  contract  exceeding  five 
hundred  dollars  in  amount,  and  said  contract  shall  be 
awarded  to  the  best  and  lowest  bidder,  who  shall  furnish 
satisfactory  security  for  the  performance  of  the  same ;  and 
all  contracts  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  in  amount  shall 
be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  city  council  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  6.  The  said  board  shall  annually  certify  to  the  city 
auditor  at  the  time  prescribed  by  law  the  amount  necessary 
to  be  levied  on  the  grand  duplicate  for  the  support  of  the 
de|)artment  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  shall  have  no  power 
to  incur  any  liability  on  behalf  of  said  cities  of  the  first 
class  beyond  the  amount  so  levied  or  appropriated  to  their 
order  by  the  city  council ;  and  the  purchase  of  any  addi- 
tional ground,  building  of  any  new  house,  or  apparatus,  or 
the  establishment  of  any  new  company,  shall  be  made  by 
the  city  council  only  upon  the  recommendation  of  said  board. 
Said  board  shall  have  power  to  locate  and  build  such  fire 
cisterns  or  reservoirs  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the 
better  protection  of  the  property  of  the  city,  subject  to  the 
restrictions  aforenamed.  All  claims  on  account  of  the  fire 
department  shall  be  approved  by  the  board  and  certified  to 
the  city  auditor,  who  shall  place  the  same  in  the  next  ordi- 
nance for  the  payment  of  claims ;  the  same  shall  be  paid  by 
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the  city  treasurer  on  the  order  of  the  city  auditor  as  in 
manner  provided  for  the  payment  of  other  claims. 

Sec.  7.  The  said  board  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a 
chief  of  fire  department,  who  shall  be  the  executive  officer 
of  the  board,  and  have  the  active  management  of  the  de- 
partment in  service,  and  such  number  of  assistants  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary,  who  shall  serve  during  goo<l  behavior, 
and  who  shall  not  be  rernoved  except  for  the  causes  in  this 
section  hereinafter  mentioned  for  the  removal  of  other  offi- 
cers, and  after  hearing  and  trial  before  said  board.  It  shall 
also  appoint  such  other  officers  and  employes  as  'may  be 
necessary  for  the  efficient  management  of  the  department, 
who  shall  hold  their  positions  until  removed  by  death,  resig- 
nation, or  for  causes  hereinafter  mentioned,  viz :  incompe* 
tencj,  inefficiency,  permanent  disability,  insubordination, 
or  violation  of  any  of  the  rules  or  regulations  of  the  depart- 
ment. No  officer  or  member  shall  actively  participate  in 
the  political  campaigns  or  conventions  of  any  political  party 
whatever,  but  the  right  of  each  officer  and  member  to  vote 
at  anv  election  as  he  may  for  himself  determine  shall  remain 
inviolate.  The  board  shall  prescribe  the  duties  of  all  officers 
and  members  of  the  department. 

Sec.  8.  In  such  cities  of  the  first  class  as  aforesaid,  where 
there  now  is  or  may  hereafter  be  established  a  fire-alarm 
telegraph  attached  to  said  fire  department,  the  same  shall 
be  under  the  control  and  subject  to  the  regulations  of  the 
said  board  of  fire  commissioners,  and  the  chief  of  the  fire 
department  aforesaid  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  have  a 
general  control  of  the  same.  A  superintendent  and  such 
number  of  operators  and  other  employes  may  be  appointed 
by  said  board  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  management  of 
said  telegraph. 

Sec.  9.  The  said  chief  and  assistants  shall  act  as  fire  war- 
dens, under  direction  of  the  board,  and  shall  have  power  to 
enter  and  examine  any  building  in  which  fire  is  used,  and 
may  condemn  the  same  if  it  be  considered  dangerous  to  the 
public  safety.  Whenever  complaint  is  made  of  the  danger- 
ous condition  of  any  building  or  part  thereof,  it  shall  be 
their  duty  to  immediately  examine  into  the  same,  and  cause 
the  proper  measures  to  be  taken  to  put  it  in  a  safe  condi- 
tion. They  shall  make  prompt  examination  into  the  cause 
of  every  fire  occurring  within  the  city  limits,  and  for  this 
purpose  are  hereby  authorized  to  issue  process  for,  and  com- 
pel the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  books 
and  papers;  to  administer  oaths  and  take  testimony,  the 
material  points  of  which  shall  be  carefully  entered  in  a  book 
of  record  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose.  They  shall  also  exam- 
ine into  the  condition  of  any  building  reported  unsafe,  or 
being  erected  in  violation  of  law,  and  shall  notify  the  own- 
ers thereof,  if  found  unsafe,  to  rebuild  the  same,  in  default 
of  which  they  may  bring  suit  against  the  owners  in  any 
court  having  competent  lurisdiction. 

Sbc.  10.  Said  board  shall  have  power  to  appoint  one  or 
more  special  fire  wardens,  to  be  under  the  control  of  and 
subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  department. 
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Sec.  11.  In  cities  as  aforesaid  the  board  of  fire  commis-  Salaries,  how 
sioners  shall  annually  reconimend  to  the  city  council  salaries  ^^^^• 
to  be  paid  to  the  officers  and  members  of  the  department, 
and  the  city  council  shall  thereupon  fix  said  salaries,  but  at 
no  greater  rate  of  pay  than  that  recommended  by  said  board; 
ana  when  a  reduction  is  made  from  the  salaries  as  recom- 
mended, the  rate  of  per  cent,  of  reduction  shall  be  uniform 
among  all  the  officers  and  members  of  the  department. 

Sec.  12.     That  an  act  entitled  "  an  act  supplementary  to    Repealing 
an  act  passed  April  29, 1873,  entitled  an  act  to  create  a  board    clause. 
of  fire  commissioners  in  cities  having  a  population  exceed- 
ing ninety  thousand  inhabitants,"  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

to  provide  for  the  completion  of  the  state  house,  and  for  the 
care  of  the  buildings  and  grounds,"  passed  April  21,  1862, 
and  to  provide  for  abolishing  the  office  of  superintendent  of 
the  state  house,  and  transferring  the  care  of  the  state  house 
and  grounds  to  the  comptroller  of  the  treasury  (0.  L.,  101), 
and  the  act  entitled  '^an  act  to  amend  section  twenty-three 
of  an  act  entitled  *  an  act  to  further  provide  for  the  better 
regulation  of  the  receipt,  disbursement,  and  safe-keeping  of 
the  public  revenue/''  passed  April  12th,  1858,  which  was 
passed  and  took  eflFect  March  16tn,  1875,  S.  &  S.,  921,  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  of  state  and 
treasurer  of  state,  with  the  aid  of  such  competent  account- 
ant or  accountants  as  they  may  call  to  their  aid,  to  devise 
and  adopt  a  complete  system  of  accounts  in  their  respective 
offices,  with  proper  checks  upon  each,  which  system  shall 
embrace  a  weekly  comparison  of  receipts  and  disbursements 
and  a  joint  monthly  report  of  the  balances  in  the  treasury  to 
the  credit  of  each  fund. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  the  second  Monday  in  January,  A.  D.  1877.

jy    .      ..  Section  1.     Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 

o/t*he"8ev-"     ^f  Ohio,  That  the  Northern  Ohio  Hospital  for  the  Insane, 
eral  hospitals    located  at  Cleveland,  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  and  called 

the  Cleveland  Hospital  for  the  Insane;  the  Central  Ohio 
Hospital  for  tha  Insane,  located  near  Columbus,  shall  here- 
after be  known  as  and  called  the  Columbus  Hospital  for  the 
Insane ;  the  Western  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  located  near 
Dayton,  Ohio,  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  and  called  the 
Dayton  Hospital  for  the  Insane;  the  Southeastern  Ohio  Hos- 
pital for  the  Insane,  located  near  Athens,  shall  be  hereafter 
known  as  and  called  the  Athens  Hospital  for  the  Insane.

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  boards  of  trustees, 
monthly,  to  visit  their  respective  institutions,  and  they 
shall,  with  the  superintendent,  examine  the  accounts  of  the 
steward,  and  each,  including  the  superintendent,  shall  cer- 
tif  V  his  approval  or  otherwise  on  the  page  with  the  monthly 
balances  of  said  steward,  and  also  on  the  duplicate  monthly 
balance  sheets  hereinafter  provided  for.  They  shall  make  a 
record  of  their  proceedings  at  all  meetings  in  a  book  to  be 
kept  for  that  purpose  by  the  secretary  of  the  board,  and  on

The  said 
reports  of  the  trustees  shall  contain  a  summary  of  all  con- 
tracts entered  into  during  the  year  and  the  names  of  all  per- 
sons interested  in  such  contracts.  Special  meeting  of  the 
board  may  be  held  on  the  call  of  the  president  thereof,  pro- 
vided each  member  shall  have  at  least  three  days'  notice

Sbc.  12.  The  medical  superintendent  of  each  of  said  in- 
stitutions shall  be  a. physician  of  acknowledged  skill  and 
ability  in  his  profession,  and  shall  sustain  a  good  morid 
character,  and  snail  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  five  years, 
unless  sooner  removed  by  the  board  of  trustees,  as  provided 
for  in  the  tenth  section  of  this  act.  He  shall  have  the 
entire  control  of  the  medical,  moral  and  dietetic  treatment 
of  the  patients,  and  shall  see  that  the  several  officers  and 
employes  in  the  institution  faithfully  and  diligently  dis- 
charge their  respective  duties.  He  shall  employ  or  direct 
the  employment  of  attendants,  nurses,  servants  and  such 
other  persons  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  efficient  and 
economical  management  of  the  hospital,  assign  them  their 
respective  places  and  duties,  and  may  at  any  time  discharge 
or  airect  the  steward  to  discharge  any  of  them  from  service. 
The  assistant  physicians  shall  be  medical  men  of  good  moral 
character,  and  possess  such  other  qualifications  as  to 'be  able 
to  perform  the  ordinary  duties  of  medical  superintendent, 
during  the  sickness  or  necessary  absence  of  such  medical 
superintendent.  Both  the  medical  superintendent  and  assist- 
ant physicians,  steward  and  matron,  shall  devote  their  entire 
time  in  the  interest  of  the  hospital  to  which  they  may  re- 
spectively be  appointed. 

Sec.  13.  The  matron,  under  the  direction  of  the  superin- 
tendent and  not  otherwise,  shall  have  the  general  super- 
vision of  the  domestic  arrangements  of  the  institution,  and 
do  what  she  can  to  promote  the  comfort  and  the  restoration 
of  the  patients. 

Sec.  14.  *  Each  medical  superintendent  shall  receive  as 
compensation  for  his  said  services  the  sum  of  twelve  hun- 
dred dollars  a  year;  each  assistant  physician  seven  hundred 
dollars  a  year;  each  steward  eight  hundred  dollars  a  year ; 
each  matron  four  hundred  dollars  a  year.  Said  salaries  shall 
be  paid  by  the  steward  in  monthly  installments,  and  receipts 
taken,  and  the  several  amounts  carried  into  the  monthly 
account  of  the  steward. 

Sec.  15.  The  treasurer  of  state  may  from  time  to  time  ad- 
vance the  steward  on  his  own  order,  approved  by  the  medi- 
cal superintendent  and  a  majority  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
on  a  warrant  from  the  auditor  of  the  state,  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing three  thousand  dollars  to  meet  current  expenses,  and  he 
shall  account  for  the  whole  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars 
before  another  order  is  approved.

No  person  shall  be  admitted  into  either  of  the  hospitals  be- 
longing to  th4  state,  except  he  or  she  be  a  citizen  of  Ohio, 
and  an  inhabitant  of  the  district  in  which  the  hospital  ad- 
mitting them  is  located;  and  no  person  shall  be  considered 
an  inhabitant  within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  who  has  not 
resided  within  this  state  one  year  next  preceding  the  date  of 
his  or  her  application  ;  and  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
benefit  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  except  persons  whose 
insanity  has  occurred  during  the  time  such  person  shall 
have  resided  in  this  state.  All  persons  who  have  been  or 
may  hereafter  be  admitted  into  either  of  the  hospitals  for 
the  insane  belonging  to  this  state,  shall  be  maintained  there- 
in at  the  expense  of  the  state. 

Sec.  17.     If  at  any  time  either  of  said  hospitals  cannot    in  certain

Columbus  hospital  for  the  insane,  said  board  shall  be  charged 
with  all  the  auties,  responsibilities,  rights,  authorities,  and 
powers  conferred  upon  said  board  of  commissioners  for  the 
construction  of  the  central  lunatic  asylum  by  the  act  of 
March  31st,  1874 ;  provided,  that  they  shall  receive  no  pay 
for  their  services;  and  provided  further,  that  all  the  extra- 
ordinary powers  herein  conferred  upon  the  trustees  of  the 
Columbus  hospital  for  the  insane  shall  cease  and  determine

who  shall  cheat,  or  attempt  to  cheat,  or  collude  with  any 
I>er8on  to  cheat  or  defraud  any  such  hospital  or  the  state  of 
Ohio  in  any  manner  whatever,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  before  the  proper 
court,  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  penitentiary  and  kept  at 
hard  labor  not  more  than  ten  years  nor  less  than  one  year. 
And  any  trustee,  medical  superintendent,  assistant  physic- 
ian, steward  or  matron,  who  shall  be  directly  or  indirectly 
interested  in  any  contract  for  or  purchase  of  any  land,  build- 
ing material,  or  any  article  of  furniture,  supply  or  provisions 
for  the  use  of  any  of  said  hospitals,  shsdl,  on  conviction 
therereof  before  the  proper  court,  be  punished  by  imprison- 
ment in  the  penitentiary  at  hard  labor,  not  less  than  one 
nor  more  than  ten  years. 

Sec  22.  The  terms  of  office  and  employment  of  all  em- 
ployes now  engaged  at  the  several  hospitals  of  said  state,  not

Section  1.     Beit  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Ohioy  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  intentionally 
throw,  or  deposit,  or  permit  to  be  thrown  or  deposited,  any 
coal  dirt,  coal  slack,  coal  screenings,  or  coal  or  other  refuse 
from  coal  mines,  into  or  upon  any  of  the  rivers,  lakes,  ponds, 
streams,  or  any  place  adjacent  to  the  same,  from  which  such 
coal  dirt,  coal  slack,  coal  screenings,  or  coal  refuse  will  wash 
into  any  of  the  rivers,  lakes,  ponds,  or  streams  of  this  state,    Penalty  for 
every  such  person  or  persons  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis-    throwing 
demeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  in  any    p«r^ag«>«^ 
sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  nor  less  than  twenty   ^  ^^v®"* 
dollars,  and  for  the  second  offense  may  be  imprisoned  in  the 
jail  of  the  county  not  less  than  five  days  nor  more  than 
thirty  days,  in  addition  to  the  fine  aforesaid,  at  the  dis-

To  authorize  the  constmction  and  repair  levees  along  natural  streams 

or  water-coursew. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assemhly  of  the  State 
of  Ohioy  That  the  probate  court  of  any  county  in  this  state 
shall  have  power,  whenever  it  shall  be  found  to  be  demanded 
by  or  conducive  to  the  public  health,  convenience  or  welfare, 
to  cause  to  be  located,  established  and  constructed,  as  herein- 
after provided,  a  levee  along  any  stream  or  water-course  of 
any  kind  within  his  county  for  the  protection  of  land  from 
overflow. 

Sec.  2.  Before  any  action  shall  be  taken  towards  the  loca- 
tion, establishment  and  construction  of  such  levee,  there 
shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  probate  judge  a  petition  signed 
by  one  or  more  persons  owning,  controlling  or  occupying 
lands  adjacent  to,  or  who  shall  be  interested  in,  the  proposed 
levee,  setting  forth  the  necessity  for  the  same,  with  a  sub- 
stantial description  of  the  proposed  starting  point,  route  and 
terminus,  and  shall  at  the  same  time  iile  a  bond,  with  the 
probate  judge,  and  to  his  approval,  with  good  and  sufficient 
surety  or  sureties,  made  payable  to  the  state  of  Ohio,  condi- 
tioned to  pay  all  proper  costs  and  expenses  in  such  proceed- 
ing in  case  the  said  levee  shall  not  Anally  be  ordered  to  be 
located,  established  and  constructed ;  whereupon  said  probate

If  at  the  time  set  for  the  hearing  of  said  petition 
any  party  or  parties  in  interest  shall  demand  a  jury,  it  Jnrytobe 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  probate  judge  to  select  and  impanel  impaneled, 
a  jury  of  twelve  disinterested  freeholders  of  the  county, 
who  shall  constitute  a  jury  for  such  case,  in  which  event 
no  viewers  shall  be  appointed  as  aforesaid  in  this  act ;  and 
their  duties  shall  be  dispensed  with,  and  said  probate  judge 
shall  issue  a  venire  for  such  jury,  directed  to  the  sheriff"  of 
such  county,  returnable  at  a  day  not  exceeding  twenty  days 
therein  named,  which  venire  snail  specify  the  time  of  meet- 
ing of  said  jury  in  said  court  The  rights  of  all  the  parties 
in  interest  shall  be  investigated  in  one  case  and  by  one  jury. 

Sec.  14.     At  the  time  fixed  for  the  meeting  of  the  jury,    „  ,  ..     . 
any  party  interested  may  challenge  any  jury  for  cause,  and    challenge  of 
the  probate  court  shall  hear  and  aetermine  all  further  pre-   joron. 
liminary  questions  pertaining  to  such  case,  and  may  direct 
the  sheriff  of  the  county  to  fill  any  vacancies  which  may 
then  be  in  the  panel  oi  said  jury  arising  from  any  cause ; 
and  the  probate  judge  shall  thereupon  administer  an  oath 
to  said  jury,  faithfully  and  impartially  to  try  the  issues  sub- 
mitted to  them  in  the  case,  and  a  true  verdict  render  accord- 
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ing  to  the  law  and  evidence,  and  the  jury  shall  in  their 
verdict  report  in  writing  to  said  court  ; 

First — Whether  the  proposed  levee  is  demanded  by  or  will 
be  conducive  to  the  public  health,  convenience  or  welfare. 

Second — The  amount  of  compensation  each  person  inter- 
ested claiming  compensation  for  lands  appropriated  for  the 
construction  of  the  proposed  levee  is  entitled  to  in  case  the 
same  is  located. 

Third — What  owners  of  lands  should  assist  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  proposed  levee,  and  in  defraying  the  costs 
and  expenses  thereof,  and  the  lots  and  lands,  and  the  quan- 
tity thereof  which  will  be  benefited  by  such  levee,  specify- 
ing the  sections  and  work  to  be  done  and  by  whom  paid  for, 
as  provided  in  this  act. 

Sec.  15.  The  said  jury  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court,  before  making  up  their  verdict,  be  ordered  to  view  the 
premises  along  the  route  of  the  proposed  levee,  and  the 
court  shall  direct  the  engineer  appointed  as  aforesaid,  in 
section  five  of  this  act,  to  make,  return,  and  lay  before  the 
said  jury,  the  necessary  maps,  plats  and  profiles  of  the  said 
proposed  levee  and  the  lands  which  may  be  effected  by  the 
same.  The  parties  in  interest  may  offer  evidence,  and  may 
be  heard  in  person  and  by  counsel  before  said  jury,  and  the 
jury  shall  be  subject  to  the  judicial  direction  of  the  court  in 
the  hearing  of  the  case  and  in  making  up  their  findings  or 
verdict.

not  heretofore  paid,  describing  each  piece  or  parcel  of  land 
so  to  be  charged ;  and  the  said  auditor  shall  thereupon  enter

said  judge  shall  proceed  to  again  let  the  same  and  make  all 
necessary  orders  in  relation  thereto  as  prescribed  in  this 
section. 

Sec.  25.  That  no  person  shall  be  permitted  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  any  error  committed  in  any  proceeding  to  locate, 
establish,  and  construct  or  repair  a  levee  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  nor  of  any  error  committed  by  the  pro- 
bate judge  or  probate  court,  the  viewers,  or  the  jury  in  the 
case,  or  by  the  engineer  or  other  person  or  persons  in  such 
proceedings ;  nor  for  want  of  any  informality,  error  or  defect 
appearing  in  the  record  of  such  proceedings ;  nor  for  want  of

notice  to  the  owner  of  any  lands  affected  thereby,  unless  the 
party  complaining  is  first  shown  to  be  materially  and  substan- 
tially affected  thereby.    But  the  court  in  which  any  action 
may  be  brought  to  enjoin,  reverse  or  declare  void  the  pro- 
ceedings by  which  any  such  levee  is  ordered  to  be  located, 
establishea,  or  constructed  or  repaired,  or  to  enjoin  the  per-

And  the  court  shall,  on  the  final  hearing,  make  such 
order  in  the  premises  as  may  seem  equitable,  and  just,  and 
may  order  the  work  done,  and  the  costs  and  expenses  paid, 
by  the  plaintiff  or  plaintiffs,  or  the  amount  of  money  returned 
to  the  auditor  of  the  county,  against  the  plaintiff  or  plantiffs, 
to  remain  on  the  duplicate  for  collection,  or  any  part  there- 
of, or  may  perpetually  enjoin  the  same  or  any  part  thereof,    c<,^f^  ^o^ 
The  costs  of  such  action,  and  of  the  proceeding  had  therein    a])portioned 
shall  be  apportioned  among  the  parties,  or  paid  out  of  the    Repealing.

Sec.  26.  The  act  entitled  '*  an  act  authorizing  the  build- 
ing and  repairing  of  levees  to  protect  land  from  overflow," 
passed  April  30th,  1869,  (vol.  66,  page  73),  and  an  act 
amendatory  thereto,  passed  May  2,  1871,  (vol.  68,  page  121), 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  27.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

That  witnesses  attending  under  recognizance, 
or  subpoena  issued  by  order  of  the  prosecuting  attorney  or 
defendant,  before  the  court  of  common  pleas,  or  other  court 
of  record,  in  criminal  cases,  or  witnesses  attending  before  any    ^  **f^  of  wit 

fraud  jury  in  this  state,  shall  be  allowed  the  following  fees :  eH^lmU 
'or  each  day's  attendance,  seventy-five  cents,  and  five  cents 
per  mile  from  his  or  her  place  of  residence  to  the  place  of 
nolding  said  court,  or  attending  before  any  grand  jury, 
to  be  taxed  in  only  one  case,  when  attending  in  more  cases 
than  one  on  the  same  day,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  special 
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order  of  the  court.  The  fees  in  this  section  specified  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  county  treasury  on  the  order  of  the  county 
auditor  ;  said  fees  herein  specified  to  be  first  certified  to  the 
county  auditors  by  the  clerk  of  the  court.

To  amend  sectionB  one,  three,  eigbt,  fourteen,  sixteen,  nineteen,  twenty- 
six,  and  thirty  of  *'  an  act  to  authorize  the  board  of  county  commiB- 
Lioners  to  lay  out  and  eetabllBh  free  turnpike  roads,  and  to  repeal  certain 
acts  therein  named,"  passed  and  took  effect  March  2iHh,  1875.  (O.  L., 
1875,  p.  93.) 

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  by  the  State 
of  OhiOy  That  section  one  (1),  three  (3),  eight  (8),  fourteen 
(14),  sixteen  (16),  nineteen  (19),  twenty-six  (26),  and  thirty 
(30),  of  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  authorize  the  board  of  coun- 
ty commissioners  to  lay  out  and  establish  free  turnpike  roads, 
and  to  repeal  certain  acts  therein  named,  passed  March  29th, 
1875,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  That  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  free  turn- 
pike roads  shall  be  authorized,  and  commissioners  appointed, 
to  lay  out  and  establish  the  same  in  the  following  manner, 
to  wit:  When  a  majority  of  alJ  the  land-holders  residing  in 
the  county,  who  own  lands  lying  within  the  bounds  of  any 
free  turnpike,  as  provided  in  this  act,  shall  present  a  peti- 
tion to  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  at  any  regular 
session  of  their  board,  asking  the  appointment  of  commis- 
sioners to  lay  out  and  establish  a  free  turnpike  road  between 
any  points  within  such  county,  and  who  shall  also  state  in 
their  petition  that  they  desire  the  county  commissioners  to 
levy  an  extra  tax,  the  amount  of  which  shall  not  exceed  ten 
mills  on  the  dollar  valuation  in  any  one  year,  on  the  lands 
and  taxable  property  within  the  bounds  oi  said  road,  and  also 
the  number  of  years  they  desire  the  levy  to  continue,  not 
exceeding  eight  years ;  and  shall  further  satisfy  such  com- 
missioners that  public  notice  has  been  given  by  advertise- 
ment in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  such  coun- 
ty, of  such  intended  application,  for  at  least  four  consecu- 
tive weeks  preceding  such  general  meeting.

to  said  road  commissioners,  by  the  clerk  of  said  Doard,  upon 
demand  therefor ;  and  the  said  board  of  county  commission- 
ers may  remove  any  or  all  of  the  commissioners  of  any  free  Power  to  re- 
turnpike  road,  when  petitioned  so  to  do  by  a  majority  of  the  !!??I?™?' 
resident  land  owners  residing  withm  the  county,  who  own 
lands  within  the  bounds  of  such  road :  Provided,  that  on  the

turnpike  road,  be  entirely  exempt  as  to  the  lands  and  other 
property  on  either  side  of  and  OT»posite  to  said  improved  por- 
tion, from  the  payment  of  said  extra  tax,  or  have  credit  upon 
said  extra  tax,  in  the  proportion  that  such  ]abor  performed 
bears  to  the  average  amount  of  labor  required  to  construct 
such  part  of  the  entire  line  of  such  proposed  free  turnpike 
road.  Said  pro  rata  tax  exemption  or  credit  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  said  auditor  and  the  commissioner  of  said  proposed 
free  turnpike  road,  at  any  time  before  payment  of  said  extra 
tax,  upon  the  application  of  any  person  interested ;  but  said 
determination  by  said  auditor  may  be  reviewed  and  corrected 
by  the  court  of  common  pleas,  upon  the  petition  of  any  per- 
son claiming  such  pro  rata  reduction,  exemption  or  credit, 
and  upon  such  evidence  as  may  be  produced  upon  the  hearing. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  treasurer  ^  collect  the 
extra  tax  hereby  provided  for,  in  the  same  manner  as  state 
or  county  taxes  are  collected;  provided,  that  the  words 
"bounds  of  the  roads,"  and  "line  of  the  road,"  whenever  used 
in  this  act,  shall  be  held  to  include  so  much  land  on  either 
side  of  such  road  as  may  be  charged  with  such  extra  tax. 

Section  8.  That  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  free  turn- 
pike roads  authorized  by  this  act,  extra  taxes,  when  levied 
as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  be  on  all  real  and  personal 
property  within  one  mile  on  each  side  of  said  free  turnpike 
road,  except  when  any  free  turnpike  road  in  process  of  con- 
struction shall  cross  a  free  turnpike  road,  either  completed 
or  in  process  of  construction,  under  and  bv  virtue  of  any  of 
the  road  improvement  or  free  turnpike  laws  of  this  state, 
then  such  lands  and  personal  property  as  lie  within  one 
mile  on  either  side  of  where  sucn  free  turnpike  roads  cross 
each  other,  shall  be  assessed  and  taxed  in  p^portion  to  the 
benefits  that  may  be  derived  by  the  owners  of  such  land  and 
personal  property  from  the  construction  and  use  of  such  free 
turnpike  roads ;  except  further,  that  when  any  road  improve- 
ment, or  free  turnpike  road  built  and  completed  under  any 
of  the  turnpike  laws  of  this  state,  begins  or  terminates  in 
the  proposed  free  turnpike,  or  where  any  of  such  roads  or 
any  tol^  unimproved  state  or  county  road,  being  uncon- 
nected with  the  same,  shall  lie,  be,  or  run  upon  either  side 
of  said  proposed  road,  within  less  than  two  miles,  then  the 
taxes  shall  only  be  levied  upon  such  lands  and  personal  prop- 
erty as  lie  within  one-half  the  distance  of  such  roads  :  Pro- 
vided, that  no  division  of  territory,  or  division  of  taxation 
of  lands  or  personal  property,  shall  be  made  with  any  other 
road  improvement,  free  turnpike  road,  state  or  county  road, 
except  as  herein  provided  for,  nor  with  any  township  road. 
But  if  said  road  commissioners  should  report  to  said  county 
commissioners  that  the  extra  taxes  levied  within  the  bounds 
of  said  road  are  insufficient  to  make  a  good  and  substantial 
road,  then  the  county  commissioners,  if  in  their  opinion  the 
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public  interest  requires  it,  may  order  said  road  commission- 
ers to  extend  the  bounds  of  said  free  turnpike  road  to  one 
mile  on  either  side  of  the  same,  when  a  maiority  of  the  resi- 
dent land  owners  owning  land  within  the  Dound  of  the  ter- 
ritory proposed  to  be  extended  shall  ]^ve  signed  said  peti- 
tion therefor ;  unless  a  turnpike  road  should  run  upon  either

Section  14.    That  the  said  commissioners  and  their  sue-    corporate, 
cessors  shall  be  a  body  corpor&te,  under  such  name  as  the 
commissioners  of  the  county  may  designate,  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  and  it  shall 
be  their  duty  to  prosecute  for  all  obstructions  to  said  road,  or 
for  injuries  done  to  the  same,  or  bridges  thereon;  and  the 
amount  recovered  in  each  case  shall  be  the  amount  of  dam- 
ages actually  found  by  the  court  or  jury,  and  the  interest 
thereon ;  and  in  all  cases  the  said  commissioners  shall  have 
a  right  to  sue,  either  before  a  justice  of  a  peace,  or  in  a  court 
of  common  pleas  of  the  proper  county,  which  suit  shall  be 
appealable,  as  in  other  cases,  and  the  amount  so  collected  in 
each  case  shall  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  said  road,  and  shall 
be  paid  over  to  said  commissioners ;  provided,  that  at  any 
time  saidroad  commissioners  shuU  deem  that  they  have  their

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of  the  bridges  and  culverts  upon  the  roads  provided  for  in 
this  act,  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem  best. 

Section  26.  That  the  commissioners  of  any  free  turnpike 
road,  whenever  they  shall  deem  it  necessary  for  the  purpose 
of  constructing  a  free  turnpike  road,  are  hereby  authorized 
to  issue  bonds,  payable  in  installments,  at  intervals  not  ex- 
ceeding the  number  of  years  set  forth  in  the  petitioni,  as  pro- 
vided in  section  one  of  this  act,  bearing  interest  not  exceed- 
ing eight  per  centum,  payable  semi-annually,  which  bonds 
shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  par,  which  shall  be  registered 
by  the  county  auditor,  previous  to  their  issue,  in  a  book  by 
him  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  which  registry  shall  show 
the  number  of  each  bond  issued,  the  amount  for  which  issued, 
the  rate  of  interest  which  it  bears,  and  when  the  same  are 
payable,  and  the  extra  taxes  levied  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  divided  in  Such  manner  as  to  meet  the  pay- 
ment of  the  interest  and  principal  of  said  bonds ;  and  when 
collected  the  money  arising  therefrom  shall  be  paid  to  said 
road  commissioners  by  the  treasurer  of  said  county  upon  the 
warrants  of  the  county  auditor,  and  said  road  commissioners 
shall  apply  said  money  first  to  the  payment  of  their  bonds 
and  interest,  and  next  to  the  construction  and  improvement 
of  said  free  turnpike  road,  and  in  discharging  any  indebted- 
ness incurred  on  account  thereof.  Said  bonds  issued  by  said 
commissioners  of  free  turnpike  roads  shall  be  made  payable 
at  the  ofl&ce  of  the  treasurer  of  the  county. 

Section  30.  That  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  extend 
to  and  be  applicable  to  all  free  turnpike  roads  now  petitioned 
for,  or  in  process  of  construction ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  com- 
pleting the  same  and  liquidating  any  indebtedness  incurred 
on  accoifnt  of  such  road,  the  said  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners are  hereby  authorized  to  continue  the  tax  originally 
levied  for  constructing  the  same,  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
in  the  aggregate  ten  years. 

Sec,  2.  Sections  one,  three,  eight,  fourteen,  sixteen,  nine- 
teen, twenty-six  and  thirty  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  amend- 
atory, be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

tate as  his  predecessor  had :  Provided,  that  the  probate  judge 
may  require  the  assignee  to  file  his  accounts  as  such,  before 
his  discharge.

AN  ACT 

To  amend  section  13  of  the  act  of  May  1,  1852,  entitled  ''an  act  to  prp- 
vide  for  the  creation  and  regulation  of  incorporated  companies  in  the 
state  of  Ohio,''  as  amended  March  30, 1OT5,  (72  O.  L.,  14^)),  and  to  repeal 
an  act  therein  named. 

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  o^  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  section  thirteen  of  the  above  mentioned  act  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  13.  Such  corporation,  or  any  corporation  operating 
a  railroad  in  whole  or  in  part,  in  this  state,  may  demand  and 
receive  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  on  said  road  not 
exceeding  three  cents  per  mile  for  a  distance  of  more  than 
eight  miles :  Provided,  the  fare  shall  always  be  made  that 
multiple  of  ^ve,  nearest  reached  by  multiplying  the  rate  by 
the  distance,  and  for  transportation  of  property,  not  exceed- 
ing five  cents  per  ton  per  mile,  when  the  same  is  transported 
a  distance  of  thirty  miles  or  more ;  and  in  case  the  quantity 
transported  is  less  than  one  ton  in  weight,  or  any  quantity  is 
transported  a  less  distance  than  thirty  miles,  such  reasonable 
rate  as  may  be  from  time  to  time  fixed  by  said  corporation  or 
prescribed  by  law  ;  provided  further,  that  until  a  tariff  of  spe- 
cific rates  be  established  by  law,  it  shall  be  lawful  in  the  trans- 
portation of  property  of  such  bulk,  that  a  quantity  equal  to 
the  tonnage  capacity  of  the  car  cannot  be  carried  in  it,  to  con- 
tract for  space  in  the  car  sufficient  to  secure  the  safe  trans- 
portation of  such  property,  at  a  rate  which  shall  not  exceed 
live  cents  per  ton  per  mile  if  such  car  were  loaded  to  its  ton- 
nage capacity ;  provided  further,  that  for  the  transporation 
of  coal,  pig  iron,  lime  stone,  iron  ore,  undressed  stone  or  lum- 
ber, not  more  thfin  five  cents  per  ton  per  mile  shall  be  charged 
for  any  distance  of  ten  miles  or  more,  and  in  case  the  same 
be  transported  a  less  distance  than  ten  miles,  such  reasonable 
rates  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  fixed  by  said  corporation 
or  prescribed  by  law,  and  such  railroad  may  charge  on  such 
freight  a  reasonable  rate  for  loading  and  unloading,  when  the 
same  is  in  fact  done  by  such  corporation,  and  every  such  cor- 
poration, its  ofl&cers,  employes  or  agents,  who  shall  violate.

25,  1873 :  Provided,  that  no  railroad  company  or  corporation 
shall  be  released  from  its  liability  in  actions  now  pending  Repeal, 
and  causes  of  action  heretofore  accrued  to  any  person  from 
whom  such  railroad  company  or  corporation,  by  its  officers 
or  agents,  shall  have  demanded  or  received  fare  or  freight,  at

To  authorize  the  commissioners  of  the  several  counties  in  this  state, 
through  which  the  national  road  passes,  to  take  under  their  care  and 
control  so  much  of  said  road  as  lies  within  the  limits  of  such  counties 
respectively. 

Section  1.     BeU  ermcted  by  the  General  AssenMy  of  the  State   County  oom- 
of  OhiOf  That  the  county  commissioners  of  such  counties  in    missionerB  to 
this  state,  through  which  any  part  of  the  national  road   haveoontroL 
passes,  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  take  under 
their  care  and  control,  in  behalf  of  their  respective  counties, 
00  much  of  said  road  as  lies  within  the  limits  of  their 
counties  respectively,  except  such  parts  thereof  as  may  be 
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by  law  under  the  control  of  cities  or  incorporated  villages, 
and  said  road  shall  be  kept  in  such  repair  by  each  county 
so  taking  possession  thereof,  as  is  contemplaled  by  the  act  or 
acts  of  congress,  ceeding  to  the  state  of  Ohio  the  jurisdiction 
and  control  of  such  portion  of  said  national  road  as  lies 
within  the  limits  of  this  state,  and  said  commissioners  shall 
be  governed  in  all  respects  by  the  laws  now  in  force  relating 
to  said  road,  except  as  is  hereinafter  provided:  Provided, 
however,  the  county  commissioners  shall  not  assess  or  levy 
any  tax  for  the  repair  or  preservation  of  said  road,  except  as 
provided  in  the  general  statutes,  for  the  repair  and  preserva- 
tion of  county  and  state  roads. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  county  commissioners  shall  have  jjower 
to  cause  gates  and  toll  houses  to  be  erected  on  said  road  within 
their  respective  counties,  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  tolls, 
and  appoint  the  necessary  collectors  of  tolls,  and  remove 
them  at  pleasure,  and  pay  them  reasonable  compensation  for 
such  services;  said  collectors  of  tolls  shall  pay  into  the 
county  treasuries  of  their  respective  counties  at  the  end  of 
each  month,  all  the  moneys  that  they  shall  have  collected 
that  remain  in  their  hands  after  deducting  their  compensa- 
tion allowed  for  their  services;  said  commissioners  shall  ap- 
ply said  money  to  the  keeping  in  repair  of  said  road  within 
their  respective  counties.  In  the  collection  of  said  tolls,  said 
collectors  shall  be  governed  in  all  respects  by  the  laws  now 
in  force  relating  to  collectors  of  tolls;  provided,  that  the 
number  of  gates  shall  not  •xceed  one  on  any  span  or  distance 
of  ten  miles,  and  no  toll  shall  be  collected  between  Columbus 
and  the  Ohio  Central  Lunatic  Asylum. 

Sec.  3.  That  said  commissioners  shall  have  power,  if  they 
deem  it  for  the  best  interest  of  such  road,  to  reauire  the  col* 
lection  of  toll  from  passers  who  may  travel  with  horses  and 
all  kinds  of  carriages  and  wagons,  between  toll  gates  or  be- 
tween the  county  Tine  and  the  nearest  gate  thereto,  at  the 
same  rate  per  mile  as  may  be  charged  for  like  travel  on  said 
road  to  persons  traveling  or  hauling  through  the  toll  gates 
thereof,  and  said  county  commissioners  may  make  such  rules 
and  regulations  with  regard  to  the  collection  of  such  inter- 
mediate tolls  as  they  may  deem  just  and  proper. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  county  commissioners  of  such  counties 
in  which  said  road  has  never  been  completed,  and  in  which 
no  toll  gates  are  erected  or  toll  coUectea,  may  proceed  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  act  to  authorize  county  commissioners  to 
lay  out  and  establish  free  turnpike  roads,  etc.,  passed  April 
15th,  1867,  and  the  acts  supplementary  and  amendatory  there- 
to, to  make  and  declare  sucn  unfinished  parts  of  the  said  road 
a  free  turnpike  or  county  road. 

Sec  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  the  fifteenth  day  of  May,  1876.

Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  the  council  of  any  municipal  corporation  in  the    improve- 
state  which,  under  or  by  virtue  of  authority  conveyed  by  the    mente,  etc., 
act  to  which  this  is  supplementary,  has  undertaken  and  is    provided  by 
engaged  in  making  any  one  or  all  of  the  improvements,  struc-    ordinance, 
tures,  alterations  or  changes  therein  provided  for,  to-wit : 

To  construct  a  viaduct  or  bridge  over  any  valley,  ravine, 
river  or  water  course  within  the  limits  of  the  corporation. 

To  sink,  let  down,  or  inclose  with  a  tunnel  or  covering  any 
portion  of  any  railway  track  or  tracks  within  the  limits  of 
the  corporation. 

To  make  such  changes  in  any  canal,  its  lock,  bed  or  width 
within  the  limits  of  the  corporation,  as  may  be  authorized  by    Bonds  issaed 
law,  and  has  acquired,  or  shall  hereafter  acquire  by  purchase    for  making 
or  appropriation  according  to  law  the  real  estate  necessary  for    improve- 
right  of  way  or  other  purposes  in  making  any  of  the  changes    ™®°*®- 
or  improvements  therein  authorized,  shall  have  power,  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  means  to  pay  the  cost  and  expense 
of  undertaking,  carrying  on  and  completing  any  or  all  of 
the  improvements  and  changes  so  authorized  as  aforesaid, 
acquiring  the  real  estate  necessary  for  the  same,  and  paying 
all  damage  incidental  thereto,  to  issue  the  bonds  of  the  cor-

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have  written  or  printed  upon  them,  the  date  of  the  law  un- 
der which  they  are  issued,  and  the  general  character  of  the 
work  or  improvement  on  account  of  which  are  issued.  Said 
bonds  shall  not  be  sold  or  negotiated  for  less  than  par,  and 
the  proceeds  of  said  bonds  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment 
of  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  work  and  improvements  on 
account  of  which  they  are  issued,  and  to  no  other  purpose 
whatever,  to  be  distributed  among  the  various  divisions  of 
said  work  and  improvements,  as  hereinafter  specified. 

Sec.  2.  The  council  of  any  municipal  corporation,  auth- 
orized to  act  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  law,  shall, 
before  issuing  any  of  the  bonds  hereinbefore  provided  for, 
designate  by  ordinance  the  specific  amount  of  bonds  to  be  is- 
sued on  account  of  each  of  the  improvements  or  divisions  of 
work  named  and  authorized  in  the  act  to  which  this  supple- 
mentary, and  for  that  division  of  work  or  improvement  re- 
lating to  the  sinking  of  railroad  tracks,  there  shall  be  set 
apart  and  appropriated  of  these  bonds,  not  less  than  two 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  no  part  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  any  of  the  bonds  issued  for  one  of  saia  improvements 
or  divisions  of  work  so  designated,  shall  be  applied  to  defray 
the  cost  .  nd  expense  of  any  other,  until  the  aivision  or  im- 
provement for  which  it  was  set  apart  ia  completed. 

Sec.  3.  The  council  of  any  municipal  corporation,  which 
shall  issue  its  bonds  under  and  by  authority  of  this  act,  is 
hereby  empowered  to  levy  annually  upon  the  general  tax 
duplicate  of  the  city,  in  addition  to  its  levits  for  all  other  pur- 
poses, a  sufficient  amount  to  pay  the  interest  that  shall  accrue 
on  all  bonds  so  issued  ;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the 
council  of  any  municipal  corporation,  within  two  years 
after  the  passage  of  this  law,  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
means  to  pay  the  principal  of  all  bonds  issued  by  author- 
ity of  this  act  and  those  issued  under  or  by  authority  of 
the  act  to  which  this  is  supplementary,  at  their  maturity, 
to  create  a  sinking  fund,  and  no  part  of  such  fund  so  created 
shall  be  used  for  any  other  purpose  whatever,  than  that  for 
which  it  was  created ;  and  it  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  the 
counil  of  such  municipal  corporation  to  approprate  to  the 
use  of  such  sinking  fund  when  so  created,  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  or  lease  of  all  lands  or  interests  in  lands  acauired  by  pur- 
chase, appropriation  or  otherwise,  under  authority  of  the 
act  to  which  this  is  supplementary,  whether  such  lands  have 
already  been  sold  or  leased,  or  shall  hereafter  be  sold  or  leased ; 
and  all  profits,  rents  and  interests  of  every  kind  whatever, 
accuring  to  the  city  from  or  in  any  way  arising  out  of  the 
use,  sale  or  occupancy  of  said  lands  or  interests  in  lands,  or 
proceeds  of  the  sale  or  lease  of  the  same,  shall  be  applied  to 
this  use  and  to  no  other. 

Sec.  4,  The  council  of  any  municipal  corporation  which, 
6y  authority  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  supplementary,  has 
erected  or  shall  here^ter  erect  any  viaduct  or  bridge  across 
or  over  any  valley,  ravine,  river,  or  water  course,  shful  at  the 
same  time  or  times,  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  section 
five  of  this  act,  submit  to  a  vote  of  the  qualified  electors  of 
such  municipality,  the  question  whether  toll  shall  be  col- 
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lected  for  passing  over  or  across  such  viaduct  or  bridge ;  and  ^®^***^  ^^' 
if  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  election  or  elections  1®°*^- 
shall  be  in  favor  of  collecting  such  toll,  then  it  is  hereby 
made  the  duty  of  such  council  to  provide  by  ordinance  for 
the  collection  of  such  toll,  prescribing  the  rate  and  the  man- 
ner and  conditions  of  collection ;  and  all  moneys  so  collected, 
after  deducting  the  cost  of  collection,  shall  be  applied  in  pay- 
ment of  the  interest  on  the  bonds  issued  by  authority  of  this 
act,  and  that  to  which  it  is  supplementary,  and  to  no  other 
use. 

Sec.  5.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  council  of  any  Bonds  to  b« 
municipal  corporation  actimg  by  authority  of  this  law,  at  a  iMuedonlyby 
special  election  appointed  by  resolution  or  otherwise,  within  ^'^^^  of  elect- 
thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  before  issuing  ®"* 
any  of  the  bonds  provided  for  in  section  one,  to  submit  to  a 
vote  of  the  qualified  electors  of  the  corporation,  the  question 
whether  the  bonds  so  authorized  shall  be  issued,  and  if  a 
majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  at  such  election  shall  be  in 
favor  of  issuing  said  bonds,  then  said  council  shall,  by  ordi- 
nance, cause  said  bonds  to  be  issued  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
and  not  otherwise.  But  in  case  the  said  issuing  of  bonds 
shall  not  be  authorized  at  said  election,  then  paid  corporation 
may  again  submit  said  question  to  said  voters,  in  manner  as

ceeds the  sum  of  twenty  millions  of  dollars  and  is  less  than 
fifty  millions  of  dollars,  the  county  commissioners  may,  at  the 
March  session  of  their  board,  annually  levy  a  tax  for  road  and 
bridge  purposes  of  not  more  than  one  mill  and  one-tenth  of  a 
mill,  upon  all  taxable  property  in  such  counties  outside  of 
and  not  including  such  cities,  to  be  expended  by  them  accord- 
ing to  law  for  road  and  bridge  purposes  in  such  counties  out- 
side of  and  not  including  such  cities,  and  no  tax  for  road  and 
bridge  purposes  shall  be  levied  by  such  commissioners  upon 
property  in  such  cities.

fourteen  years  or  over  may  remain  for  a  period  of  (7)  seven 
years,  if  in  the  judgment  of  the  trustees,  or  the  superintend- 
ent under  their  direction,  the  character,  progress,  capacity, 
and  conduct  of  the  pupil  in  each  case  justihes  so  long  a  pupil- 
age ;  provided  that  no  pupil  shall  remain  after  reaching  the 
age  of  twenty-three  years,  excejjt  in  the  cases  hereinafter 
provided  for.  Persons  over  twenty-one  years  of  age  may  be 
received  for  one  year,  for  the  purpose  of  learning  any  trade 
or  employment  taught  in  the  mechanical  department;  and 
they  may  also  receive  instruction  in  one  or  more  studies,  if 
this  can  be  done  without  interfering  with  the  purpose  for 
which  they  are  admitted.  In  addition  to  the  one  year 
specified  for  those  over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  females 
over  twenty-one  years  of  age  may  be  allowed  to  remain 
three  years  more,  if  their  capacity  shall  render  it  advisa- 
ble :  Provided,  that  the  superintendent,  subject  to  the 
trustees,  may  permit  former  pupils,  for  a  period  not  ex- 
ceeding a  year,  to  return  to  the  institution  for  the  purpose 
of  reviewing  or  perfecting  their  studies,  but  not  at  an  age 
beyond  the  oldest  period  provided  for  in  this  act.  The 
trustees,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  superintendent, 
may,  at  any  time  for  sufficient  cause,  terminate  the  course  of 
any  pupil,  and  the  superintendent  shall  have  authority,  sub- 
ject to  the  trustees,  to  dismiss  any  pupil  for  persistent  diso- 
bedience, immoral  conduct,  or  other  cause,  that  renders  the 
person  unfit  to  remain  in  the  institution.  Nothing  herein 
contained  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  the  admission  of 
pupils  who  are  not  residents  of  Ohio,  if  there  shall  be  ac- 
commodation therefor,  upon  the  payment  of  such  sums  and 
upon  such  terms  as  the  trustees  may  determine ;  and  the 
money  so  received  from  pupils  not  residing  in  this  state  shall 
be  paid  over  to  the  steward,  receipted  for  by  him,  and  by  him 
certified  into  the  state  treasurv  to  the  credit  of  the  general 
revenue  fund.  It  shall  be  the  Suty  of  such  steward  to  make 
a  correct  record  of  all  such  moneys  received  by  him,  in  a 
book  to  be  printed  for  that  purpose,  which  record  shall  bejopen 
for  the  inspection  of  any  person  wishing  to  examine  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  nine  of  the  act  passed  April  6,  1866, 
be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  9.  The  trustees  are  authorized  to  receive  into 
the  institution  such  blind  and  purblind  persons  resident  of 
the  state  of  Ohio,  as  they,  and  the  superintendent  are  satis- 
fied from  reliable  information  and  examination  are  persons 
suitable  in  age  and  mental  capacity  to  receive  instruction  by 
the  methods  therein  pursued.  Provided,  no  person  shall  be 
received  who  is  addicted  to  immoral  practices  or  affected 
with  any  contagious  or  offensive  disease.  The  superintend- 
ent, subject  to  the  trustees,  may  reject  or  discharge  from  the 
institution  any  person  who  has  sight  sufficient  to  read  com- 
mon print  continuously. 

Section  11.  All  pupils  admitted  into  the  institution,  who 
have  a  legal  residence  in  the  state,  shall  be  supported  at  the 
expense  of  the  state :    Provided,  that  parents  or  guardians 
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of  such  pupils  shall  be  required  to  keep  them  comfortably    Proviao. 
and  neatly  clothed,  and  to  pay  their  traveling  and  incidental 
expenses.     If  able  so  to  do,  parents  and  guardians  shall  be 
required  for  incidental  expenses  to  deposit  with  the  steward 
the  sum  of  five  dollars.     If  parents,  guardians,  or  any  adult    jjeglect  or 
pupil  shall  neglect  or  fail  to  pay  said  expenses  or  to  furnish    failure  to  pay 
the  requisite  clothing,  the  steward  of  the  institution  is  here-    expenae8,eto. 
by  :i  uthorized  to  pay  such  expenses  and  furnish  the  requisite 
clothing  and  pay  for  the  same  out  of  the  appropriation  for 
the  current  expenses  of  the  institution,  keeping  and  report- 
ing a  separate  .m  recount  of  the  same.     The  account  so  drawn 
up,  signed  by  the  btoward,  countersigned  b}'  the  supintend- 
ent,  and  sealed  with  th«^  seal  of  the  institution,  shall  be  for- 
warded to  the  auditor  of  tlie  county  from  which  the  pupil 
came,  who  shall  pay  the  amount  of  said  bill  out  of  the  county 
funds  to  the  steward  of  the  institution,  to  be  audited  to  the 
current  expense  fund,  and  said  auditor  shall  then  proceed  to 
collect  the  same,  in  the  name  of  the  stat;^  of  Ohio,  as  other 
debts  are  collected.  • 

Sec.  3.  That  section  ten  of  the  above  recited  act  as  passed 
March  10,  1873,  and  sections  nine,  eleven  and  twelve  of  said 
described  act,  passed  April  6,  1866,  be  and  the  same  is  here- 
by repealed.

Be  it  e^mcted  by  the  General  AssewHAy  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  any  railroad  company  organized  under  any ' 
general  law  of  this  state,  may,  by  a  resolutior>  adopted  by  a 
majority  of  the  board  of  directors,  at  a  meeting  thereof,  duly 
called  for  the  purpose,  with  the  written  consent  of  three- 
fourths  in  interest  of  the  stockholders,  change  the  line  or 
any  part  thereof  and  either  of  the  proposed  termini  of  its 
proposed  railroad :  provided,  no  change  shall  be  made  which 
shall  involve  the  abandonment  of  any  part  of  said  railroad, 
either  partlyor  completely  constructed;  and  providedfurther, 
that  any  subscription  of  stock  made  upon  the  faith  of  the 
location  of  such  railroad  or  part  thereof,  upon  any  line 
abandoned  by  any  such  change,  shall  be  canceled  at  the 
written  request  of  the  subscriber  not  having  consented  as 
aforesaid,  filed  with  the  secretary  or  other  chief  of  such  com- 
pany. 

Sec.  2.  When  any  such  change  shall  be  made  as  aforesaid, 
the  same  shall  be  described  in  such  resolution,  a  duly  authen- 
ticated copy  of  which,  under  the  seal  of  the  company,  shall 
be  filed  with  the  secretary  of  state,  and  by  him  recorded 
with  proper  reference  on  the  record  of  the  original  certificate 
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of  such  company,  and  when  such  resolution  shall  be  so  filed, 
such  change  in  the  proposed  line  or  terminus,  or  both,  of 
such  proposed  railroad  shall  be  considered  as  made,  and  shall 
be  valid  and  binding  to  all  intents  and  purposes  the  same  as 
if  such  changed  line  had  been  the  line  originally  described 
in  such  certificate. 

Sec.  3.  When  any  such  company  shall  have  issued  its 
mortgage  bonds  for  the  construction  of  such  railroad,  the 
record  of  the  mortgage  securing  the  same,  in  each  county 
through  which  the  changed  line  of  such  railroad  shall  pass, 
shall  be  as  effectual  to  create  a  lien  upon  the  changed  line  of 
such  railroad  and  upon  all  the  property  of  such  company  as 
if  such  mortgage  contained  a  complete  description  of  such 
changed  line  and  of  such  property.

the  use  of  court-houses  and  jails. 

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Ohhy  That  in  all  cases,  when  it  shall  become  necessary  to 
procure  land  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  court-house 
or  furnishing  light  or  air  to  any  jail  or  court-house  in  any 
county  having  a  population  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  thou- 
sand and  not  more  than  two  hundred  thousand  at  the  last 
federal  census,  or  in  any  county  containing  a  city  of  the  first 
class  having  been  advanced  to  that  grade  between  decennial 
periods,  or  for  the  purpose  of  affording  access  to  such  jail  or 
court-house  from  any  public  highway,  or  protecting  the  same 
against  fire,  it  shall  be  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be  lawful

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  oj  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  the  fourth  and  sixth  sections  of  the  act  enti- 
tled '*  an  act  to  authorize  companies  incorporated  for  the  con- 
strij^ction  of  hotels  to  issue  preferred  stock,  passed  April  17, 
1873,  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Section  4.  That  the  preferred  stock  so  subscribed  for  shall 
receive,  out  of  the  net  income  of  the  company  a  dividend,  pay- 
able semi-annually,  of  not  exceeding  eight  per  cent,  per  an- 
num, or  such  less  rate  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  company  at  the 
time  of  subscribing  for  such  stock  ;  and  in  case  the  net  in- 
come of  the  company  shall  not  in  any  year  be  sufficient  to

considered  in  the  city  treasury  as  unappropriated  in  his 
making  any  subsequent  certificate,  until  the  contract,  agree- 
ment, obligation,  ordinance,  resolution  or  order  bearing  such 
certificate  has  been  indefinitely  postponed  or  otherwise  finally 
disposed  of,  and  all  ordinances,  resolutions  or  orders  passea 
or  contracts  or  obligations  entered  into  as  aforesaid,  contrary 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  null  and  void. 

Sec.  7.  That  sections  ninety-seven,  six  hundred  and  forty- 
three,  six  hundred  and  forty-nine,  six  hundred  and  fifty,  and 
six  hundred  and  fifty-six  of  the  act  of  May  7, 1869,  aforesaid, 
and  said  section  six  hundred  and  sixty-three  as  amended  as 
aforesaid,  be  and  they  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  8.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

To  regnlat-e  the  fees  of  probate  judges,  clerks  of  the  courts,  sheriffs,  wit- 
nesses, jurors,  fee^  in  partitions,  and  to  repeal  certain  acts  therein  named. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
oi  Ohio^  That  each  probate  judge  in  this  state  shall  receive 
ior  services  rendered,  the  fees  prescribed  in  section  two  of 
this  act,  and  no  more. 

Skc.  2.     For  docketing  each  case,  to  be  charged  but  once, 
five  cents ;  for  entering  the  appearance  of  the  parties,  to  be 
charged  but  once,  ten  cents  in  each  case ;   for  taking  affidavit, 
twelve  cents ;  for  issuing  summons  or  other  writs  under  seal, 
twenty-flve  cents . each ;    for  entering  order  to  advertise,    |^**^** ^^a^^ 
twenty-five  cents;  for  filing  petition,  answer  or  any  other     *"^^J"  ^®* 
paper  necessary  to  complete  tne  pleadings  in  any  cause,  five 
cents ;  and  for  all  other  papers,  except  accounts  ctirrent,  and 
vouchers  of  executors,  administrators  and  guardians,  four 
cents  each ;  for  entering  the  return  of  any  writ,  five  cents ; 
for  issuing  a  subpoena  where  there  is  but  one  witness  named, 
twelve  cents,  and  for  every  additional  name,  four  cents ;  for 
swearing  each  witness,  four  cents ;  for  entering  attendance 
of  each  witness,  six  cents;  for  indexing  each  cause,  ten  cents ; 
for  entering  judgment  on  journal,  ten  cents ;  for  recording 
general  verdict,  ten  cents ;  for  entering  order  on  journal,  ten 
cents  for  each  one  hundred  words ;  for  transcribing  judgment 
or  orders  on  the  docket,  ten  cents ;  for  entering  satisfaction

tion, certiorari  or  habeas  corpus,  ten  cents ;  for  issuing  ex- 
ecution, thirty  cents;  for  docketing  each  execution  issued,  ten 
cents ;  for  issuing  orders  of  sale,  thirty  cents,  and  ten  cents 
for  every  hundred  words  said  writ  may  contain  over  the  first 
hundrea;  for  recording  returns  on  writs  of  execution  and 
orders  of  sale,  ten  cents  for  each  one  hundred  words ;  for  each 
certificate  to  which  the  seal  of  the  court  is  required,  and  not 
herein  provided  for,  forty  cents ;  for  probate  of  will  and  entry 
thereof,  thirty-five  cents;  for  issuing  letters  testamentary, 
or  letters  of  administration  or  guardianship,  under  seal  of 
court,  one  dollar ;  for  taking  bond  of  executors,  administra- 
tors or  guardians,  thirty  cents;  for  recording  a  bond,  will, 
inventory,  sale  bill  or  settlement  of  executors,  administrators 
or  guardians,  ten  cents  for  every  one  hundred  words;  for^ 
making  out  copies  of  wills,  inventories,  sale  bills,  settlements' 
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or  rules  of  court  ordered  or  to  be  furnished  by  executors,  ad- 
ministrators and  guardians,  ten  centos  for  each  one  hundred 
words ;  for  entering  the  appointment  of  executors,  adminis- 
trators, guardians  or  appraisers  of  property,  twelve  and  a 
half  cents ;  for  copy  of  order  to  appraisers,  twelve  and  a  half 
cents;  for  filing  an  account,  warrant  and  vouchers  of  an 
executor,  administrator  or  guardian  for  settlement,  and  en- 
tering the  same  on  the  minutes  of  the  court,  twenty  cents ; 
for  entering  order  of  settlement  of  same,  fifteen  cents;  for 
examining  partial  or  final  settlements  of  guardians,  execu- 
tors or  administrators,  one  dollar  each,  where  there  are  not 
more  than  fifty  vouchers  to  be  examined,  and  if  any  account 
shall  contain  more  than  fifty  vouchers,  the  sum  of  two  cents 
for  each  additional  voucher  so  examined ;  for  issuing  citation 
to  executors,  administrators  or  guardians,  thirty  cents ;  for 
administering  an  oath  when  necessary,  and  issuing  a  mar- 
riage license  and  filing  and  recording  the  certificate  of  mar- 
riage, seventy-five  cents ;  for  giving  notice  of  time  of  settle- 
ment, ten  cents ;  for  hearing  application  on  behalf  of  idiots 
and  lunatics,  two  dollars;  for  hearing  application  for  the  right 
of  way  for  railroads,  plank  roads  and  turnpikes,  or  road  ap- 
peals, two  dollars  per  day ;  for  hearing  and  deciding  applica- 
tion in  contested  cases,  on  petition  of  administrators,  guard- 
ians or  executors  to  sell  land,  and  petitions  to  convey,  one 
dollar,  to  be  taxed  in  each  of  the  above  cases  in  the  oill  of 
costs;  for  holding  examining  courts,  two  dollars  per  day; 
and  for  hearing  and  determining  applications  on  habeas 
corpus  in  criminal  cases,  two  dollars,  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
county  treasury ;  for  hearing  and  determine  applications  for 
habeas  corpus  in  civil  cases,  one  dollar ;  and  for  hearing  and 
determining  applications  in  contested  cases,  two  dollars,  to 
be  taxed  in  the  bill  of  costs  against  the  unsuccessful  party. 
That  the  probate  judge  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  the 
registry  of  births  and  deaths,  the  sum  of  ten  cents  for  the 
registry  of  each  birth  and  each  death  returned  to  his  oflSce, 
by  the  provisions  of  an  act  providing  for  the  registry  of 
births  and  deaths,  and  to  repeal  an  act  therein  named,  passed 
and  took  effect  April  30,  1869,  (O.  L.,  vol.  6G,  page  69,)  and 
that  the  probate  judge  shall  receive  no  other  compensation 
for  any  indexing  or  recording,  or  any  other  service  whatever 
that  is  necessary  to  complete  the  records  or  reports  required 
by  the  act  of  April  30, 1869,  herein  referred  to.  That  section 
six  (6)  of  the  act  of  April  30,  1869,  (0.  L.,  vol.  66,  p.  69,)  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  And  for  any  other  services  not  herein  provided 
for,  the  same  fees  shall  be  allowed  as  for  similar  services  in 
the  court  of  common  pleas :  Provided,  that  no  probate  judge 
shall  charge  or  be  allowed  any  compensation  for  preparing 
or  making  out  the  account  of  any  exe^cutor,  administrator, 
or  guardian  for  settlement. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  costs  in  all  criminal  proceedings  taxed 
in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  adjudged  in 
favor  of  the  state,  shall,  when  collected  by  the  probate  judge, 
.  be  paid  by  him  into  the  county  treasury.  And  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  probate  judge  to  administer  all  oaths,  and 
make  certificates  in  pension  cases,  without  compensation.

dictment, affidavit,  bill  of  exceptions,  or  other  necessary 
docum*^nts,  five  cents ;  for  taking  each  affidavit,  ten  cents ; 
for  issuing  each  summons,  summons  in  error,  notice,  capias,  • 
or  order  of  arrest,  order  of  delivery,  order  of  attachment, 
order  of  injunction,  mandamus,  mandate,  execution,  habeas 
corpus,  attachment  for  contempt,  order  of  reference,  writ  or 
dower,  writ  of  partition,  order  or  writ  of  sale,  or  any  other 
order  or  writ  (excepting  a  subpoena)  wherein  the  number  of 
words  does  not  exceed  three  hundred,  thirty  cents ;  for  issu-

ment, to  be  taxed  as  an  item  of  original  costs,  ten  cents ;  for 
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entering  an  assignment  of  a  judgment  or  final  order,  ten 
cents^;  ifor  entering  continuance,  discontinuance,  dismissal, 
or  settlement  of  a  case,  ten  cents ;  for  entering  a  notice  of 
appeal,  ten  cents;  for  entering  on  the  journal  the  finding  of 
an  indictment,  ten  cents ;  and  entering  on  the  journal  any 
plea  not  required  to  be  in  writing,  ten  cents ;  for  polling  a 
;jury  when  required,  thirty  cents;  for  attending  to  the  strik- 
ing of  a  special  jury  and  issuing  a  venire  thereof,  one  dollar; 
for  drawing  a  cost  bill,  which  shall  be  taxed  but  once  in  each

cents ;  for  making  direct  and  reverse  index  to  each  execution 
issued,  ten  cents ;  for  entering  and  recording  the  return  of 
an  execution  where  the  number  of  words  does  not  exceed 
one  hundred,  ten  cents ;  for  entering  and  recording  the  re- 
turn of  an  election  where  the  words  exceed  one  hundred,  ten 
cents  for  each  one  hundred  words ;  for  each  certificate  with 
the  seal  of  the  court  annexed  (excepting  when  aflSxed  to  a 
copy),  required  by  a  party  or  the  law,  forty  cents  ;  for  each 
certificate  to  which  the  seal  of  the  court  is  not  required,  and 
not  herein  otherwise  provided  for,  twenty  cents;  for  a  search 
of  files,  records,  or  dockets  (excepting  for  a  party  or  an  at- 
torney^, ten  cents  ;  for  taking  and  entering  a  declaration  of 
intention  to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  for 
a  certified  copy  of  such  entry  under  the  seal  of  the  court, 
twenty-five  cents ;  for  entering  the  final  admission  of  an 
alien  to  the  rights  of  citizenship,  and  for  a  certified  copy 
thereof  under  the  seal  of  the  court,  twenty-five  cents ;  for 
issuing  license  to  an  auctioneer,  a  ferry  keeper,  or  any  other 
license  ordered  by  court,  fifty  cents ;  for  receiving  poll  books 
of  justices'  elections,  certifying  elections  therefrom,  admin- 
istering oath,  and  entering  the  same  of  record,  one  dollar,  to 
be  paid  by  each  justice  on  receiving  his  commission ;  for 
receiving  and  disbursing  moneys  other  than  costs  and  fees 
paid  over  to  such  clerks  in  pursuance  of  an  order  of  court, 
or  on  judgments,  and  which  has  not  been  collected  by  the 
sheriff  or  other  proper  officers,  on  order  or  execution,  to  be 
taxed  against  the  party  charged  with  the  payment  of  such 
money,  a  commission  of  one  per  centum  on  the  first  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  of  one-half  per  centum  on  all  exceeding 
one  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  fees  accruing  to  the  clerk  foiv  servicee 
rendered  by  him  in  any  criminal  case  wherein  the  state  fails 
to  convict  or  collect  the  costs,  after  due  and  diligent  effort 
made  therefor,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury,  on 
the  order  of  the  county  auditor,  which  shall  issue  upon  the 
certificate  of  said  clerk,  approved  by  the  county  commission- 
ers ;  provided,  that  no  such  certificate  shall  be  approved  by 
the  county  commissioners  until  said  clerk  shall  have  com- 
plied with  the  provisions  of  section  two  of  the  act  passed 
April  9,  1861,  entitled  '^An  act  to  amend  the  first,  second^ 
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and  third  sections  of  an  act  requiring  annual  settlements*  by 
the  county  officers,"  passed  March  22,  1850. 

Sec.  8.  That  for  drawing  each  grand  jury  and  issuing  a 
venire  therefor,  the  clerk  shall  receive  a  fee  of  one  dollar ; 
for  certifying  for  fees  for  each  grand  juror,  ten  cents ;  and 
for  all  services  rendered  to  the  grand  jury,  he  shall  receive 
the  same  fees  as  are  allowed  for  similar  services  in  a  cause 
pending  in  court,  the  same  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county 
treasury  in  the  same  manner  as  the  fees  specified  in  the  pre- 
ceding section. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  several  clerks  of  the  said  courts  shall 
receive  from  the  treasurers  of  their  respective  counties,  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  fees  specified  in  the  last  two  preced- 
ing sections,  the  following  fees  for  miscellaneous  services 
performed  by  them  respectively :  for  making  out  abstracts 
of  elections  (except  justices'  elections),  for  each  one  hundred 
words,  ten  cents;  for  each  certificate,  with  the  seal  of  the 
court  attached  to  abstract,  forty  cents ;  for  certifying  for  fees 
for  judges  and  clerks  of  elections,  ten  cents  each ;  for  certify- 
ing the  enumeration  of  white  male  citizens  over  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years  to  the  secretary  of  state,  one  dollar,  and 
for  filing  each  list  of  such  enumeration,  ten  cents;  for  appor- 
tioning jurors  to  the  several  townships,  copying  the  names 
and  placing  the  sam^  in  the  jury-box,  three  dollars,  annually ; 
for  making  up  and  completing  general  indexes,  direct  and 
reverse  of  all  judgments,  final  orders  and  decrees,  ten  cents  for 
each  case,  so  indexed;  for  making  out  lists  of  unclaimed 
.  costs,  and  paying  the  same  to  the  treasurer,  five  per  centum 
on  the  amount  of  money  paid;  for  reporting  annually  to  the 
county  commissioners  the  amount  of  fines  assessed  by  their 
respective  courts,  one  dollar ;  for  reporting  annually  to  prose- 
cuting attorney  amount  of  fines  and  costs,  collections  thereon, 
etc.,  three  dollars ;  for  reporting  annually  to  auditor  of  state 
as  to  collections  of  costs  in  penitentiary  cases,  one  dollar ; 
for  each  civil  jury  list  certified  to  county  treasurer,  fifty 
cents. 

Sec.  10.     That  the  county  commissioners  shall  furnish  to    clerks  allow-

applications  or  affidavits. 

Sheriffs'  Fees. 

Sec  11.    That  the  fees  and  compensation  of  sheriffs  shall    Fees  of  sher- 
be  as  follows,  viz :  iff- 

For  the  service  of  every  writ  or  summons  and  the  return 
thereof  (subpoenas  only  excepted)  when  only  one  defendant 
is  namea  therein,  thirty-five  cents ;  for  each  additional  de-

every  bail  bond,  forty  cents. 

For  committing  to  prison  or  discharging  therefrom,  seven- 
ty-five cents. 

For  attending  a  person  before  a  judge  or  court,  seventy-five 
cents. 

For  serving  a  writ  of  possession,  with  the  aid  of  the  county, 
two  dollars. 

For  serving  such  writ  without  the  aid  of  the  county,  one 
dollar. 

For  executing  a  writ  of  injury  and  returning  the  same 
with  inquisition,  one  dollar. 

For  the  copy  of  any  writ  or  process  necessary  to  complete 
a  service,  for  each  one  hundrea  words,  ten  cents. 

For  serving  and  returning  a  subpoena  for  each  person 
named  therein,  twelve  and  a  half  cents. 

For  serving  and  returning  a  subpoena  for  each  person 
named  therein  to  appear  before  the  grand  jury,  twelve  and 
a  half  cents,  to  be  paid  by  the  county  upon  the  certificate  of 
*  the  clerk. 

For  serving  and  returning  venire  for  petit  jury,  traveling- 
fees  included,  to  be  paid  by  the  county,  five  dollars. 

For  summoning  a  jury,  to  be  i^lowe^  on  each  issue,  in- 
cluding traveling  fees,  fifty  cents. 

For  summoning  a  grand  jury,  traveling  fees  included,  to 
be  paid  by  the  county,  five  dollars. 

For  summoning  a  special  jury,  including  traveling  fees, 
five  dollars. 

Traveling  fees  upon  all  writs,  precepts  and  subpoenas,  from 
place  of  return  to  the  place  of  service,  ten  cents  per  mile. 

Poundage  on  all  moneys  actually  made  and  paid  to  the 
sheriflf  on  execution,  decree  or  sale  of  real  estate  (except  on 
writs  of  partition  for  the  sale  of  real  estate),  two  per  centum 
on  the  first  thousand  dollars,  and  one  per  centum  on  all  sums 
over  one  thousand  dollars;  provided,  that  where  such  real 
estate  shall  be  bid  off  and  purchased  by  the  plaintiff*  in  exe- 
cution or  the  complainant  in  chancery,  the  sheriff"  shall  not 
be  entitled  to  any  poundage  except  on  the  amount  over  and 
above  the  claim  of  the  plaintiff  or  complainant. 

Service  of  a  declaration  in  ejectment  and  return,  the  same 
fees  as  are  allowed  for  the  service  of  a  summons,  including 
mileage,  as  herein  provided. 

For  making  a  deed  of  land  sold  on  execution,  decree  or 
order  of  court,  to  be  paid  by  the  purchaser,  two  dollars  and 
fifty  cents. 

For  serving  and  returning  a  writ  of  scire  facias  (which 
shall  be  served  in  the  same  manner  as  a  summons),  when 
only  one  defendant  is  named  therein,  thirty-five  cents,  and 
for  each  additional  defendant,  twenty  cents. 

Serving  any  person  with  an  order  of  court,  and  making 
return  thereof,  thirty-five  cents,  and  mileage  as  on  service  of 
summons. 

For  calling  a  jury,  twelve  cents. 

For  opening  court  and  calling  each  action,  to  be  charged 
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but  once  each  term  of  the  court  in  which  the  cause  may  be 
pending,  sixteen  cents. 

For  calling  each  witness,  six  cents. 

For  bringing  up  a  person  on  habeas  corpus,  one  dollar. 

Summoning  a  jury  in  forcible  entry  and  detainer,  or  in 
forcible  entry  only,  two  dollars. 

For  serving  a  writ  of  restitution,  one  dollar,  and  mileage 
thereon  as  in  other  cases.

For  executing  a  writ  of  partition,  one  dollar  and  fifty 
cents,  and  traveling  fees  as  in  other  cases. 

For  selling  real  estate  under  an  order  of  court,  when  the 
same  will  not  bear  partition,  one  per  centum  where  the 
amount  of  the  sales  aoes  not  exceed  two  thousand  dollars ;  • 
where  the  same  exceeds  two  thousand  dollars,  one  per  centum 
on  the  first  two  thousand  dollars,  and  one-half  per  centum  on 
the  amount  over  and  above  that  sum. 

Sec.  12.  That  the  court  of  common  pleas  in  each  county

incorporated  city  or  town,  to  be  paid  for'  as  is  provided  in 
this  act,  in  the  courts  of  record,  tne  sum  of  fifty  cents  a  day 
and  the  mil^^age  aforesaid:  Provided  that  no  mileage  shall 
be  allowf»d  in  any  case  where  the  distance  from  the  place  of 
residence  of  the  witness  to  the  place  where  he  is  called  upon 
to  testify  is  less  than  one  mile. 

Sec.  27  [25].    That  witnesses  attending  under  recognizance 
or  subpoena  issued  by  order  of  the  prosecuting  attorney  or  de- 
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fendant,  before  the  court  of  common  pleas,  or  other  courts  of 
record  in  criminal  cases,  shall  be  allowed  the  following  fees; 
For  each  day's  attendance,  seventy-five  cents,  and  five  cents 
per  mile,  as  in  civil  cases,  to  be  taxed  in  only  one  case,  when 
attending  in  more  cases  than  one  on  the  same  days,  unless 
otherwise  directed  by  special  order  of  the  court.

every  twenty-five  miles  for  transporting  and  subsisting  each 
defendant  as  aforesaid. 

Sec  33  [31].  That  the  clerk  of  any  court  to  whom  a  writ  shall 
be  returned  aforesaid,  shall  pay  to  such  sherifi  or  other  officer 
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fees  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section ;  and 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  clerk  to  refuse  to  issue  such  writ 
until  the  party,  his  agent  or  attorney  shall  deposit  funds 
sufficient  to  enable  said  clerk  to  do  the  same,  which  fees  and 
expenses  shall  be  taxed  on  the  execution,  and  when  collected 
of  said  defendant  or  defendants  shall  be  for  the  use  of  such 
party  wlio  may  have  advanced  the  same.

Provided,  however,  that  the  provisions  contained  in  this  sec- 
tion, or  in  preceding  sections,  shall  in  nowise  apply  to  coun- 
ties having  a  population  of  two  hundred  thousand  or  more; 
and  ihe  present  rates  of  fees,  and  laws  governing  the  same, 
shnll,  80  far  as  the  same  are  applicable  to  such  counties,  be 
and  remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

Sec.  43  [41.]  Thisact  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

To  amend  section  sixteen  (16)  of  an  act  for  the  assesAinent  and  taxation 
of  property  in  this  state,  and  for  levying  taxes  thereon  acc(»rding  to 
its  true  value  in  money,  passed  Ajml  olh,  1853.    (S.  «fe  C.  vol.  2,  p.  1446.) 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  As^^emhly  of  the  StaJte 
of  Ohio,  That  section  sixteen  of  an  act  passed  April  5th,  1859 
(S  &  C,  p.  1446),  for  the  assessment  and  taxation  of  prop- 
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erty  in  this  state,  and  for  levying  taxes  thereon  according  to 
its  true  value  in  money,  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows : 
Section  16.  The  president,  secretary,  and  principal  ac- 
counting oflTicer  on  every  canal  or  slackwater  navigation 
company,  turnpike  company,  plank  road  company,  bridge 
company,  insurance  company,  telegraph  company,  or  other 
joint  stock  company,  except  banking  or  other  corporations 
whose  taxation  is  specifically  provided  for,  for  whatever  pur- 
pose they  may  have  been  created,  whether  incorporated  by 
any  law  of  this  state  or  not,  shall  list  for  taxation,  verified 
by  the  oath  or  aflfirmation  of  the  person  so  listing  all  the  per- 
sonal property,  which  shall  be  held  to  include  road-bed, 
water  and  wood  stations,  and  such  other  realty  as  is  neces- 
sary to  the  daily  running  operations  of  the  road,  moneys, 
and  credits  of  such  company  or  corporation  within  the  state, 
at  the  actual  value  in  money,  in  manner  following :  In  all 
cases  return  shall  be  made  to  the  several  auditors  of  the  re- 
spective counties  where  such  property  may  be  situated, 
together  with  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  said  property 
which  is  situated  in  each  township,  incorporated  village, 
city,  or  ward  therein.  The  value  of  all  movable  property 
shall  be  added  to  the  stationary  and  fixed  property  and  real 
estate,  and  apportioned  to  such  wards,  cities,  incorporated 
villages  or  township?,  pro  rata  in  proportion  to  the  value  of 
the  real  estate  and  fixed  property  in  said  ward,  city,  incor- 
porated village,  or  township,  and  all  property  so  listed  shall 
be  subject  to  and  pay  the  same  taxes  as  other  property  listed 
in  such  ward,  city,  incorporated  village,  or  township.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  accounting  officer  aforesaid  to  make 
return  to  the  auditor  of  state  during  the  month  of  May  of 
each  year,  the  a^rgregate  amount  of  all  property  by  him  re- 
turned, as  required  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  the  sev- 
eral auditors  of  the  respective  counties  in  which  the  same 
may  be  located.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  of  each 
county,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  May  annually,  to 
furnish  the  aforesaid  president,  secretary,  principal  account- 
ing oflScer  or  agent  the  necessary  blanks  for  the  purpose  of

To  protect  surgeons,  physicians,  dentists  and  patients  from  the  morbid 
condition  of  the  nervons  system,  some  times  produced  by  the  adminia- 
tration  of  aniesthetica. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Ohioy  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  surgeon,  physician, 
dentist  or  other  person  to  administer  chloroform,  ether,  nit- 
rous oxide,  or  any  other  ansesthetic  without  the  immediate 
presence  of  some  third  person,  of  sound  mind,  and  above  the 
age  of  fifteen  years,  during  such  administration,  and  all  oper- 
ations connected  therewith,  while  the  patient  is  in  whole  or 
in  part  in  a  condition  of  ansesthesise. 

Sec  2.  Any  surgeon,  physician,  dentist,  or  any  other  per- 
son found  guilty  of  violating  the  provisions  of  section  one  of 
this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  oi  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction, 
shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than 
twenty-five  dollars,  and  pay  the  costs  of  prosecution.

Supplementary  to  an  act  entitled  **  an  act  to  authorize  county  commia- 
sioners  in  certain  cases  to  accept  devises  and  legacies,  and  to  erect  and 
maintain  an  orphan  asylum  in  connection  with  a  children's  home/'  passed 
and  took  effect  February  11, 1869,  (O.  L.,  voL  66,  page  8,)  and  to  amend 
section  four  of  said  act. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Ohioy  That  section  four  of  the  above  recited  act  be  so 
amended  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  4.  That  when  the  necessary  site  and  buildings 
are  provided  by  the  county,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court 
of  common  pleas  of  such  county,  immediately  thereafter,  to 
appoint  aboard  of  six  trustees  to  manage  the  said  institution, 
and  who  shall  be  judicious  persons,  resident  of  said  county. 
The  two  directors  first  named  shall  serve  for  six  years,  tne 
second  two  for  four  years,  and  the  third  two  for  two  years, 
and  as  their  terms  shall  expire,  their  successors  shall  De  ap- 
pointed by  the  court  for  the  term  of  six  years ;  and  in  case  of  , 
removal  from  the  county,  death,  resignation,  removal  by  the 
court  for  cause,  or  vacancy  in  said  office,  or  for  any  other 
cause,  the  court  shall  fill  such  vacancy  at  its  first  session 
thereafter.  Said  trustees  shall  not  receive  any  compensation 
for  their  services.  They  shall  appoint  a  superintendent  and 
other  necessary  officers  of  said  institution,  and  with  the  con- 
currence of  the  county  commissioners,  fix  the  salaries  there- 
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of;  said  officers  to  be  removed  at  any  time  at  the  pleasure  of

city  or  village  to  a  township  or  incorporated  village  in  the 
same  county,  or  from  a  township  or  incorporated  village  to  a 
ward  of  a  city  or  village  in  the  same  county,  or  from  one 
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township  to  another  in  the  same  county,  in  which  cases  such 
person  snail  have  the  right  to  vote  in  such  township,  inoor^ 
porated  village  or  ward  of  a  city  or  village,  without  having 
resided  therein  the  length  of  time  above  described  to  entitle 
a  person  to  vote :  Provided,  that  such  voter  so  removing 
with  his  family  from  a  township  to  an  incorporated  village 
or  ward  of  a  city  or  village  in  the  same  county,  shall  not  have 
the  right  to  vote  at  any  municipal  election  held  in  such  city 
or  incorporated  village  unless  he  shall  have  resided  therein 
twenty  days  prior  to  such  municipal  election.  In  determin- 
ing the  residence  of  a  person  offering  to  vote,  the  judges  of  the 
election  shall  be  governed  by  the  following  rules: 

first — That  place  shall  be  considered  and  held  to  be  the 
residence  of  a  person  in  which  his  habitation  in  fixed,  with- 
out any  present  intention  of  removing  therefrom,  and  to 
which,  whenever  he  is  absent,  he  has  the  intention  of  return- 
ing. 

Second — A  person  shall  not  be  considered  or  held  to  have 
lost  his  residence  who  shall  leave  his  home  and  go  into  an- 
other state,  or  county  of  this  state,  for  temporary  purposes 
merely,  with  an  intention  of  returning. 

Third — The  place  where  the  family  of  a  married  man  resides 
shall  be  considered  and  held  to  be  his  place  of  residence,  ex- 
cept where  husband  and  wife  have  separated  and  live  apart, 
then  the  place  where  they  resided  at  the  time  of  the  separa- 
tion shall  be  considered  and  held  to  be  his  place  of  residence, 
unless  he  shall  afterwards  and  during  the  time  of  such  sepa- 
ration remove  from  such  place,  in  which  case  the  county, 
township,  city,  or  incorporated  village  in  this  state  in  which 
he  shall  reside  the  length  of  time  required  by  the  provisions 
ot  this  section  to  entitle  a  person  to  vote,  shall  be  considered 
and  held  to  be  his  place  of  residence.   ^ 

Fourth — A  person  shall  not  be  considered  or  held  to  have 
gained  a  residence  in  any  county,  township,  city  or  incorpor- 
ated village  in  this  state  into  which  he  snail  come  for  tem- 
porary purposes  merely,  without  the  intention  of  making 
such  county,  or  incorporated  village  his  home. 

Fifth — If  a  person  remove  to  another  state  with  the  inten- 
tion of  making  it  his  permanent  residence,  he  shall  be  con- 
sidered and  held  to  have  lost  his  residence  in  this  state. 

Sixth — If  a  person  remove  to  another  state  with  the  inten- 
tion of  remaining  there  for  an  indefinite  time,  and  as  a  place 
of  present  residence,  he  shall  be  considered  and  held  to  nave 
lost  his  residence  in  this  state,  notwithstanding  he  may  en- 
tertain an  intention  to  return  at  some  future  period. 

Seventh — The  mere  intention  to  acquire*  a  new  residence 
without  the  fact  of  removal,  shall  avail  nothing;  neither 
shall  the  fact  of.  removal  without  the  intention. 

Eighth — If  a  person  shall  go  into  another  state  and  while 
there  exercise  the  right  of  a  citizen  by  voting,  he  shall  be 
considered  and  held  to  have  lost  his  residence  in  this  state.

formation stating  where,  how,  or  of  whom  such  obscene,  lewd, 
indecent,  or  lascivious  articles  or  things  can  be  purchased,  or 
otherwise  obtained,  in  any  manner,  with  the  intent  of  having 
the  same  conveyed,  by  mail  or  express,  or  in  any  other  man- 
ner, or  if  any  person  shall  knowingly  or  willfully  receive  the 
same  with  intent  to  carry  or  convey,  or  shall  knowingly  carry 
or  convey  the  same,  by  express,  or  in  any  other  manner 
([except  in  the  United  Stfetes  mail),  every  person  so  offend- 
ing shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  for  each  offense 
to  the  same  fines  and  penalties  as  are  prescribed  in  the  first 
section  of  this  act,  for  the  offenses  therein  set  forth.

strument or  article  of  indecent  or  immoral  use,  or  instrument, 
article  or  medicine  for  procuring  abortion,  for  the  prevention 
of  conception,  or  for  self-pollution,  or  any  other  writing,  print- 
ing, picture  or  article  hereinbefore  prohibited,  to  issue  a  search 
warrant  authorizing  the  search  for  and  seizure  of  the  same, 
and  the  arrest  of  any  and  all  persons  having  said  property  in 
their  possession,  and  upon  it  appearing  on  inspection,  or  sat- 
isfactory proof  that  the  same  are  within  the  prohibitions  of 
this  act,^such  police  judge,  mayor  or  justice  of  the  peace,  before 
whom  any  case  prosecuted  under  this  act  shall  be  pending,  or 
the  judge  of  any  court  of  common  pleas,  shall  have  power  to  or- 
der the  same  to  be  destroyed,  and  the  same  shall  be  destroyed 
by  fire  in  their  presence  ;  provided,  that  nothing  in  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  use  of  the  same  so  far 
as  may  be  necessary  for  evidence  in  the  prosecution  of  the 
accused. 

The  judges  of  the  courts  of  common  pleas,  shall 
give  this  act  in  charge  to  the  grand  juries  of  their  respective 
courts  at  each  term  thereof.

To  prohibit  and  punish  persons  or  corporations  for  interfering  in  the  con- 

stmction  or  laying  of  railroad  track. 

Section  1.  Be  U  eno/cted  by  the  Oeneral  Aesembly  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  corpora- 
tion owning  or  operating  any  railroad  within  this  state,  to 
willfully  and  necessarily  [unnecessarily]  interfere  or  obstruct 
any  company  building  or  constructing  a  railroad  in  lying  the 
track  of  such  railroad  over  and  across  any  other  railroad,  the 
company  constructing  such  railroad  having  iuUy  complied 
with  the  law,  and  obtained  the  legal  right  to  lay  its  track  over 
and  across  any  other  railroad,  and  it  shall  also  be  unlawful 
to  obstruct  the  free  operation  of  said  road  after  it  is  con- 
structed. 

Ssc.  2.  Anjr  person  or  corporation  violating  the  provisions 
of  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  forfeit  and  pay  as  penalty 
therefor  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  per  day  for  each  day 
said  company  shall  be  so  prevented  from  laying  their  said 
track,  to  be  recovered  by  action  of  debt  in  the  name  of  the 
state  of  Ohio,  one-half  tnereof  to  go  to  the  company  so  inter- 
fered with,  and  the  other  half  to  th^  county  in  which  said 
interference  occurred,  to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  ordinary 
county  fund,  and  the  person  or  corporation  violating  said 
first  section  shall  also  be  liable  to  civil  damages.

may  be  necessary  for  the  improvement  of  the  river  Ohio,  and 
to  the  erection  thereon  of  such  structures,  buildings,  beacons 
and  light  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proposed  improvement 
under  the  plans  of  the  department  of  engineers  of  the  Uni- 
ted States.  This  consent  is  given  in  accordance  with  the 
seventeenth  clause  of  the  eighth  section  of  the  first  article 
of  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  the  acts  of  con- 
gress in  pursuance  thereof  made  and  provided. 

Sec  2.  The  lands  so  acquired,  and  the  structures,  im- 
provements and  buildings  thereon,  shall  be  forever  exempt 
from  taxes  imposed  by  this  state,  or  any  municipal  author- 
ities under  it. 

Sec.  3.  The  right  to  execute  the  civil  and  criminal  pro- 
cess of  the  state  upon  and  within  the  premises  so  to  be 
acquired  by  the  United  States,  is  hereby  reserved  by  this 
state.

To  provide  for  the  abandonment  of  a  certain  portion  of  ,the  Hocking 
canal,  lying  eastward  of  the  lock  at  the  village  of  Chauncey,  Athena 
county. 

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  so  much  of  the  Hocking  canal  as  lies  eastward 
of  the  lock,  at  the  village  of  Chauncey,  Athens  county,  Ohio, 
including  the  State  dam  in  Hocking,  below  said  lock,  and 
thence  to  the  present  terminus  of  said  canal  at  the  river 
northward  of  Athens,  near  Henold's  salt  works,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  vacated  and  abandoned :  provided,  that  all 
stone,  timber  and  material  of  every  kind,  composing  the 
locks,  dams,  or  other  structures  on  so  much  of  said  canal  and 
river,  as  is  vacated  and  abandoned  by  this  act,  is  expressly 
reserved  to  the  state,  and  that  the  board  of  public  works  of 
the  state  is  authorized  by  its  agents,  within  six  months  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  to  enter  upon  so  much  of  said  canal 
and  the  premises  adjoining  said  dam,  and  remove  said  mate- 
rial to  any  other  portion  of  said  canal,  or  sell  the  same  as 
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may  be  deemed  for  the  best  interest  of  the  State ;  and  pro- 
vided, that  it  is  not  intended  hereby  to  relieve  the  lessees  of 
said  canal,  or  their  assigns,  from  any  responsibility  or  liabili- 
ty imposed  upon  them  by  "  an  act  to  provide  for  the  leasing 
of  the  public  works  of  the  state,"  passed  May  8,  1861,  or  by 
the  instrument  of  lease,  executed  m  pursuance  of  said  act, 
for  any  such  liabilities  or  responsibilities  as  have  accrued 
prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  nor  lor  any  negligence  as  in 
the  care  of  said  canal  or  any  portion  of  the  same,  as  the  said 
lessees  may  have  b'^en  guilty  of;  and  provided  further,  that 
the  lessees  shall  execute  and  file  with  the  board  of  public 
works  a  release  for  all  claims  for  damages  growing  out  of 
such  vacation. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  land  upon  which  the  bed  of  said  canal, 
so  vacated  is  located,  shall  revert  absolutely  to  the  owners  of 
the  lands  adjoining  said  canal  on  each  side  in  the  manner 
following,  to  wit:  where  the  canal  divides  the  land  of  two 
or  more  persons  said  canal  lands  shall  revert,  and  the  title 
thereto  vest  in  each  divided  by  a  line  drawn  along  the  cen- 
ter of  said  canal,  half  over  from  the  line  of  one  of  such  owners 
to  the  line  of  the  other,  and  in  all  cases  when  said  land  runs 
through  the  land  of  any  person  or  persons  then  such  canal 
land  shall  revert  to  such  land  owner. 

Sec.  3.  That  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  board  of  public 
works  immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  act  to  remove 
and  tear  out  the  dam  in  the  Hocking  river  described  in  the 
first  section  of  tliis  act,  and  the  lessees  of  the  public  works 
aforesaid  shall,  within  reasonable  time,  provide  for  the  pro- 
tection of  'the  land  owners  along  the  portion  of  said  canal  so 
vacated  from  the  overflow  and  influx  of  said  Hocking  river 
through  the  head  of  said  canal  so  vacated,  at  its  intersection 
with  said  river,  and  fi om  all  other  breaks  in  said  canal,  ex- 
isting at  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  section  seven  of  an  act  to  authorize  the  county 
commissioners  to  construct  roads  on  petition  of  a  majority  of 
resident  land  owners  along  and  adjacent  to  the  line  of  said 
road,  and  to  repeal  an  act  named  therein,  as  passed  March  29, 
1867  (vol.  64,  p.  83),  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Section  7.     That  for  the  purpose  of  raising  the  money  ne- 
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cessary  to  meet  the  expense  of  said  improvement  the  com- 
missioners of  the  county  are  hereby  authorized  to  issue  the 
bonds  of  the  county,  payable  in  stallments,  or  at  intervals, 
not  exceeding  in  all  the  period  of  five  years,  bearing  interest 
at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  seven  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable 
semi-annum,  which  bondrf  shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  their 
par  value,  and  the  said  assessment  shall  be  divided  in  such 
manner  as  to  meet  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  of 
said  bonds,  and  so  be  placed  upon  the  duplicate  for  taxation, 
against  the  lands  assessed,  and  collected  in  the  same  manner 
as  other  taxes,  and  when  collected,  the  money  arising  there- 
from shall  be  applied  to  no  other  purpose  but  the  payment 
of  said  bonds  and  interest :  Providea,  that  the  county  com- 
missioners shall  build  all  bridges  and  culverts  on  said  im- 
provement, and  pay  for  the  same  out  of  the  bridge  fund  of 
the  county;  and,  provided,  further,  that  no  bonds  shall  be 
delivered,  or  money  paid  to  any  contractor  except  upon  esti- 
mate of  work  done,  as  the  same  progresses  or  is  completed. 

Sec.  2.    That  section  seven  (7)  of  the  original  act  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Stale 
of  Ohioy  That  sections  forty-nine  and  fifty-six  of  "  an  act  to 
provide  for  the  organization  and  government  of  municipal 
orporations,"  passed  May  7,  1869,  be  and  the  same  is  here- 
by so  amended  as  to  reaa  as  follows :

and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  law  as  the  governor 
may  prescribe :  Provided,  that  in  all  cases  a  majority  of  all 
the  votes  cast  at  an  election  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice. 

Section  16.  The  several  companies  of  infantry  and  cav- 
alry, and  the  batteries  of  artillery,  shall  be  lettered,  and  the 
battalions  and  regiments  numbered  separately  in  each  arm, 
by  the  adjutant-general.  A  record  of  such  lettering  and 
numbering  shall  be  made  and  kept  in  the  office  of  the 
adjutant-general,  and  when  thev  exist  in  sufficient  numbers, 
and  are  conveniently  located  lor  the. purpose,  the  infantry 
and  cavalry  may  be  organized  by  the  commander-in-chief  in 
battalions  or  regiments,  and  the  artillery  into  regiments, 
and  officered  as  provided  by  law  ;  and  two  or  more  batteries 
may  be  consolidated  by  order  of  the  commander-in-chief,  at 
his  discretion,  so  as  to  form  a  four-gun  or  six-gun  battery, 
with  the  strength  and  upon  the  basis  prescribed  in  section 
twelve. 

Section  17.  The  governor  shall  appoint  the  following  staff 
officers,  whose  compensation  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  two 
thousand  dollars  per  annum :  One  adjutant-general,  who 
shall  rank  as  brigadier-general.  The  adjutant-general  shall 
perform  the  duties  of  inspector-general,  and  shall,  at  least 
once  in  each  year,  personally  inspect,  or  cause  to  be  inspected 
by  the  assistant  adjutant-general,  or  one  of  the  aids-de-camp 
to  the  governor,  every  military  organization  in  the  state 
formed  under  this  act. 

Section  23.  Commissioned  and  non-commissioned  staff  offi- 
cers of  each  battalion  or  regiment  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
commanding  officer  thereof;  non-commissioned  officers  of 
companies  and  batteries  shall  be  appointed  by  the  command- 
ant thereof,  who  shall  forthwith  report  the  same  in  writing 
to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment  or  battalion.  The 
commanding  officer  of  each  regiment  or  battalion  may,  in 
his  discretion,  enlist  and  organize  a  band  of  musicians,  and 
by  warrant  und«r  his  hand  appoint  a  leader  of  such  band, 
with  the  rank  of  sergeant-major. 

Section  24.  The  governor  shall  issue  commissions  to  all  offi- 
cers duly  elected  or  appointed  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions 
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of  this  act,  and  every  oflScer  duly  commissioned  shall,  within 
ten  days  after  his  commission  shall  have  been  tendered  to 
him,  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  prescribed  in  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  state,  and  an  oath  of  office.  A  certificate  shall 
be  indorsed  by  the  officer  administering  the  same  on  the 
commission,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  filed  in  the  adju- 
tant-general's office ;  and  in  case  of  refusal  or  neglect  to  take 
the  oath  within  the  time  mentioned,  he  shall  be  deemed  as 
having  resigned  said  office,  and  a  new  election  shall  be  forth- 
with ordered  to  fill  his  place.  The  neglect  or  refusal  of  an 
officer  elect  to  take  such  oath  shall  be  no  excuse  for  neglect  of 
duty  until  another  shall  be  duly  commissioned  in  his  place. 
The  rank  of  all  officers  now  in  the  service  or  hereafter  com- 
missioned shall  date  and  take  effect  from  the  date  of  com- 
mission; and  when  an  officer  has  served  continuously  in  the 
same  grade  for  more  than  one  term,  by  re-election  or  re- 
appointment, he  shall  take  rank  from  the  date  of  his  first 
commission  in  that  grade. 

Section  25.  No  officer  shall  be  considered  out  of  service  on 
the  tender  of  his  resignation  until  it  shall  be  accepted  hj 
the  commander-in-chief.  The  commanding  officers  of  regi- 
ments, battalions,  companies,  and  batteries  shall  receive  the 
resignation  of  such  commissioned  officer  as  may  resign  in 
their  respective  commands,  and  shall  transmit  the  same  to 
the  adjutant-general,  with  indorsement  of  approval  or  dis- 
approval, and  statement  of  facts.  And  the  governor  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  discharge  from  the  ser- 
vice all  incapable  officers,  upon  the  fact  of  the  incapacity 
being  ascertained  by  the  finding  of  the  court  of  inquiry,  to  be 
composed  of  not  less  than  three  commissioned  officers,  to  be 
convened  by  order  of  the  governor,  upon  information  filed 
by  a  commissioned  officer.  In  convening  such  the  governor 
shall  detail  a  provost  marshal  for  the  same,  and  at  the  court, 
when  organized,  the  senior  officer  shall  preside,  and  the 
junior  officer  act  as  recorder,  and  the  president  of  the  court 
shall  have  the  same  powet  to  compel  the  attendance  of  wit- 
nesses as  is  given  to  presidents  of  courts-martial  by  section 
forty-seven.  The  members  of  such  court  of  inquiry,  the 
provost  marshal  thereof,  and  the  witnesses  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  pay  and  allowances,  and  be  paid  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided in  said  section  forty-seven. 

Section  28.  Commandants  of  companies  and  batteries  of  the 
organized  militia  shall  make  to  the  adjutant-general  a  quar- 
terly return,  at  the  close  of  the  months  of  March,  June, 
September,  and  December,  of  all  commissioned  and  non- 
commissioned officers,  musicians,  and  privates  under  their 
command,  through  their  respective  regimental  and  battalion 
commanders*,  and  make  at  the  same  time  direct  to  the  adju- 
tant-general a  return  of  all  camp  and  garrison  equipage, 
public  arms  and  accoutrements,  and  other  ordnance  stores 
belonging  thereto.  Unattached  companies  and  batteries 
shall  make  like  reports.  Such  returns  shall  be  preserved 
by^the  adjutant-general,  and  be  recorded  iii  books  of  record 
in  his  office. 

Section  29.  Every  commissioned  and  non-commissioned  offi- 
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cer  and  soldier  of  any  company  or  battery  of  the  organized   Termof  Berr- 
militia  shall  be  held  to  duty  therein  for  five  years,  unless  he   ice. 
shall  sooner  arrive  at  the  age  of  forty-five  years,  or  some 
absolute  disability  sh.all  occur  after  forming  such  conapany 
or  battery,  or  he  shall  be  discharged  by  the  proper  officer; 
and  every  person  as  aforesaid,  after  the  expiration  of  said 
term,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  certificate  of  such  service,  and 
said  certificate  shall  be  given  to  all  such  persons  by  the 
adjutant-general;  and  such  persons  shall  be  exempt  from    Exemptfrom 
military  duty  in  time  of  peace.     And*  in  all  such  cases  a    military 
proper  clischargo  certificate  shall  be  made  by  the  command-      ^  ^' 
ant  of  the  company  or  battery  and  sent  through*the  proper 
military  channel  to  the  adjutant  general  for  the  approval  of 
the  governor.     Every  active  or  contributing  member  of  such 
companies  or  batteries  shall,  while  a  member  of  such  organi- 
zation, be  exempt  from  labor  on  the  public  highways  of  the 
state,  and  from  services  as  jurors. 

Section  30.   In  addition  to  the  drills  for  which  the  constitu-    Drilla— how 
tion  and  by-laws  of  each  company  and  battery  may  provide,    often  and 
and  of  which  there  shall  be  at  least  one  every  three  months,    ^^**"  **®^^- 
there  shall  be  an  encampment  of  every  battalion  or  regiment 
of  infantry,  if  practicable,  at  least  once  in  each  year,  to  last 
not  less  than  three  days,  to  be  held  between  the  first  day  of 
May  and  the  first  day  of  November,  at  such  time  and  place 
as  the  commanding  officer  shall  direct,  upon  not  less  than 
two  weeks'  notice  being  given  to  the  commanding  officers  of 
companies  composing  the  same;   and,  where  practicable, 
shall  be  inspected  by  the  adjutant  general,  or  some  officer 
under  his  authority.     Commandants  of  battalions  and  regi- 
ments shall  notify  the  adjutant-general  of  the  time  and  place 
of  such  encampments. 

Section  31 .   There  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  by  each  com-    Court  of  in- 
pany  or  battery,  immediately  after  its  organization,  a  court    quiry— of 
of  inquiry,  composed  of  one  commissioned  officer,  one  ser-    ^^^  ^^™" 
geant,  one  corporal,  and  two  privates,  whose  term  shall  ex-   ^ 
pire  on  the  loth  day  of  November  next  thereafter ;  and  such 
election  or  appointment  shall  be  made  annually  thereafter, 
the  term  to  commence  on  the  15th  day  of  November ;  and 
the  members  of  such  court  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  their  duty  before  acting  as  such.    That  the  constitu- 
tion and  by-laws  of  each  company  and  battery  shall  provide  for 
fines  or  expulsion  for  non-attendance  at  the  drills  provided  for 
in  section  thirty,  and  other  violations  of  the  provisions  of  the 
constitution  and  by-laws;  and  when  such  violation  has  been 
made  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commandant  of  such  com- 
pany or  battery  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  court  of  inquiry,  not   Proceedinc 
less  than  three  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  to  hear   ?^  c<>"rt  of 
such  complaints  and  assess  fines  against,  or  recommend  ex-   '°*l^*''y- 
pulsion  of,  such  delinquents,  three  days'  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  which  meeting  shall  be  given  to  the|persons 
whose  cases  are  to  be  presented  to  said  court,  either  hy  per- 
sonally delivering  to  each  of  said  persons,  or  leaving  at  the 
usual  place  of  abode,  a  written  or  printed  notice.     At  the 
court,  when  convened,  the  commissioned  officer  shall  pre- 
side, and  in  his  absence  the  senior  non-commissioned  officer, 
12 
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and  a  recorder  shall  be  elected  from  the  enlisted  men  of  the 
court;  and  all  members  notified  as  aforesaid  shall  appear, 
and  present  their  excuses  and  show  causp,  if  any,  why  fines 
should  not  be  assessed  against  them,  or  their  expulsion  re- 
commended, and  the  court  shall  determine  the  validity  of 
such  excuses,  and  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  assess  all  ones  . 
authorized  by  the  constitution  or  by-laws  of  such  company 
or  battery,  or  recommend  expulsion ;  and  every  person  who 
shall  fail  to  appear  as  aforesaid  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
waived  any  other  or  further  trial  of  his  delinquencies.  At 
said  court  of  inquiry  the  recorder  shall  keep  a  record  of 
the  proceedings,  andshallmakeoutalistof  the  members  fined, 
with  the  amount  of  fines  assessed  against  each  annexed  to 
their  names,  and  a  list  of  members  recommended  for  expul- 
sion, which  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and  attested  by 
the  recorder  of  the  court,  and  filed  with  the  commandant  of 
the  company  or  battery. 

Section  32.  In  all  cases  wh  ere  fines  are  assessed  as  aforesaid, 
and  not  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  said  company  or  battery 
within  ten  days  after  the  holding  of  the  court,  such  lists  of 
fines  and  delinquents,  certified  aforesaid,  shall  4>e  placed 
in  the  hands  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  within  the  township 
in  which  the  delinquent  resides,  who  shall  thereupon  render 
judgment  against  each  of  said  delinquents,  together  with 
costs  of  suit,  without  issuing  further  process,  and  shall  forth- 
with issue  execution,  without  right  of  stay  or  exemption, 
directed  to  any  constable  of  such  township,  for  the  prompt 
collection  of  the  same,  as  upon  other  judgments  at  law,  and 
the  money  when  so  collected  shall  be  paid  by  said  justice  of 
the  peace,  after  deducting  costs,  to  the  treasurer  of  said  com- 
pany or  battery,  and  the  same  shall  constitute  a  company  or 
battery  fund,  to  be  used  as  the  company  or  battery  may 
direct.  All  dues  levied  by  the  constitution,  by-laws,  or  reg- 
ulations of  any  company  or  battery,  may  be  collected  by  civil 
writ,  without  right  of  stay  or  exemption ;  and  all  such  suits 
or  prosecutions  as  aforesaid  shall  be  brought  in  the  name  of 
the  state  of  Ohio,  for  use  of  the  company  or  battery :  Pro- 
vided, that  in  no  case  shall  the  state  pay  any  costs  of  such 
suits  or  proseciltions. 

Section  33.  l^at  for  the  fines  assessed  against  minors,  fath- 
ers shall  be  liable  jointly  and  severally  with  their  sons,  and 
guardians  with  their  wards,  to  the  amount  of  funds  of  -their 
wards  in  their  hands ;  masters  with  their  apprentices ;  and 
all  property  held  in  common  by  any  society  or  association, 
whose  rules  or  tenets  require  a  community  of  property,  shall 
be  liable  and  bound  for  any  and  all  fines  assessea  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  against  any  member  or  members  of  such 
society  or  association :  Provided,  that  consent  of  fathers  for 
their  sons,  guardians  for  their  wards,  and  masters  for  their 
apprentices  to  enlist  shall  have  been  obtained. 

Section  34.  Each  company  of  infantry  or  cavalry  organized 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  entitlea  to  receive 
annually  the  sum  of,  one  hundred  dollars  as  a  company  fund, 
and  a  like  allowance  of  fifty  dollars  shall  be  made  for  every 
two  guns  of  a  battery,  for  care  of  arms  and  other  incidental 
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expenses  of  said  company  or  battery,  said  sums  of  money  to  Battery 
be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  such  company  or  battery  out  of  fund. 
the  general  revenue  fund  of  the  state,  on  his  application, 
approved  by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  company  or  bat- 
tery, and  if  attached  to  a  regiment  or  battalion  dv  the  com- 
manding officer  thereof,  and  by  the  governor,  which  approval 
ehall  not  be  given  by  the  governor  until  the  company  or 
batterv  report  in  proper  form  shall  have  been  received  by 
the  adjutant-general;  provided,  that  not  more  than  ten 
thousand  dollars  shall  ever  be  so  paid  in  any  one  year,  and 
if  said  sum  should  not  be  sufficient  for  said  purposes,  then 
and  in  such  case  the  companies  and  batteries  may  draw  pro 
rata  from  said  sum  for  such  purposes,  the  apportionment  to  . 
be  made  by  the  adjutant-general.  Every  commissioned  offi- 
cer, refusing  to  pay  over  moneys  in  his  hands,  as  is  directed 
by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  tried  and  cashiered,  or 
otherwise  punished  bv  a  court-martial.  That  each  and  every 
city,  incorporated  village  ..  ownship  in  which  any  such 
organization  now  exists,  or  may  hereafter  be  duly  organized, 
shall  furnish  the  same  with  suitable  aromies  [armories], 
and  provide  for  paying  the  necessary  expenses  thereof. 

Section  35.  That  each  and  every  officer  and  member  of  such 
organization  shall  receive  one  dollar  per  day,  or  one  dollar 
per  night,  or  two  dollars  for  each  day  and  night  together, 
when  serving  under  the  order  of  the  governor,  sheriff  of 
their  county,  or  the  order  of  the  mayor,  of  their  city  or  vil- 
lage, or  judge,  to  suppress  riots  or  to  enforce  the  laws,  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  state  on  proper  vouchers 
being  furnished  by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  company 
or  battery,  and  by  the  commanding  officer  of  any  battalion 
or  regiment  for  the  field,  and  commissioned  and  non-com- 
missioned staff  officers  thereof,  approved  by  the  governor: 
and  when  any  portion  of  the  cavalry  or  artillery  organized 
under  this  act  shall  be  called  out  to  aid  the  civil  authorities, 
as  provided  in  sections  forty-three  and  forty-four,  they  shall 
be  furnished  with  all  necessary  transportation  and  subsist- 
ence, and  be  allowed  a  fair  ana  reasonable  compensation  for 
the  use  of  all  animals  necessarily  used  by  them  during  such 
time ;  and  for  every  day  any  battery  of  artillery  shall  actually 
be  on  parade  or  encampment,  not  exceeding  six  days  in  each 
year,  as  provided  in  this  act,  there  shall  be  allowed  not  ex- 
ceeding one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  each  horse  actually  used 
to  draw  the  pieces  and  caissons,  not  to  exceed  sixteen  horses 
for  a  two-eun  battery,  thirty-two  horses  for  a  four-gun  bat- 
tery, and  forty-eight  horses  for  a  six-gun  battery;  all  pay- 
ments for  transportation,  subsistence,  and  use  of  horses 
under  this  section,  shall  be  made  from  the  state  treasury, 
upon  vouchers  duly  certified  by  the  commissioned  officers  of 
the  company  or  battery,  and  approved  by  the  governor. 

Section  37.  The  fatigue  uniform  of  enlisted  men  of  the 
national  guard  shall  consist  of  a  single-breasted  jacket  of 
dark-blue  cloth,  light-blue  kersey  pants,  and  a  dark-blue 
forage  cap,  to  be  cut,  made,  faced,  and  trimmed  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  the  governor.  The  fatigue  uniform  of  the 
officers  shall  correspond  with  and  conform  to  the  uniform 
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prescribed  for  oflScers  of  the  United  States  army,  except  the 
coat  of  arms,  which  shall  be  that  of  the  state.  The  dress 
uniform  and  great  coat  of  the  companies  composing  each 
battalion  or  regiment  shall  be  alike,  and  shall  be  such  as 
each  battalion  or  regiment  may  adopt;  provided,. that  organ- 
izations now  having  dress  uniforms  shall  be  allowed  until  the 
first  day  of  January,  1879,  to  conform  thereto;  and  provided 
further,  that  companies  may  have  and  wear  on  company 
occasions  a  distinctive  company  uniform. 

Section  38.  All  public  arms,  ammunition,  accoutrements, 
camp  and  garrison  equipage,  and  military  stores  belonging 
to  the  state,  shall  be  subject  to  the  control  of  the  adjutant- 
general,  in  accordance  with  the  orders  of  the  governor;  and 
he  shall  purchase  and  keep  ready  for  use,  or  issue  to  the 
troops,  as  the  best  interests  of  the  service  may  require,  such 
amount  and  kind  of  camp  and  garrison  equipage  as  may  be 
necessary,  to  be  paid  for  out  of  any  funds  in  the  state  treas- 
ury not  otherwise  appropriated ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  adjutant-general  to  see  that  all  arms  and  munition's  of 
war,  now  belonging  to  the  state,  or  that  may  hereafter  in 
any  manner  be  acquired,  are  properly  cared  for  and  kept  in 
good  order  for  use.  All  accounts  accruing  against  the  state, 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
state  treasury  on  the  certificate  of  the  adjutant-general, 
countersigned  by  the  governor. 

Section  39.  Any  person  found  guilty  of  selling,  disposing 
of,  hiding,  secreting,  detaining,  or  refusing  to  give  up  any  of 
the  arms,  accoutrements,  ordnance  stores,  camp  or  garrison 
equipage,  or  munitions  of  war  belonging  to  the  state  of  Ohio, 
or  who  shall  willfully  injure  any  of  the  same,  or  any  arsenal 
or  armory  belonging  to  or  rented  by  the  state,  or  owned  or 
rented  by  or  furnished  to  any  company,  battalion,  squadron, 
regiment,  or  battery,  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  state, 
or  any  person  who  shall  be  found  guilty  of  selling,  disposing 
of,  hiding,  secreting,  detaining,  or  refusing  to  give  up  any 
property  belonging  to  any  such  organization,  or  willfully  in- 
juring the  same,  or  secreting,  detaining,  or  refusing  to  give  up 
any  money  or  other  valuables  belonging  to  the  same,  shall,  on 
conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any'  sum  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  dollars,  or  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail 
for  the  term  of  not  more  than  three  months,  or  both,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court.  Any  and  all  persons,  elected  or 
appointed  to  have  the  custody  of  any  funds  belonging  to 
any  such  organization,  shall,  before  receiving  into  his  hands 
any  such  funds,  give  a  bond,  with  at  least  two  good  and 
sufficient  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  a  justice  of  the  peace 
of  the  proper  township,  which  bond  shall  be  for  at  least 
twice  the  largest  amount  of  such  funds  likely  to  be  on  hand 
at  any  one  time,  and  shall  be  conditioned  upon  a  faithful 
and  honest  discharge  of  duty,  and  the  careful  keeping  and 
disbursement  of  such  funds,  according  to  the  constitution 
and  by-laws  of  such  organization,  and  such  bond  shall  never 
be  for  a  less  sum  than  one  hundred  dollars,  and  in  all  cases 
shall  be  taken  to  the  state  of  Ohit>  for  the  use  of  the  organi- 
zation to  which  the  funds  belong. 
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Section  57.  The  commander-in-chief  shall  cause  one  thou-  Printing  and 
sand  copies  of  this  act  to  be  printed  in  book  form,  which  books  of^J^^^^t** 
shall  have  attached  to  them  all  the  necessary  forms  by 
which  all  returns  shall  be  made  of  companies,  batteries, 
squadrons,  battalions  or  regiments,  brigades  and  divisions, 
two  copies  of  which  pamphlet  shall  be  distributed  by  the 
adjutant-general  to  the  commanding  officer  of  each  of  such 
organizations 

Sec.  2.  That  sections  nine,  ten,  eleven,  twelve,  thirteen,  jjgp^alinjr 
sixteen,  seventeen,  twenty- three,  twenty-four,  twenty-five,  clause, 
twenty-eight,  twenty-nine,  thirty,  thirty-one,  thirty-two, 
thirty-three,  thirty-four,  thirty-five,  thirty-peven,  thirty- 
eight,  thirty-nine  and  fifty-seven  of  the  above  mentioned 
act,  and  the  act  entitled  ''an  act  to  organize  and  regulate  an 
independent  militia,''  passed  April  18,  A.  D.  1870,  and  an 
act  entitled  an  act  to  amend  section  thirteen  of  an  act  enti- 
tled an  act  to  organize  and  regulate  an  independent  militia,

provisions  of  this  act,  and  no  suit,  process,  or  proceeding 
pending  to  enforce  and  collect  the  same  shall  abate,  but 
proceed  to  final  determination,  and  all  contracts  made  there- 
under carried  out,  the  same  as  if  said  sections  and  the  acts 
continued  in  force. 

Sec.  3.  ,  This  act  shall  take  efi^ct  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

AN  ACT 


To  amend  sections  (2)  two  and  (13)  thirteen  of  an  act  relating  to  ditches, 
passed  April  12,  1871  (O.  L.,  vol.  68,  p.  60),  as  amended  March  28,  1873. 
O.  L.,  vol.  70,  p.  79. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  OhiOy  That  sections  two  and  thirteen  of  the  atJove  entitled 
act  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Section  2.    That  before  the  commissioners  shall  establish 
any  ditch,  there  shall  be  filed  with  the  auditor  of  such  county    Preliminarj- 
a  petition,  signed  by  one  or  more  of  the  land  owners  whose    Fn^catinf^ 
land  will  be  assessed  for  expenses  of  the  same,  setting  forth    ditches,  etc. 
the  necessity  thereof,  with  a  general  description  of  the  pro- 
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poeed  starting  point,  route,  and  terminus,  and  shall  file  a

of  tLe  nuuibor  of  cubic  yards  of  earth  to  be  removed  from 
each  section,  with  an  estimate  of  the  costs  of  construction  of 
the  work  apportioned  to  each  parcel  of  land,  and  specify  the 
manner  in  which  the  work  shall  be  done,  the  necessary 
flood-gates,  water-ways,  bridges,  and  farm  crossings  to  be 
made,  with  such  other  suggestions  as  he  may  deem  material, 
and  file  his  report  with  the  auditor,  and  the  commissioners 
shall  fix  a  day  for  the  hearing  thereof.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  auditor,  on  said  report  being  filed  and  the  day  fixed  by 
the  commissioners  for  the  hearing  thereof,  to  issue  a  notice 
to  the  owners  of  all  lands  interested  or  afiected  bv  said  pro- 
posed ditch,  drain,  or  water  course,  of  the  day  for  hearing 
said  petition,  and  the  substance  of  the  prayer  thereof,  which 
shall  be  served  on  all  resident  land  owners  at  least  six  days 
prior  to  the  day  set  for  hearing,  by  one  of  the  petitioners, 
who  shall  make  a  return  on  the  original  notice,  under  oath, 
of  the  manner  and  time  said  notice  was  served ;  and  a  like 
notice,  published  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation 
in  the  county,  for  four  consecutive  weeks  prior  to  the  day  of 
hearing  said  petition,  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  notice  to 
non-resident  landowners;  and  said  commissioners,  surveyor, 
and  engineer  shall  be  confined,  in  their  operations  under 
this  section,  between  the  points  of  commencing  and  ending 
of  said  ditch,  drain,  or  water  course,  as  set  forth  in  the 
original  petition. 

Section  18.  If  the  appeal  is  taken  on  account  of  damages 
or  compensation  allowed  by  the  commissioners,  such  pro- 
ceedings shall  be  had  to  determine  the  amount  as  are  re- 
quired by  the  act  entitled  '*an  act  to  provide  for  compensa- 
tion and  damages  to  owners  of  private  property  appropriated 
to  the  use  of  corporations,"  passed  April  30,  1852 ;  and  the 
compensation  or  damages  found  in  favor  of  said  claimant 
shall  be  certified  by  said  probate  judge  to  the  county  auditor, 
and  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury  from  the  general  fund. 
If  no  damages  or  compensation  shall  have  been  claimed,  or 
if  no  appeal  shall  have  been  taken  from  the  report  of  the 
surveyor,  and  said  petitioners  shall  not  have  discontinued 
proceedings  as  above  provided,  or  if  the  damages  and  com- 
pensation shall  have  been  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury, 
the  said  commissioners  shall  proceed  to  make  a  just  and 
fair  estimate  of  the  average  cash  value  of  the  construction 
per  linear  rod,  cubic  yard,  or  foot  of  earth,  and  every  section 
or  allotment  of  such  ditch,  and  apportion  the  costs  of  the 
location  thereof,  including  printer's  fees,  the  damages  and 
compensation  (if  any  shall  have  been  assessed),  and  costs  in 
probate  court,  if  adjudged  against  the  commissioners,  and 
the  labor  of  constructing  said  ditch,  and  award  to  each  per- 
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son  or  persons  owning  lands  through  or  in  the  vicinity  of 
which  said  proposed  ditch  may  be  established,  as  shall  be 
deemed  just  and  right,  according  to  the  benefits  to  be  de- 
rived by  constructing  the  same,  and  shall  specify  the  time 
in  which  said  costs  and  expenses  shall  be  paid  to  the  county 
treasurer,  and  the  time  and  manner  in  which  such  labor 
shall  be  performed,  and  appoint  a  day  on  which  they  will 
meet  to  hear  exceptions  to  such  apportionment ;  and  they 
shall  cause  a  stake  or  monument  to  be  placed  at  the  bound- 
aries of  each  of  the  several  portions,  which  shall  be  num- 
bered progressively  down  stream,  at  each  one  hundred  feet. 
And  said  auditor  shall  give  notice  of  the  apportionment.  Notice  of  ap- 
containing  the  name  of  the  owner  as  it  appears  on  the  tax  portioiiBient 
duplicate  at  the  date  of  said  notice;  description  of  each 
parcel  of  land  assessed  for  the  construction  of  such  ditch ; 
number  of  rods  or  feet  apportioned  to  each  of  said  parcels  of 
land ;  the  estimated  value  per  rod,  cubic  yard,  or  foot  of  con- 
struction ;  the  expenses,  including  damages  and  compensa- 
tion, if  any  shall  have  been  awarded.,  And  said  notice  shall 
state  the  time  as  fixed  by  the  commissioners,  when  the  costs 
and  expenses  shall  be  paid  and  the  work  completed,  and 
also  the  day  when  and  where  the  commissioners  will  meet 
to  hear  exceptions  to  such  apportionment.  Said  notice  shall 
be  served  at  least  ten  days  before  the  day  set  for  the  hearing 
[of]  exceptions,  by  delivering  a  copy  of  the  same  to  each 
resident  land  owner  mentioned  therein,  or  by  leaving  isiid 
copy  at  his,  her,  or  their  usual  place  of  residence,  by  any  per- 
son appointed  by  the  auditor  to  serve  the  same.  The  time 
and  manner  of  serving  said  notice  shall  be  indorsed  on  said 
original  notice  under  oath,  and  the  auditor  and  commission- 
ers shall  allow  a  reasonable  compensation  to  the  person 
serving  the  same,  which  shall  be  taxed  in  the  bill  of  ex- 
penses of  said  improvement;  and  a  like  notice  to  nonresident 
land  owners,  published  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circu- 
lation in  the  county,  for  four  consecutive  weeks  prior  to  the 
day  of  hearing  exceptions,  shall  be  deemed  and  neld  to  be  a 
sufficient  notice  to  them.  On  the  day  named  in  such  notice 
the  commissioners  shall  meet,  and  if  no  exceptions  have 
been  filed  to  said  apportionment,  they  shall  confirm  the 
same ;  but  if  exceptions  in  writing  have  been  filed,  they 
shall  hear  such  exceptions,  and  any  testimony  offered  by 
any  party  who  has  filed  exceptions ;  and  either  one  of  said 
commissioners  shall  be  authorized  to  administer  oaths  to 
witnesses.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  section  one  of  the  above  recited  act  oe  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  county  commissioners  of  any  county  in 
this  state  shall  have  power,  as  hereinafter  provided,  within 
such  county,  to  lay  out  and  construct  any  new  county  road, 
or  to  improve  anv  state,  county,  or  township  road,  or  any  part 
thereof,  or  any  tree  turnpike  road,  or  any  part  thereof  not 
completed,  by  straightening  or  altering  the  same,  and  by 
grading,  paving,  graveling,  planking,  or  macadamizing  the 
same,  and  by  draining  the  same  in  any  direction  required  to 
make  the  most  convenient  and  sufficient  outlet ;  and  for  such

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  thfi  guardian  of  the  person  and  estate,  or  of  the 
estate  only,  of  any  minor,  or  the  guardian  of  any  insane  or

period  not  exceeding  fifteen  years,  notwithstanding  a  portion 
of  such  term  may  extend  beyond  the  period  of  the  minority 
of  such  ward,  if  a  minor,  or  if  such  ward  be  insane  or  im- 
becile, beyond  the  time  when  such  insanity  or  imbecilitjr

rescinded  by  such  administrator  at  his  option ;  and  provided 
further,  that  in  case  such  the  lease  terminates  with  the  minor- 
ity of  said  ward,  or  upon  the  removal  of  the  disabilities  herein 
mentioned,  a  reasonable  compensation  shall  be  paid  for  all 
necessary  valuable  improvements  made  by  such  lessee  upon

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  AssemMy  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  in  all  cities  of  the  first-class  having  a  popula- 
tion of  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  inhabitants 
at  the  last  federal  census,  and  in  which  shall  exist  a  board  of 
public  works,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  board  of  public 
works,  within  one  month  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to 
divide  such  cities  into  not  less  than  twenty-five  districts  of 
as  near  equal  size  as  practicable. 

Sec.  2.  Immediately  after  the  division  of  said  cities  as 
aforesaid,  the  said  board  shall  cause  to  be  advertised  for  ton 
(lays  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  within  said 
rity,  an  invitation  for  sealed  proposals  for  maintaining,  fur- 
nishing materials,  and  fof  repairing  and  keeping  in  good  or- 
der each  avenue,  street,  alley,  wharf,  market  space  and  court 
within  said  districts  in  said  cities  belonging  to  the  several 
districts,  at  a  stated  sum  per  annum  for  each  and  every  year 
for  the  tenn  of  five  years  from  the  date  of  contract,  with  the 
same  or  similar  material  with  which  said  avenue,  street,

Sec.  6.  Should  any  of  said  contractors  fail  to  keep  and  per- 
form the  contracts  made,  or  should  the  same  be  abandone  I, 
the  said  board,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  common  coun- 
cil of  said  corporation,  shall  cancel  the  same,  and  thereaft  r 
the  said  contract  shall  be  relet  in  manner  and  form  as  herein- 
before provided  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  said  five  vears. 

Sec  7.  At  the  end  of  each  and  every  week,  if  said  con- 
tracts have  been  faithfully  performed  (and  no  complaint 
shall  have  been  made  as  heretofore  provided),  the  said  board 
of  public  works  shall  give,  upon  demand  of  said  contractors, 
his  certificate  to  that  efiect,  and  upon  presentation  thereof, 
the  said  board  shall  draw  upon  the  city  treasury  for  one-fifty- 
second  part  of  the  said  annual  contract  price,  but  the  said 
board  may  retain  therefrom,  as  an  additional  guarantee  for 
the  performance  of  said  contract,  and  in  addition  to  the  bond 
hereinbefore  stated,  such  proportion  thereof  as  it  may  deem 
Just  and  equitable,  which  amount  may  be  stated  in  said  con- 
tract.

the  time  the  same  is  annually  made  by  it,  provide  a  levy 
upon  all  the  taxable  property  within  said  city,  and  when  the 
same  shall  have  been  collected,  it. shall  be  paid  to  the  credit 
of  a  fund  to  be  called  the  street  repairing  lund,  and  shall  be 
thereafter  kept  in  said  fund,  and  shall  be  transferable,  paid 
out  or  used  for  no  other  purpose  whatsoever  than  herein  pro- 
vided, and  until  a  levy  can  be  made  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
said  estimate  shall  be  made  by  said  board  and  certified  to 
said  council  at  the  time  proposals  are  first  advertised  as  here-

Sec.  9.  Upon  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  to  improve  any 
of  said  avenues,  streets,  alleys,  market  spaces,  wharves  and 
courts,  the  said  board  shall  cause  the  said  contract,  in  so  far 
as  it  may  apply  to  the  repair  of  said  street,  avenue,  alley, 
wharf,  market  spaces  and  courts  ordered  to  be  improved,  but 
such  construction  shall  affect  no  other  portion  of  said  contract, 
and  after  the  same  shall  have  been  improved,  the  mainten- 
ance and  repair  thereof  and  material  therefor  shall  be  awarded 
to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder  therefor  for  the  unexpired  por- 
tion of  said  term  of  five  years,  and  in  the  manner  and  under 
the  same  conditions  as  provided  hereinbefore  for  the  letting 
of  districts :  provided,  that  the  contractor  for  the  district  in 
which  such  improvement  shall  be  made,  shall  be  privileged 
first  to  make  contract  therefor  at  the  price  fixed  by  the  lowest 

bid. 

Sec  10.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed 
to  authorize  the  increase  of  the  tax  which  such  cities  are 
now  permitted  to  levy,  and  in  so  far  as  this  act  is  concerned.

Whereas,  The  board  of  improvements  of  the  city  of  Cin- 
cinnati, employed  at  a  time  when  there  was  no  money  in  the 
city  treasury,  and  in  direct  violation  of  "an  act"  passed 
April  16,  1874,  (vol.  71,  p.  80,  O.  L.,)  a  number  of  poor  men 
to  labor  on  repairs  and  the  cleaning  of  streets,  and  purchased 
materials  to  make  such  repairs,  andthereby  incurred  a  liabil- 
ity of  eighty  thousand  dollars  ($80,000),  which  money  is  princi- 
pally due  to  poor  men  whose  families  depend  on  the  earnings 
of  such  men  for  their  necessities  of  life ;  and, 

Whereas,  The  city  now  enjoys  the  benefit  of  their  labor 
and  the  materials  so  furnished  j  and. 

Whereas,  This  general  assembly  is  of  the  opinion  that  it 
would  only  be  an  act  of  justice  and  equity  to  pay  said  poor 
men ;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  OhiOj  That  all  cities  of  the  first  class  having  a  pjopulation  of 
more  than  one  hundred  fifty  and  thousand  inhabitants  at  the 
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last  federal  census,  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  pay    92^**^n,^ 
all  liabilities  incurred  by  the  Doard  of  improvement  during    ^^^!^ 
the  months  of  April,  May  and  June,  eighteen  hundred  and    thorized  to 
seventy-five,  for  repairing  and  cleaning  streets,  and  materials    pa^  debts,

Sec.  3.     The  treasurer  of  said  city,  and  two  disinterested    ^.^   treae- 
freeholders,  to  be  appointed  by  the  common  council,  shall    ui^ and  two 
constitute  a  cx)mmission  to  ascertain  the  amount  of  indebted-    freeholders 
ness  incurred  as  aforesaid,  and  b}^  whom  boria  fide  held,  and    ^f^P^^j^ 
to  whom  payable.      In  ascertaining  said  indebtedness,  the    '"^debtedness 
commissioners  shall  retjuire   each  claimant  to  present  an 
itemized  statement  of  this  claim,  accompanied  by  an  affidavit 
of  the  person  who  performed  the  work  or  furnished  the  ma- 
terial, that  the  same  is  correct,  that  the  work,  labor  and  ser-

iHsue  water  works  bonds. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
qf  Ohio,  That  the  common  councils  of  any  city  of  the  first-clasa 
which  was  advanced  to  that  grade,  between  decennial  periods. 
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wherein  water  works  have  been  constructed,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  providing  means  for  constructing  settling  reservoirs 
and  additional  filter  beds,  are  hereby  authorized  to  issue  the 
bonds  of  the  city  for  any  sum  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  bearing  a  rate  of  interest  not  to  exceed 
seven  per  cent  per  annum,  payable  semi- annually,  and  such 
bonds  shall  be  made  to  run  for  such  length  of  time  as  such 
council  may  determine,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  years  from 
the  date  thereof :  provided,  that  said  bonds  shall  not  be  sold 
for  less  than  their  par  value,  and  the  proceeds  thereof  shall 
be  applied  exclusively  to  the  above  named  purpose. 

Sec.  2.  Said  common  council  shall  levy  an  annual  tax 
upon  all  the  real  and  person  proporty  of  the  city,  subject  to 
taxation,  sufiicient  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  bonds  issued 
by  authority  of  this  act,  and  also  to  create  a  sinking  fund  for 
the  redemption  of  said  bonds  as  they  shall  become  due.

To  amend  an  act  entitled  ''  an  act  to  protect  certain  birds  and  game,  and 
to  protect  land  owners,  and  punisli  trespassing  upon  improved  or  en- 
closed land,  and  to  repeal  certain  statutes  therein,"  passed  April  20, 
1874.    O.  L.,  vol.  71,  page  147. 

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  That  sections  two  and  five  of  the  above  mentioned 
act  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  at  any 
time  or  in  any  place,  to  catch,  kill  or  inquire,  or  to  pursue 
with  such  intent,  any  quail  or  prairie  chicken  until  the 
fifteenth  of  November,  1877,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person,  in  any  place,  after  the  expiration  of  said  time,  to 
catch,  kill  or  injure,  or  pursue  with  such  intent,  any  quail 
or  Virginia  partridge  between  the  first  day  of  Januafy  and 
the  first  day  of  November,  inclusive ;  or  any  wild  turkey, 
between  the  fifteenth  day  of  January  and  the  first  day  of 
November,  inclusive;  or  any  ruffled  grouse  or  pheasant,  or 
blue  winged  teal,  between  the  first  day  of  January  and  the 
first  day  of  September;  or  any  mallard  or  wood  duck,  or 
other  wild  duck,  at  any  time  between  the  first  day  of  April 
and  the  first  day  of  September ;  or  at  any  time  between  the 
first  day  of  January  and  the  fourth  day  of  July,  to  catch,  kill 
or  injure,  or  to  pursue  with  such  intent,  any  wood  cock ;  and 
it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  at  any  time,  to  catch,  by 
snare  or  trap,  any  quail  or  Virginia  partridge ;  and  it  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  person,  by  the  aid  or  use  of  any  swivel 
or  punt  gun,  or  any  other  than  a  common  shoulder  gun,  or 
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by  the  aid  or  use  of  any  push  boat  or  sneak  boat,  used  for 
carrying  such  gun,  to  catch,  kill  or  wound  or  destroy,  or  pur- 
sue after,  with  such  intent,  upon  any  of  the  waters,  bays, 
rivers,  marshes,  mud-flats,  or  any  cover  to  which  wild  fowls 
resort  within  the  state  of  Ohio,  any  wild  goose,  wild  duck  or 
brant. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  shoot  at,  kill,  or  pursue 
with  such  intent,  on  tne  lands  of  another,  any  of  the  birds 
or  game  protected  by  this  act  after  receiving  notice  to  leave  ^£^0^^^*^ 
said  land  or  premises  by  the  owner,  his  a^ent,  or  any  person  Jer  being  no- 
having  charge  thereof:  provided,  that  uninclosed  and  unim-  tiftedto^ave 
provea  lands  shall  not  be  entitled  to  the  protection  of  this 
act  unless  the  boundaries  of  such  lands  shall  be  so  defined  by 
the  setting  of  stakes  or  post,  or  water  courses  or  ditches,  or 
marking  of  trees,  as  to  make  said  lines  or  boundaries  appar- 
ent or  easily  traced.  The  notice  may  be  verbal  or  written, 
served  on  the  party  to  be  notified,  or  by  putting  up  a  board, 
inscribed  with  legible  characters  in  English  thus,  **no  shoot- 
ing or  hunting  will  be  allowed  on  these  premises,"  which 
shall  be  set  up  in  some  conspicuous  place  on  the  premises, 
either  of  which  will  be  deemed  sufficient  notice :  rrovided, 
that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  apply  to  any  person  who 
has  express  permission  from  the  owner  or  person  in  lawful 
possession  of  land,  to  hunt  or  shoot  thereon,  until  permis- 
sion is  withdrawn.

Section  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  cf  the  SUU§ 
of  OhiOy  That  the  amendment  of  section  one  of  the  abore 
recited  act  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  1.  That  when  any  taxes  or  assessments^  heretofore 
or  hereafter  levied  or  assessed,  shall  stand  charged  against 
any  lands  or  lots,  or  parcels  thereof,  upon  the  tax  duplicate 
or  special  duplicate  of  any  county  of  this  state,  for  state, 
county,  city  or  any  other  purposes,  and  the  same  shall  not 
be  paid  within  the  time  prescribed  by  law  for  the  payment 
of  such  taxes  and  assessments,  the  treasurer  of  such  county, 
in  addition  to  any  other  remedy  provided  by  law  for  the  col-

wise  dispose  of  any  such  child  to  any  person,  in  or  for  the 
vocation,  occupation,  service,  or  purpose  of  singing,  playing 
on  musical  instruments,  rope  or  wire  walking,  dancing,  beg- 
ging or  peddling,  or  as  a  gymnast,  contortionist,  rider  or 
acrobat,  in  any  place  whatsoever;  or  for  or  in  any  obscene, 
indecent,  or  immoral  purpose,  exhibition,  or  practice  what- 
soever; or  for  or  in  any  business,  exhibition,  or  vocation  in-

Section  1.     Be  it  enacted  by  the  Ooieral  Assembly  of  the  StaJte    Wlio  to  dia- 
of  Ohio  J  That  no  officer,  agent,  or  employe  ot  any  railroad    ^^^^^  ^™P 
company  operating  a  railroad  in  this  state,  shall  sell  or  dispose    °^^    *'  ^  ^' 
of  worn  or  scrap  metal,  or  of  any  iron,  brass,  or  other  metal 
owned  by  the  company,  except  the  superintendent,  general 
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managing  agent,  or  the  receiver  of  such  company,  and  all 
such  sales  and  barter  of  such  scraps  or  other  metals,  owned 
by  a  railroad  company,  made  by  any  other  officer,  agent,  or 
employe  than  sucn  superintendent,  general  managing  agent 
or  receiver,  shall  be  null  and  void ;  and  no  such  superintend- 
ent, general  managing  agent  or  receiver  of  any  railroad  shall 
sell  or  dispose  of  any  such  scrap  or  other  metals  in  quanti- 
ties less  tnan  one  ton,  nor  witnout  delivering  to  the  pur- 
chaser a  bill  of  sale  thereof,  a  copy  o(  which  shall  be  retain- 
ed and  filed  in  the  office  of  such  superintendent,  manager  or 
receiver. 

Sec.  2.  That  if  any  superintendent,  general  managing 
agent  or  receiver  of  any  railroad  company  shall  sell  or  dispose 
of  any  railroad  scrap  metal  in  quantities  less  than  one  ton,  or 
shall  sell  or  dispose  of  such  metal  in  any  quantity  without 
delivering  a  bill  of  sale  to  the  purchaser,  the  railroad  com- 
pany which  such  superintendent,  manager  or  receiver  rep- 
resents, shall  not  thereafter  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the 
next  three  succeeding  sections  of  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  person,  company  or  firm  to  whom  is 
offered  for  sale,  pledge  or  trade  any  worn  or  used  links,  pins, 
journal  bearings,  or  other  worn  or  used  and  detatched  ap- 
pendages of  railroad  equipment,  or  any  scrap  metal  of  iron, 
brass  or  steel  appertaining  to  such  equipment,  shall,  before 
purchasing  or  dealing  in  the  same,  ascertain  whether  the 
ownership  thereof  is  lawfully  derived,  by  bill  of  sale  or 
otherwise,  from  a  railroad  company,  or  from  the  superintend- 
ent, managing  agent  or  receiver  of  a  railroad  company;  and 
in  any  action  in  which  the  right  or  title  to  such  article  of 
metal  is  drawn  in  question,  the  person,  company  or  firm 
aforesaid  dealing  therein,  or  his  or  its  assignee,  party  to  such 
action,  shall  be  bound  to  establish  and  prove,  prima  Jacie^  the 
title  and  ownership  derived  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  4.  That,  in  the  action  mentioned  in  the  preceding 
section,  if  it  appears,  prima  facie,  from  the  evidence  on  the 
trial,  that  anv  of  the  articles  or  metals  in  controversy  were 
stolen,  or  unlawfully  obtained,  and  mixed  or  confused  with 
other  scrap  metal,  it  shall  b%  deemed  a  confusion  of  goods, 
unless  the  party  claiming  against  the  title  of  the  railroad 
company  shall  establish,  prima  facie^  a  lawful  title  to  the 
residue  from  or  through  a  railroad  company. 

Sec  5.  That  any  railroad  company,  by  its  proper  officer 
or  agent,  or  the  receiver  thereof,  may  claim  to  be  the  general 
owner  of,  and  may  replevy  any  of  the  railroad  metals  or 
articles  herein  above  mentioned,  and  any  metals  with  which 
they  may  have  been  confused  as  aforesaid,  wherever  found 
in  the  possession  of  any  person,  firm  or  company,  other  than 
a  railroad  company  or  its  receiver,  whenever  there  is  good 
reason  to  believe  that  such  metals  or  articles  have  been 
stolen  or  unlawfully  taken  from  a  railroad  company  or  its 
receiver ;  and,  instead  of  the  usual  averment  as  to  ownership 
in  the  affidavit  for  a  writ  of  replevin,  it  shall  be  sufficient 
for  the  officer  or  agent  of  such  company,  or  the  receiver,  to 
aver  that  he  believes  such  railroad  metals  or  articles  to  have 
been  unlawfully  taken  from  such  company  or  some  other 
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railroad  company ;  and  the  person,  firm  or  company  claim- 
ing in  said  action,  or  an^  other  action,  the  right  or  title  to 
any  such  metals  or  articles,  shall  he  required  to  establish 
and  prove,  prima  faciei  a  right  or  title  to  said  railroad  metals 
or  articles,  lawfully  derived  as  in  the  preceding  section  of 
this  act  provided;  and,  in  the  absence  of  such  proof,  the

in  the  county  where  such  road  is  constructed;  which  said 
vote  and  proceedings  shall  be  recorded  in  the  books  of  such 
association  or  company,  and  a  copy  thereof,  under  the  seal 
of  such  association  or  company,  be  forwarded  to  the  secre- 
tary of  state,  and  also  in  the  recorder's  oflfice  of  the  county 
in  which  the  principal  office  of  such  railroad  is  situated;  an3 
thereafter  such  association  or  company  shall  be  a  body  cor- 
porate under  this  [act],  subject  to  all  tne  restricting  require- 
ments and  regulations  herein  provided  in  operating  and 
maintaining  the  road  of  such  company,  and  having  and  pre- 
serving all  the  rights,  powers,  privileges  and  benefits  herein 
granted  and  conferred,  the  same  as  if  originally  organized 
and  incorporated  under  this  act:  Provided,  that  nothing 
contained  m  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  interfere  with 
or  impair  any  lawful  obligation  which  may  have  been  in- 
currea  by  or  to  such  company. 

Sec  10.  Whenever  the  part  of  the  roadway  of  such  rail- 
road operated  by  steam  power  shall  cross  a  public  or  highway, 
such  part  of  the  railroad's  railway  shall  pass  either  over  or 
under  such  street  or  highway,  and  shall  be  constructed  in 
such  a  manner  and  at  such  a  distance  above  or  below  such 
street  or  highway  as  not  to  obstruct  the  ordinary  uses  of  such 
street  o.-  highway. 

Sec.  11.  Each  stockholder  of  any  company  organized 
under  this  act  shall  be  liable  for  the  dues  of  such  company 
over  and  above  the  stock  owned  by  him  or  her,  and  any 
amount  unpaid  thereon,  to  a  further  sum  equal  in  amount 
to  such  stock. 

Sec  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

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AN  ACT 


For  the  relief  of  the  x>oor,  and  to  repeal  certain  acts  therein  named. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Sate 
of  Ohio,  That  in  every  county  in  thiB  state  in  which  there 
now  is  or  hereafter  shall  he  a  county  infirmary,  there  shall 
be  a  board  of  infirmary  directors,  composed  of  three  electors, 
residents  of  such  county,  and  also  residents  of  the  territory 
to  be  taxed  for  the  support  of  said  infirmary,  who  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  county,  or  in  case  the 
whole  county  is  not  so  taxed,  then  by  the  qualified  electors 
of  the  territory  to  be  taxed  for  the  support  thereof,  at  the 
general  election  ;  in  every  county  in  which  an  infirmary  is 
now  completed,  one  of  said  directors  shall  be  chosen  at  each 
annual  election,  and  shall  hold  his  ofiice  for  three  years,  or 
until  his  successor  is  chosen  and  qualified,  and  in  everv 
county  in  which  an  infirmary  shall  oe  hereafter  completed, 
three  directors  shall  be  chosen  as  aforesaid  at  the  first  annual 
election  thereafter — one  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  and 
one  for  three  years*  and  at  each  succeeding  annual  election 
one  director  shall  be  chosen,  who  shall  hold  his  ofiSce  for 
three  years,  or  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified, 
and  the  directors  elected  as  aforesaid  shall,  previous  to  enter- 
ing upon  the  duties  of  their  ofiSce,  take  an  oath  or  afiJrma- 
tion,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  December  after  their 
election,  faithfully  to  discharge  the  same,  and  on  the  same 
day  execute  a  bond  with  two  good  and  sufficient  sureties,  in 
a  sum  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  thirty  thousand  dol- 
lars, to  the  acceptance  of  the  commissioners  of  the  county, 
and  the  bond  shall  be  payable  to  the  state  of  Ohio,  and 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  their 
office,  which  bond  shall  be  filed  with  the  treasurer  of  said 
county,  and  th^  board  so  qualified  shall  appoint  a  president 
and  clerk  of  their  own  body,  whose  duty  shall  be  defined  by 
the  board. 

■ 

Sec.  2.  If  any  vacancy  shall,  in  any  msCnner,  occur  in  the 
board  of  directors,  or  in  cases  where  an  infirmary  has  been 
completed  for  the  reception  of  the  poor,  and  the  commission- 
ers of  the  proper  county  shall  deem  it  right  and  proper  that 
the  management  of  such  infirmary  be  placed  under  a  board 
of  directors,  prior  to  the  then  next  annual  election,  said 
commisilioners  are  hereby  authorized,  in  either  case,  to  ap- 
point said  directors,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified,  and  shall  have  the  same 
powers,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  duties,  as  though  they 
were  elected. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  board  of  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
shall  form  a  quorum  to  transact  business ;  shall  be  a  body 
corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession ;  and  shall 
be  known  by  the  name  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  coun- 
ty infirmary  of county  (the  name  of  their  coun- 
ty), and  by  that  name  they  may  sue  and  be  sued,  defend  and 
l>e  defended,  in  any  court  within  the  state ;  they  may  have 
a  common  seal,  with  the  coat  of  arms  of  the  state  of  Ohio, 
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together  with  the  name  of  the  infirmary  thereon,  which 
they  may  alter  or  change ;  they  shall  make  all  such  contracts 
and  purchases  as  may  be  necespary  for  the  institution,  and 
shall  prescribe  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they  may  think 
proper  for  the  management  and  good  government  of  the 
same,  and  for  inducing  the  practice  of  sobriety,  morality 
and  industry  among  its  inhabitants ;  they  shall  meet  quar- 
ter-yearly at  the  infirmary,  and  the  president  may  call  a 
special  meeting  of  the  board  at  any  time  he  may  deem  it 
necessary ;  and  said  board  of  directors  shall  keep  a  book,  in 
which  the  clerk  shall  record  the  proceedings  of  their  meet- 
ings and  all  their  transactions,  which  book  shall  at  all  times 
be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  public. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  county  commissioners  shall  allow  the 
directors  for  their  services  in  attending  the  regular  and  call- 
ed meetings  of  said  board,  such  sum  as  they  may  deem  rea- 
sonable, not  exceeding  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  each 
and  every  day  so  in  attendance  j  and  the  said  directors  may 
be  paid  a  reasonable  compensation  for  extra  services  rendered 
in  their  ofl&cial  capacity,  other  than  in  attending  regular 
and  called  meetings,  not  exceeding  two  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  per  day.  The  accounts  of  the  directors  for  extra  ser- 
vices so  renaered,  shall  be  presented  to  the  county  commis- 
sioners at  a  regular  session  of  the  board,  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
county  fund,  after  being  allowed  by  the  county  commission- 
ers, on  the  order  of  the  count v  auditor. 

Sec.  6.  That  in  all  counties  where  there  is  a  county  in- 
firmary, that  the  county  commissioners  of  said  county  may, 
at  the  request  of  the  infirmary  directors,  set  apart  such  sum 
as  they  shall  deem  suflScient,  but  not  to  exceed  two  hundred 
dollars  ($200),  as  a  reserve  fund,  for  the  use  of  the  infirmary; 
that  said  reserve  fund  shall  be  paid  to  the  superintendent  of 
the  infirmary,  which  money  shall  be  appropriated  out  of  the 
poor  fund,  and  expended,  under  the  direction  of  the  direct- 
ors, for  such  immediate  and  pressing  supplies  as  to  them 
shall  seem  fit.  The  superintendent  shall  keep  an  accurate 
account  of  such  expenditures,  which  shall  be  audited  by  the 
directors  from  time  to  time,  and  a  voucher  drawn  on  the 
county  auditor  to  replace  such  amount  so  drawn  to  the  full 
amount  of  such  reserve  fund.  The  bond  of  the  clerk  shall 
be  greater  than  that  required  of  the  other  directors. 

Sec.  6.  That  in  all  counties  where  there  is  a  county  in- 
firmary, the  directors  of  said  infirmary,  should  circumstances 
arise  demanding  immediate  action,  may  expend  annually, 
for  the  purpose  of  improving  or  repairing  the  same,  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  two  hundred  dollars,  out  of  the  poor  fund,  in 
addition  to  the  appropriations  allowed  by  the  county  com- 
missioners, for  which  sum  so  expended  the  directors  shall 
present  to  the  board  of  commissioners  an  itemized  account 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury,  after  being  allowed  by 
the  county  commissioners,  on  the  order  of  the  county  auditor. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  auditor  of  a  county  in  which  a  county 
infirmary  is  situated,  shall  receive  any  vouchers  given  by 
the  directors,  and  countersigned  by  the  clerk,  to  any  person 
or  persons,  other  than  the  directors  themselves,  for  labor, 
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provisions,  medical  attendance,  or  supplies  of  any  kind  fur- 
nished to  said  institution,  and  shall  give  such  person  an  or- 
der on  the  county  treasurer  for  the  proper  amount;  and  such 
voucher  shall  show  the  specific  item  or  items  allowed  by  said 
directors;  or  shall  bo  accompanied  by  a  written  statement 
showinpj  the  items  so  allowed. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  board  of  directors  shall  appoint  a  super-  SuperiDten- 
intendent.  who  shall  reside  in  some  apartment  of  the  in-  dentr-duty 
firmary  or  other  building  contiguous  thereto,  and  shall  re-  *^d  salary, 
oeive  such  compensation  for  his  services  as  the  board  shall 
fix.  He  shall  perform  such  duties  as  the  board  shall  impose 
upon  him,  and  be  governed  in  all  respects  by  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  board,  and  may  be  removed  by  them  at 
pleasure;  but  in  no  case  shall  the  directors  appoint  one  of 
their  own  numbsr  superintendent,  nor  shall  any  director  be 
eligible  to  hold  any  other  office,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  the 
infirmary,  or  receive  any  compensation  whatever,  as  phy- 
sician, either  directly  or  indirectly,  wherein  the  appointing 
power  is  vested  in  ihe  board  of  directors  by  this  act.  The 
superintendent  may  require  all  persons  received  into  the  in- 
firmary to  perform  such  reasonable  and  moderate  labors  as 
may  be  suited  to  their  age  and  bodily  strength.  And  the 
directors  shall  sell  all  articles  of  products  of  the  infirmary 
not  necessary  for  the  use  of  the  same,  and  all  moneys  arising 
therefrom  shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury,  to  be  placed 
to  the  credit  of  the  poor  fund,  to  be  paid  out  by  the  board  of 
directors  as  exigency  may  require.  The  superintendent  shall 
receive  into  the  infirmary  any  person  who  shall  produce  to 
him  such  an  order  or  vouch'^r  as  heretofore  required,  and  he 
shall  enter  in  a  book,  to  be  provided  by  him  and  kept  for 
that  purpose,  the  name  and  age,  as  near  as  may  be,  of  every 
person  so  received  into  the  infirmary,  together  with  the  day 
on  which  such  person  WhS  received  and  dismissed.  Said 
superintendent  shall,  before  entering  upon  his  duties,  exe- 
cute a  bond,  with  two  or  more  sureties,  to  the  acceptance  of 
the  board  of  directors,  in  a  penal  sum  not  less  than  two 
thousand  nor  more  than  twenty  thousand  dollars,  as  they  • 
may  require,  payable  to  the  state  of  Ohio,  and  conditioned  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties;  and  shall  also  take  and 
subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation,  to  be  endorsed  upon  said 
bond,  that  he  will  faithfully  and  impartially  discharge  all 
the  duties  of  his  office;  which  bond,  so  indorsed,  shall  be 
deposited  with  the  county  treasurer.  And  it  is  further  made 
the  duty  of  the  superintendent  to  require  itemized  bills  for 
all  labor  performed  under  his  directions,  or  articles  purchas- 
ed by  him,  and  provided  for  the  use  of  said  infirmary  or  the 
farm  connected  therewith,  and  he  shall  certify  over  his 
official  signature  on  the  back  thereof  to  the  correctness  of 
the  same,  and  that  such  labor  was  performed  or  articles 
delivered  for  the  uses  aforesaid. 

Visitations. 

Sec.  9.     That  the  board  of  directors  shall  carefully  ex-    Duties  of  di- 
amine the  condition  of  the  institution,  and  the  farm  and    rectors, 
the  paupers,  the  manner  in  which  they  are  fed,  clothed  and 
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otherwise  provided  for  and  treated ;  they  shall  ascertain  what 
labor  they  are  required  to  perform,  and  shall  inspect  the 
books  ana  accounts  of  the  superintendent  at  each  quarterly 
meeting  of  the  board,  at  the  infirmary,  and  at  such  other 
times  as  they  may  deem  it  necessary. 

Sec.  10.  The  directors  shall,  on  the  first  Monday  of  March 
and  September  of  each  year,  report  to  the  commissioners  of 
the  county  the  condition  of  the  infirmary,  number  of  inmates 
therein,  and  such  other  information  as  the  board  think 
proper,  with  a  full  account  of  all  moneys  received  and  paid 
out,  together  with  vouchers  as  provided  in  this  act,  and  from 
whence  received,  to  whom,  and  for  what  paid  out;  and  such 
report,  when  made,  shall  be  examined  by  the  commissioners, 
and  if  found  correct  and  allowed  by  them,  shall  be  entered 
in  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings.  And  it  is  further  pro- 
vided, that  no  item  in  said  account  shall  be  allowed  for  which 
there  is  not  a  proper  voucher ;  and  said  report  and  vouchers 
shall  be  filed  in  the  auditor's  oflSce,  and  safely  preserved  by 
the  auditor  of  such  county. 

Duties  of  Trmtcea, 

Sec.  11.  That  the  trustees  of  each  township  in  this  state 
shall  afford,  at  the  expense  ot  their  township,  public  support 
or  relief  to  all  persons  therein,  who  may  be  in  condition  re- 
q^uiring  the  same,  subject  to  the  conditions,  provisions  and 
limitations  of  this  act. 

Sec.  12.  Every  person  shall  be  considered  to  have  ob- 
tained a  legal  settlement  in  any  county  in  this  state,  in  which 
he  or  she  shall  have  continuously  resided  and  supported 
himself  or  herself  for  twelve  consecutive  months,  without 
relief,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  subject  to  the  follow- 
ing exceptions,  viz. : 

rirst — An  indentured  servant  or  apprentice  legally  brought 
into  this  state  shall  be  deemed  to  have  obtained  a  legal  settle- 
ment in  any  township  in  which  such  servant  or  apprentice 
shall  have  served  his  or  her  master  or  mistress  for  one  year 
continuously. 

Second — The  wife  or  widow  of  any  person  whose  last  lesal 
settlement  is  or  was  in  any  township  in  this  state  shall  be 
considered  to  be  legally  settled  in  the  same  township;  but  if 
she  shall  not  have  obtained  a  legal  settlement  in  this  state, 
then  she  shall  be  deemed  to  be  legally  settled  in  the  place 
where  her  last  legal  settlement  was  previous  to  her  marriage. 

Sec.  13.  The  settlement  which  a  person  has  or  shall  have 
legally  obtained  in  any  township  shall  continue  to  be  therein 
until  he  or  she  shall  have  obtained  a  legal  settlement  else- 
where. 

Sec.  14.  Whenever  any  person  in  any  township  shall  be 
in  condition  requiring  public  relief,  or  the  services  of  a  physi- 
cian or  surgeon,  complaint  thereof  shall  be  forthwith  made 
to  the  township  trustees  by  some  person  having  knowledge 
of  the  fact;  and  thereupon  the  township  shall  be  liable  for 
all  relief  for  services  rendered  which  may  have  been,  or  shall 
thereafter  be,  afforded  to  such  person;  but  if  such  complaint 
be  not  made  to  the  township  trustees  within  three  days  after 
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such  services  rendered  or  relief  given,  medical  services  ren- 
dered, then  said  township  shall  be  liable  for  such  relief  only 
as  may  be  furnished  after  complaint  made. 

Sbc.  15.  Whenever  complaint  shall  be  made  as  aforesaid 
to  the  trustees  of  any  township  that  any  person  therein  re- 
quires public  reliefer  support,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  one  or 
more  of  the  trustees  to  per:?onally  visit  the  person  or  persons 
needing  relief,  forthwith  to  ascertain  the  name,  age,  sex, 
birth-place,  length  of  residence,  previous  habits,  and  present 
condition  of  such  person,  and  especially  in  what  township 
and  county  in  this  state,  if  any,  he  or  she  is  legally  settled. 

Sec.  16.  Whenever  it  shall  nave  been  ascertained  by  the 
trustees  of  any  township  that  any  pauper  therein  has  a  legal 
settlement  in  some  other  county  of  this  state,  it  shall  be  their 
duty  to  immediately  notify  the  directors  of  the  infirmary  of 
the  county  in  which  such  pauper  is  found,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  said  directors  to  immediately,  should  the 
pauper's  health  permit,  remove  the  said  pauper  to  the  in- 
firmary of  the  county  where  his  or  her  legal  settlement  is, 
which  county  where  such  pauper  is  removed  shall  pay  all 
expenses  of  such  removal  and  the  necessary  charges  for  relief. 

bEC.  17.  The  directors  of  the  infirmary  may  remove  any 
person  becoming  a  charge  upon  the  county,  and  who  has  no 
legal  settlement  in  the  state,  to  the  county  and  state  where 
such  person  has  a  legal  settlement. 

Accounts. 

Sec.  18.    That  the  trustees  shall  keep  fair  and  accurate    Accounts  to 
accounts  of  all  expenses  incurred  for  the  support  of  the  poor    be  kept  by 
within  their  respective  townships',  and  make  entries  in  a    tri^stees. 
book  of  the  names  of  the  paupers,  and  the  time  when  each 
became  chargeable,  together  with  an  account  of  their  own 
service  rendered,  which  account  shall  be  adjusted  and  settled 
on  the  first  Monday  of  March  annually;  and  the  township 
clerk  shall  record  the  same  in  the  township  record,  and  issue 
an  order  on  the  township  treasury  for  the  amount  thus  paid, . 
and  their  services  rendered;  as  soon  as  the  same  has  been 
paid  or  the  said  services  have  been  rendered,  and  the  trustees 
in  each  and  every  township  shall  issue  orders  on  the  township 
treasurer  for  any  and  all  such  demands  as  may  accrue  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  as  soon  as  such  demands  accrue. 

Auditing  Accounts, 

Sec.  19.     No  account  shall  ever  be  audited  or  allowed  to    Accounts  to 
the  trustees  of  any  township  for  the  support  of  the  poor,  un-    be  certified, 
less  the  same  be  accompanied   with   the   proper  voucher,    ^^' 
verified  by  the  claimant  or  his  agent,  and  duly  certified  by 
said  trustees. 

Devices  and  BequesU. 

Sec  20.     That  all  gifts,  grants,  devises  and  bequests  that    Devises  and 
now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be  made,  of  any  houses,  lands,    bequests, 
tenements,  rents,  goods,  chattels,  sum  or  sums  of  money,  to 
the  por  of  any  township,  by  deed,  gift,  or  by  the  last  will  and 
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testament  of  any  person  or  persons,  or  otherwise,  shall  be 
good  and  valid  in  law,  and  shall  pass  such  houses,  lands, 
tenements,  rents,  goods  and  chattels  to  the  trustees  of  such 
township,  and  their  successors  in  office,  for  the  use  of  their 
poor  respectively,  under  such  regulations  as  shall  from  time 
to  time  be  made  by  law. 

Counties  Having  no  Infirmaries. 

Sec.  21.  When  the  trustees  ofany  township  in  any  county 
having  no  county  infirmary  shall  be  satisfied  that  any  person 
in  such  township  ought  to  have  public  relief,  they  shall 
afford  such  relief  at  the  expense  of  their  township  as  in  their 
opinion  the  necessities  of  such  person  may  require,  and  when 
more  than  temporary  relief  is  required,  the  trustees  shall  set 
up  a  notice  in  three  public  places  in  their  fowni^^hip,  specify- 
ing some  time  and  place  at  which  they  will  attend  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  proposals  for  the  maintenance  of  such 
person,  which  notification  shall  be  posted  up  at  least  seven 
aays  before  the  day  therein  named  for  receiving  said  pro- 
posals; and  said  trustees  may  contract  with  such  person  as 
thev  shall  think  suitable  to  take  charge  of  and  maintain 
such  person,  and  who  shall  do  the  same  on  the  most  reason- 
able terms;  but  they  shall  not  contract  for  the  support  of 
such  person  for  a  longer  period  than  one  year  at  any  one 
time :  Provided,  that  if  the  legal  settlement  of  such  person 
is  not  within  this  state,  or  is  unknown,  said  trustees  shall 
keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  moneys  so  expended,  and 
certify  the  same,  with  the  vouchers  therefor,  to  the  county 
commissioners,  who  shall  cause  the  amount  so  paid  to  be 
refunded  to  the  township  out  of  the  county  treasury,  on  the 
warrant  of  the  county  auditor. 

City  Infirmaries. 

S£G.  22.  That  upon  complaint  being  made  or  information 
given  to  the  directors  of  the  infinnary  for  the  accommodation 
of  any  city  in  this  state,  that  any  person  residing  in  such 
city  is  in  a  condition  that  requires  public  assistance  or  sup- 
port, said  directors  shall  inquire  into  the  condition  and 
necessities  of  such  person,  ana  if  satisfied  that  relief  ought 
to  be  granted  at  public  expense,  and  that  such  person  requires 
temporary  or  partial  relief  only,  and  that  for  any  cause  it 
would  not  be  prudent  to  remove  such  person  to  the  city  in- 
firmary, such  directors  may,  in  their  discretion,  afford  such 
relief,  at  the  expense  of  the  city,  without  removing  such 
person  to  the  city  infirmary.  And  the  directors  of  any  city 
infirmary  shall  nave  the  same  power  of  removing  paupers 
settled  in  some  other  county  in  this  state  which  by  this  act 
is  conferred  on  county  infirmary  directors  under  this  act. 

Sec.  23.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  directors  of 
any  infirmary  erected  and  established  in  any  city  for  the 
accommodation  of  its  poor,  to  require  the  directors  of  the 
county  infirrmary  of  the  county  in  which  such  city  is  situ- 
ated, to  receive  and  provide  for  persons  having  no  legal 
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settlement  within  this  state,  or  whose  place  of  residence  is 
unknown,  or  to  charge  the  county  commissioners  of  the 
county  with  the  expense  of  providing  for  such  persons  in  the 
city  infirmary;  but  the  directors  of  such  city  infirmary  shall 
furnish  relief  and  support  to  such  persons  in  said  city  in- 
firmary apphing  therefor  the  same  as  county  infirmary 
directors  are  required  to  do,  and  shall  have  the  like  power 
of  removing  such  persons  as  county  infirmary  directors  have, 
to  such  other  city  or  county  infirmary  where  such  pauper's 
legal  settlement  is :  Provided,  that  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  only  apply  to  counties  in  which  there  is  a  county 
and  a  city  infirmary. 

Sec.  24.     Whenever,  in  any  county  having  an  infirmary,    Duties  of 
the  trustees  of  aliy  township  shall,  after  making  the  inquiry    towuship 
provided  in  the  fifteenth  section  of  this  act,  be  of  the  opinion    trustees  in 
that  the  person  complained  of  is  in  a  condition  requiring  cases, 

public  relief,  tkey  shall  forthwith  transmit  a  statement  of 
said  facts,  eo  far  as  they  shall  have  been  able  to  ascertain  the 
same,  to  the  directors  of  the  infirmary,  and  if  it  shall  appear 
that  such  alleged  pauper  is  legally  settled  in  said  township, 
or  has  no  legal  settlement  in  this  state,  or  that  such  settle- 
ment is  unknown,  and  the  said  directors  are  satisfied  that 
said  alleged  pauper  requires  public  relief,  they  shall  forthwith 
direct  the  superintendent  of  the  infirmary  to  receive  said 
pauper  and  provide  for  him  or  her  in  said  institution,  and 
they  shall  furnish  transportation  for  said  pauper  to  the 
infirmary. 

Sec.  25.  If  in  any  case  the  directors  shall  be  of  the  opinion 
that  the  condition  of  said  pauper  be  such  as  to  render  his  or  When  re- 
her  removal  inexpedient,  or  to  require  temporary  or  partial  ^dient."^^ 
relief  only,  they  shall  endorse  the  fact  upon  said  warrant, 
and  direct  the  trustees  to  keep,  and  aflford  the  pauper  such 
relief,  in  such  manner  and  upon  such  reasonable  terms  as  the 
directors  shall  prescribe,  until  the  removal  of  the  pauper 
becomes  expedient,  or  where  partial  or  temporary  relief  only 
is  required,  until  the  necessity  therefor  shall  cease ;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  to  notify  said  infirmary 
directors  when  such  pauper  can  be  safely  removed,  or  when 
such  temporary  relief  is  no  longer  required.  Such  warrant 
so  issued  shall  be  by  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  directors  num- 
bered and  filed,  and  the  said  directors  shall  certify  to  the  cor- 
rectness of  the  items  contained  in  the  bill  of  the  said  trustees 
for  costs  and  charges  incurred  by  them  in  affordine  relief  to 
said  paupers,  after  complaint  was  made,  which  bill  shall  be 
paid  on  the  order  of  the  county  auditor;  and  the  failure  of 
said  trustees  to  transmit  a  statement  of  facts  to  said  directors, 
was  herein  contemplated,  within  ten  days,  then  such  town- 
ship shall  be  liable  for  such  relief  as  shall  have  been  furnished. 

Sec.  26.  That  in  the  several  counties*of  this  state  where 
there  is  not  a  children's  home  established  or  maintained  under  ^H^^^ome  ^ 
the  laws  passed  for  that  purpose,  and  where  there  is  such  a  established, 
home  established  by  private  charity  or  otherwise,  the  board  of 
infirmary  directors  of  any  such  county  shall  have  authority  in 
ca8ea.ny  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age  shall  become  a  county 
or  township  charge,  to  transfer  such  child  to  said  home  (estab-

any  child  is,  with  the  consent  of  the  directors,  taken  out  of 
the  infirmary  by  any  person  desiring  to  provide  for  and 
maintain  the  same,  the  directors  shall  have  the  discretionary 
power  to  discharge  such  child  without  having  bound  it  out 
to  apprenticeship  when  they  are  of  the  opinion  that  such 
discharge  would  be  to  the  best  interest  of  the  child. 

Oonvcdesceni  Paupers, 

Sec.  28.  That  when  any  person  has  been,  or  shall  be  here- 
after received  jnto  any  infirmary  as  a  pauper,  on  account  of 
any  infirmity  or  disease,  the  directors  of  such  infirmary  may, 
when  in  their  opinion  such  person  is  so  far  restored  to  health 
and  bodily  strength  as  to  be  able  to  support  himself  or  her- 
self,direct  the  superintendent  of  such  infirmary  to  discharge 
such  person  therefrom.

arising  therefrom  shall  be  applied  in  whole  or  in  part,  under 
the  special  direction  of  the  directors,  in  such  manner  as  they 
may  think  best,  to  the  maintenance  of  such  person  during 
the  continuance  of  such  person  as  a  pauper  in  said  in- 
firmary, and  the  net  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  any 
property  belonging  to  such  pauper,  shall  be  naid  over  to 
the  county  treasurer,  and  by  him  i)laced  to  the  credit  of 
silch  pauper  or  paupers,  and  to  be  paid  out  on  the  order  of

make  their  report. 

Sec.  30.  Upon  the  death  of  any  pauper  in  an  infirmary,  In  oaae  of 
or  who  shall  be  in  any  lawful  manner  discharged  there-  ^®**^ 
from,  whose  property  or  effects  shall  have  been  disposed 
of,  and  the  avails  thereof  applied  as  provided  for  in  the 
preceding  section  of  this  act,  and  if  there  remain,  at  the 
time  of  such  death,  or  leaving  a  balance  due,  and  in  favor  of 
such  pauper,  on  the  books  of  the  institution,  such  balance 
shall  be  paid  by  the  directors  to  such  pauper  discharged,  or 
in  case  of  deatn,  to  his  or  her  legal  representatives.

BeU  enacted  by  t/ie  General  Asscvfibly  of  the  Stats  Penalty  for 

of  Ohio,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  keep  or  exhibit  gamblingor 

for  gain  any  gambling  table  (except  billiard  table),  or  faro  aiding  or

kind  or  description,  under  any  denomination  or  name  what-  ^^^* ' 
ever,  or  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  keep  or  exhibit  any 
billiard  table  for  the  purj)OBe  of  betting  and  gambling,  or 
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shall  allow  the  same  to  be  used  for  any  such  purpose,  or  if 
any  person  shall  act  as  "backers''  or  ** cappers"  for  any  of 
tlie  above  mentioned  games,  or  either  directly  or  indirectly 
induce  any  other  person  or  persons  to  play  at  or  engage  in 
the  same,  ev#ry  such  person  so  offending  shall,  on  conviction 
thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than 
five  hundred  dollars,  and  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not 
less  than  ten  nor  more  than  ninety  days,  at  the  discretion  of

to  constitute  and  be  known  as  the  Stemtown  voting  precinct.  The  re- 
maining territory  of  said  township  shall  constitute  the  second  precinct, 
and  shall  be  known  as  the  Green  Creek  voting  precinct.

the  said  first  national  bank  of  Tiffin  failed,  and  its  assets  went  into  the 
hands  of  a  receiver,  and  will  not  be  able  to  pay  but  a  small  dividend 
upon  its  indebtedness,  and  the  said  James  Lott  is  not  able,  without  great 
trouble,  to  pay  said  loss  and  $1,820.55  ; 

Whereas,  A  large  number  of  the  taxpayers  of  said  township,  by  peti- 
tions to  the  general  assembly,  represent  tlvit  said  James  Lott  acted  with 
reasonable  business  prudence  in  making  such  dejx)sit ;  that  no  safe  bad 
been  provided  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  funds  of  said  township,  and 
that  the  said  James  Lott  was  therefore  not  in  any  manner  at  fault  in 
making  such  deposit,  and  ask  that  this  general  assembly  do  extend  relief 
to  said  James  Lott ;  therefore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  A»*embly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
the  trustees  of  Liberty  township,  Seneca  county,  Ohio,  are  hereby  au- 
thorized to  release  said  James  Lott  and  his  sureties  on  his  official  bond, 
and  from  all  other  liabilities  for  the  payment  of  said  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  and  fifty-five  cents,  so  as  aforesaid  de- 
posited with  the  first  national  bank  of  Tiffin,  Ohio:  provided,  that  before 
said  release  shall  be  made,  said  James  Lott  shall  assign  and  transfer  unto 
the  trustees  of  said  Liberty  township,  his  certificate  of  the  assignee  of 
said  bank  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  and  fifty- 
five  cents,  the  amount  sodeposited  by  him;  and  further,  the  trustees  of  said 
township  of  Liberty  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  submit  the 
question  of  releasing  the  said  James  Lott,  from  his  liability  on  his  said 
bond  to  the  qualified  electors  of  said  township  at  the  April  election  of 
1876,  ten  days'  previous  notice  having  been  given  of  such  submission  by 
said  trustees,  by  posting  notices  in  three  public  and  indifferent  portions  of 
said  township,  and  if  a  majority  of  the  electors  voting  at  said  election, 
shall  vote  in  favor  of  releasing  the  said  James  Lott,  on  his  official  bond 
as  treasurer  of  said  township,  from  the  payment  of  said  sum  of  one  thou- 
sand and  eight  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  fifty-five  cents,  then  the  said 
James  Lott  and  his  sureties  shall  not  hereafter  be  held  liable  to  make 
up  said  money  to  said  township. 
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Sec.  2.  That  the  electors  of  said  township  voting  at  said  election, 
shall  place  on  their  ballots,  either  the  words  "For  release,"  or  "  Aganist 
Release,"  and  if  a  majority  of  all  the  electors  voting  at  said  election  shall 
vote  "  For  release,''  then  said  James  Lott  and  his  sureties  shall  not  be  liable 
to  make  up  said  money  to  said  township,  and  the  trustees  of  said  township 
are  hereby  authorized,  if  in  their  opinion  it  be  necessary,  to  levy  a  tax 
on  the  taxable  property  of  said  township,  not  exceeding  said  sum  of  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  and  fifty-five  cents,  to  be 
applied  to  the  same  special  fund  or  funds  and  for  the  same  purposes  that 
said  funds  were  to  have  been  applied.

to by  publication  in  two  weekly  papers  published  in  said  township,  and 
a  majority  of  the  electors  voting  therein  at  said  election  shall  vote  in 
favor  thereof.

To  create  the  New  Bremen  school  district  in  Aiiglaze  county,  state  of  Ohio,  and  to  au- 
thorize the  board  of  education  of  the  same  to  borrow  mouey  for  to  purchase  site  and 
build  a  school  building. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Ai^^emhly  of  the  State  of  OhiOy  That 
the  territory  included  in  the  township  of  German,  in  Auglaize  county, 
be  and  is  hereby  created  and  declared  to  be  a  special  Fchool  district,  to  be 
subject  to  the  same  rules  and  repjulations  and  laws  as  school  districts,  com- 
posed of  the  corporate  limits  of  incorporated  villages,  and  the  same  shall 
be  known  as  the  **New  Bremen  School  District." 

Sec.  2.  The  board  of  education  of  said  district  are  authorized  to  pur- 
chase a  site  and  build  a  school-house  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the 
town  of  New  Bremen,  in  said  district,  not  to  exceed  in  cost  the  sum  of 
thirty  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  maintain  such  other  schools  for  primary 
purposes  in  said  district  as  are  now  in  existence  outside  the  eor{)orate 
limits  of  New  Bremen. 

Sec.  3.  To  meet  the  expenses  of  the  school  house  building  mentioned 
in  section  two  of  this  act,  the  board  of  education  are  herebv  authorized 
and  empowered  to  issue  bonds,  to  be  signed  by  the  president  and  counter- 
signed by  the  clerk  of  said  board  of  education,  in  sums  not  Jess  than  one 
hundred  dollars  each,  bearing  interest  not  to  exceed  eight  per  cent,  per 
annum,  payable  semi-annually,  and  the  principal  to  be  paid  at  a  date 
not  to  exceed  ten  years  from  the  date  of  the  bonds,  at  the  discretion  of 
said  board  of  education :  provided  such  bonds  shall  not  be  disposed  of  for 
less  than  par  value. 

Sec  4.  The  board  of  education  are  hereby  empowered  and  directed  to 
levy  a  tax  annually  on  all  the  taxable  property  of  said  district  f, township 
of  German)  suflScient  to  pay  said  bonds,  together  with  the  interest  there- 
on, as  the  same  shall  become  due,  which  levy  shall  be  placed  on  the  tax 
duplicate  by  the  auditor  of  said  county,  and  collected  as  other  taxes. 

Sec.  3.  [5.]  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage.

To  autborize  tlie  board  of  county  commistsioners  of  Clark  county,  Ohio,  to  levy  a  tax  for 
tbe  ])urpose  of  paying  the  indebted n«8.s  of  the  Clark  county  agricultaral  society,  and 
to  accept  tbo  conveyance  of  certain  lands  herein  named. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Geveral  AssemUy  of  the  State  of  Ohioy  That 
the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  Clark  county  be  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  levy  a  tax  upon  all  the  taxable  property  of 
said  county,  listed  on  the  county  duplicate  for  taxation  for  the  year  A!D. 
1876  or  1877,  the  amount  of  which  proposed  tax  shall  be  fixed  by  said 
commissioners,  which  tax  shall  in  no  event  exceed  one-half  of  one  mill 
on  the  dollar  of  the  taxable  property  of  said  county;  and  the  commission- 
ers may  anticipate  the  collection  of  such  tax  by  borrowing  any  sum  not 
exceeding  the  amount  so  levied  or  to  be  levied,  at  any  rate  of  interest  not 
exceeding  seven  per  cent,  per  annum,  interest  payable  semi-annually, 
and  issue  notes  or  bonds  therefor,  payable  upon  the  collection  of  such  tax, 
and  the  bonds  or  notes  issued  under  this  act  shall  in  no  case  be  sold  for  a 
less  sum  than  their  par  value. 

Sec.  2.  That  before  said  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  issue  any 
notes  or  bonds,  or  levy  any  taxes  as  herein  provided,  the  board  of  directors 
of  said  Clark  county  agricultural  society,  by  the  officers  of  said  agricultu- 
ral society,  who  are  now  authorized  by  law,  shall  convey  all  the  real 
estate,  with  the  improvements  thereon,  now  owned  and  under  the  control 
and  management  of  the  board  of  directors  of  said  agricultural  society,  to 
the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  said  Clark  county,  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  said  county,  and  the  title  to  all  of  said  grounds  and  improve- 
ments shall  be  vested  in  fee  in  said  Clark  county :  Provided,  that  oefore 
said  commissioners  shall  issue  any  bonds  or  notes,  or  levy  any  tax,  as  is 
provided  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  they  shall  submit  to  the  electors 
of  said  county,  at  some  regular  or  special  election,  the  question  as  to  the 
expediency  of  paying  the  indebtedness  and  accepting  the  conveyance 
provided  for  in  the  first  and  second  sections  of  this  act,  and  of  which  said 
election  notice  shall  be  given  by  publication  in  one  or  more  newspapers 
of  general  circulation  of  said  county  for  at  leafet  ten  days  prior  to  said 
election. 

Sec  3.  At  said  election  the  electors  shall  have  written  or  printed 
upon  their  ballots  the  words,  "  Agricultural  tax  and  acceptance  of  con- 
veyance of  fair  grounds — Yes,"  "  Agricultural  tax  and  acceptance  of  con- 
versance of  fair  grounds — No,"  and  if  a  majority  of  all  the  electors  of  said 
county,  voting  at  said  regular  or  special  election  upon  this  question,  shall 
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vote  *' Agricultural  tax  and  acceptance  of  conveyance  of  fair  grounds — 
Yes,"  then  said  commissioners  shall  cause  said  notes  or  bonds  to  be  issued 
and  said  levy  of  taxes  to  be  made. 

Sec,  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judges  of  election  in  the  several 
townships,  precincts  and  wards  in  said  Clark  county,  at  any  regular  or 
special  election  when  the  expediency  of  paying  the  indebtedness  and 
accepting  the  conveyance  provided  for  in  tne  first  and  second  sections  of 
this  act,  has  been  advertised  as  provided  for  in  the  second  section  of  this 
act,  to  open  a  poll  for  taking  said  vote,  and  to  receive  and  count  the  bal- 
lots cast,  and  within  three  days  thereafter  to  return  to  the  auditor  of  said 
Clark  county  a  full  and  correct  abstract  of  said  votes;  and  the  said  judges 
of  election  shall,  in  all  respects,  be  governed  by  the  laws  regulating 
general  elections,  and  shall  oe  entitled  to  the  same  compensation  for  re- 
turning said  poll  books,  which  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury, 
on  the  order  of  the  county  auditor :  Provided,  that  if  said  question  pro- 
vided for  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  be  submitted  at  a  special 
election,  as  is  provided  in  the  second  section  of  this  act,  then  said  judges  and 
clerks  of  said  special  election  shall  receive  the  same  compensation  for  their 
services  as  is  now  provided  for  by  law  for  judges  and  clerks  of  general 
elections,  which  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury,  on  the  order  of 
the  county  auditor,  and  the  poll  books  so  returned  shall,  within  five  days 
from  the  day  of  holding  such  general  or  special  election,  be  opened  and 
the  votes  counted  by  the  commissioners  and  auditor  of  the  county,  a  cor- 
rect statement  of  the  result  of  which  votes  shall  be  kept  by  said  auditor 
on  file  in  his  office  for  public  inspection. 

Sec.  5.  That  while  the  title  to  the  real  estate  and  the  improvements 
thereon  so  conveyed  shall  be  vested  in  fee  in  said  Clark  county,  the  con- 
trol and  management  of  the  land  and  buildings  shall  be  vested  absolutely 
in  the  board  of  directors  of  said  Clark  county  agricultural  society,  and  no 
change  or  name,  or  other  cause,  shall  ever  interfere  in  any  manner  with 
the  control  of  the  property  or  th^  management  thereof,  while  said  agri- 
cultural society  complies  with  and  is  governed  by  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  Ohio  state  board  of  agriculture. 

Sec.  6.  This  act  shall  ^dke  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

The  elector*?  assembled  at  the  time  and  place 
designated  in  said  notices  shall  appoint  a  chairman  and  two  clerks,  who 
shall  be  judges  of  said  election,  which  shall  continue  at  least  four  hours, 
and  sliall  not  close  before  six  o'clock  P.  M.  The  electors  in  favor  of  the 
proposed^  special  school  district  shall  have  written  upon  their  ballots, 
Special  school  district — Yes;  those  opposed  thereto,  Special  school  district 
— No;  and  a  majority  of  the  ballots  so  cast  shall  determine  the  question 
whether  or  not  the  said  proposed  special  school  district  shall  be  created. 

Sec.  3.  Should  a  majority  of  all  the  ballots  cast  in  said  election  be

Whereas,  At  an  election  held  in  the  city  of  Hamilton,  Ohio,  on  the 
18th  day  of  May,  A.D.  1875,  under  the  act  of  the  general  assembly  recited 
above,  and  to  which  this  supplementary ;  and 

Whereas,  At  said  election  more  than  two-thirds  of  all  the  votes  cast 
in  said  city  were  in  favor  of  filling  up  said  basin ;  and, 

Whereas,  The  city  council  of  said  city  have  been  unable  to  procure 
the  written  consent  of  the  lessees  of  the  public  works  of  this  state  to  the 
filling  up  of  said  basin,  and  a  release  of  all  claim  for  damages  from  the 
state  on  account  of  such  filling  up,  as  is  provided  for  in  said  original 
act;  therefore. 

Section  1.  Beit  ena/cted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Hamilton  may,  by  resolution  or  ordinance, 
provide  for  the  filling  up  of  said  canal  basin,  as  is  provided  in  the  act  to 
which  this  act  is  supplementary,  without  first  procuring  the  written  con- 
sent of  the  lessees  of  the  public  works  of  this  state  to  the  filling  up  of 
said  canal  basin,  and  a  release  from  said  lessees  of  all  claim  from  damages 
from  the  state  on  account  of  such  filling  up.  Whenever  the  city  council 
of  said  city  shall  decide  to  fill  up  so  much  of  said  basin  as  is  herein  au- 
thorized, the  said  council  shall  make  known  their  said  decision  to  the  gov- 
ernor of  the  state,  and  shall  deposit  with  the  governor  a  bond  duly  ex- 
ecuted and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  governor,  indemnifying  the  state 
from  all  liabilities  and  damages  which  may  result  from  said  filling  up; 
said  bond  to  be  prepared  by  the  attorney-general  of  the  state. 

Sec.  2.  That  if  the  said  lessees  of  the  public  works  of  this  state  claim 
damages  b^  reason  of  the  proposed  filling  up  of  said  canal  basin,  either 
from  the  city  of  Hamilton  or  trom  the  state  of  Ohio,  after  said  city  coun- 
cil of  said  city  of  Hamilton  has  given  thirty  (30)  days'  notice  by  pub- 
lication, as  is  required  by  the  third  section  of  the  act  to  which  this  is 
supplementary,  said  lessees  of  said  public  works  shall,  within  thirty  (30) 
days  after  said  publication,  present  to  said  city  council  a  written  appli- 
cation setting  forth  distinctly  the  grounds  upon  which  such  damages  are 
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claimed,  and  the  amount  thereof,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  for 
in  said  original  act  for  claimant  for  damages ;  and  if  such  claim  for  dam- 
ages should  be  so  made  by  said  lessees,  said  claim  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  commissioners  to  be  appointed  by  the  judge  of  the  court  of  common 
pleas  of  Butler  county,  as  other  claimants  are  required  to  do  by  the  fourth 
section  of  the  act  to  which  this  act  is  supplementary:  provided,  that  said 
lessees  shall  have  the  same  right  of  appeal  from  the  decision  of  said  com- 
missioners to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Butler  county,  as  is  provided 
for  other  claimants  in  said  section  ;  and  said  city  of  Hamilton  shall  have 
six  months  after  the  final  assessm  nt  of  said  damages  in  which  to  pay 
the  same  or  to  decline  to  do  so,  in  which  latter  case  they  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  abandoning  said  filling  up. 

Sec.  3,  The  state  of  Ohio  shall  not  be  liable  to  pay  any  expanses,  cost 
or  damages  arising  from  the  filling  up  of  said  canal  basin,  but  the  said 
city  of  Hamilton  shall  pay  all  costs  and  expenses  of  whatsoever  nature 
accruing  from  said  propose^l  filling  up  of  said  canal  basin. 

Sec.  4.  Any  part  or  parts  of  the  said  act  to  which  this  is  supplemen- 
tary, inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed.

Whereas,  The  above  mentioned  two  thousand  (2,000)  dollars  (less 
what  has  been  expended  for  material  to  enclose  such  cemetry  [cemetery]  ), 
is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of  said  township;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
the  trustees  of  Concord  township.  Roes  county,  Ohio,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  to  appropriate  and  expend  the  two  thousand  dollars 
(2,000;  above  referred  to  (except  so  much  as  has  been  expended  for  material 
for  enclosing  the  cemetry  [cemetery]  grounds)  for  the  purchase  and  im- 
provement of  a  township  cemetry  [cemetery] :  Provided,  that  if  electors  of 
said  township  to  the  number  of  at  least  two  nundred,  shall,  within  ten  days 
ftfter  the  taking  effect  of  this  act,  petition  the  trustees  of  said  township  for 
the  purchase  and  improvement  of  two  cemetaries  [cemeteries]  for  the  use  of 
said  township,  and  shall  within  said  time  file  said  petition  with  the  clerk  of 
said  township,  the  trustees  shall  order  an  election,  which  shall  be  held  by 
the  electors  of  said  township  within  twenty  days  from  the  date  of  such 
petition  being  filed  as  aforesaid.  And  said  trustees  shall  give  ten  days' 
notice  of  such  election  by  posting  up  written  notices  thereof  in  at  least 
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-six  public  places  in  said  township,  in  which  notices  shall  be  stated  the 
day  on  whioh  said  election  is  to  be  neld  and  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  to  be 
held.  Said  election  shall  be  held  at  the  usual  place  of  holding  general 
elections  in  such  township,  and  shall  be  conducted  in  the  same  manner 
as  general  elections  are  held.  At  said  election  it  shall  be  determined 
whether  said  trustees  shall  expend  said  amount  of  money  in  the  pur- 
chase and  improvements  of  one  cemetery  or  two  cemeteries,  and  the 
electors  voting  at  said  election  in  favor  of  one  cemetery  shall  write  or 
print  upon  their  ballots  the  words  "cemetery — one,''  and  those  voting  in 
tawoT  of  two  cemeteries  shall  write  or  print  upon  their  ballots  the  words 
"  cemetery — two."  If  a  majority  of  the  ballots  cast  at  said  election  shall 
be  in  favor  of  two  cemeteries  the  said  cemeteries  shall  be  located  as  near 
the  centers  of  the  east  and  west  halves  of  said  township  respectively,  as 
proper  and  accessible  ground  therefore  can  be  procured  by  said  trustees 
at  a  reasonable  price,  and  in  case  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  said 
election  be  in  favor  of  one  cemetery,  or  in  case  no  such  petition  be  present- 
ed within  said  time,  then  said  trustees  shall  proceed  immediately  to  pur- 
chase and  improve  one  cemetry  [cemetery],  which  shall  be  located  as  near 
the  center  of  said  township  as  proper  and  accessible  ground  can  be  obtained 
at  a  reasonable  price.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AHxeinhly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
the  council  of  the  incorporated  village  of  Defiance,  Defiance  county,  Ohio, 
be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  construct  sewers  in  Clinton  and 
Perry  streets,  and  their  extensions  in  said  village,  respectively,  from  the

council  may  determine.  S.iid  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor,  and 
countersigned  by  the  clerk  of  said  village,  and  shall  not  be  sold  for  less 
than  their  face  value.

Section  1.  Be  it  en(icted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohioy  That 
the  territory  composed  in  sub-district  number  four  (4),  of  said  Benton  town- 
ship, to  wit :  Sections  seventeen  (17),  eighteen  (18),  twenty-three  (23), 
and  twenty-four  (24)  is  hereby  created  and  declared  to  constitute  a  special 
school  district :  Provided,  however,  that  a  majority  of  the  electors  re- 
siding within  said  territory,  shall  vote  in  favor  of  said  special  school  dis- 
trict at  an  election  to  be  held  in  the  manner  following. 

Sec.  2.  Written  notices  shall  be  posted  in  three  of  the  most  public 
places  in  said  territory,  signed  by  at  least  six  resident  electors  of  said 
proposred  special  school  district,  requesting  the  qualified  electors  thereof 
to  assemble  on  a  day  and  at  an  hour  and  place  designated  in  said  notices, 
then  and  there  to  vote  for  or  against  the  creation  of  said  special  school 
district.  That  electors  assembled  at  the  time  and  place  designated  in 
said  notices  shall  a})point  a  chairman  and  two  clerks,  who  shall  be  judges 
of  said  election,  which  shall  continue  for  at  least  two  hours,  and  shall  not 
close  before  four  o^clock  P.M.  The  electors  in  favor  of  the  proposed  spe- 
cial school  district  shall  write  upon  their  ballots,  "school,"  ana  those  op- 
posed, "no  school,''  and  a  majority  of  the  ballots  so  cast  shall  determine 
the  question  whether  or  not  the  said  proposed  special  school  district  shall 
be  created. 

Sec  3.  Should  a  majority  of  the  ballots  in  said  election  be  found  in 
favor  of  the  special  school  district  as  aforesaid,  the  electors  shall  at  once 
proceed  to  elect  three  members  of  the  board  of  education,  one  for  one 
year,  one  for  two  years,  and  one  for  three  years,  who  shall  hold  their  office 
for  the  terms  therein  specified,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified.  The  said  special  school  district  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the 
school  property  belonging  thereto ;  and  said  special  school  district  shall 
be  governed  in  all  respects  by  such  laws  as  now  are  or  may  hereafter  be 
in  force  relating  to  special  school  districts.

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thorized,  for  the  purpose  of  building  said  town  hall,  in  said  village,  to 
issue  bonds  of  said  township,  in  sums  not  less  than  fifty  or  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars  each,  bearing  seven  per  cent,  interest,  payable  semi-an- 
nually, which  bonds  shall  be  made  payable  in  one,  two  and  three  years 
from  their  date  in  equal  semi-annual  installments :  provided,  that  said 
bonds  shall  not  be  disposed  of  for  less  than  their  par  value ;  said  bonds 
to  be  signed  by  the  said  trustees  and  the  clerk  of  said  township,  and  the 
said  trustees  shall,  when  it  shall  become  necessary  to  levy  a  tax  to  pay 
said  bonds  and  interest  thereon,  certify  that  fact  to  the  auditor  of  said 
Clarke  county,  and  said  auditor  shall  cause  said  sum  so  certified  by  said 
trustees,  to  be  levied  upon  the  taxable  property  of  the  election  precinct 
in  which  said  village  is  situated,  and  the  same  shall  be  collected  like

given  at  least  five  days'  notice  of  the  same,  by  posting  up  said  notices  in 
at  least  five  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  election  precinct. 

The  electors  voting  at  said  election  shall  have  written  or  printed 
on  their  tickets,  "  tax  for  town  hall  purposes — yes,"  or,  "  tax  for  town  hall 
purposes — no,"  and  if  a  majority  of  all  the  electors  voting  at  said  election 
upon  the  question  submitted  shall  vote  tax,  yes,  said  town  hall  shall  be 
built  and  tax  levied  as  above  provided.

Third — As  to  the  legal  title  to  the  land  or  lot  on  which  such  hall  shall 
be  constructed,  and  how,  an^  in  whom,  such  legal  title  shall  be  held. 

Fourth — Any  other  agreement  in  regard  to  procurement  or  purchase  of 
grounds,  construction,  management,  custody  or  control  of  such  town  hall  • 
and  such  agreement  shall  be  signed  in  duplicate  by  said  trustees  and 
village  council,  one  copy  of  which  shall  be  delivered  to  the  trustees  of 
said  township,  and  one  copy  to  the  council  of  said  village,  and  such  writ- 
ten agreement  shall  be  eviaence  of  the  respective  interests  and  rights  of 
said  parties  in  and  to  such  hall.

The  electors  assembled  at  the  time  and  place  designated  in 
said  notices  shall  appoint  a  chairman  and  two  clerks,  who  shall  act  as 
judges  of  said  election,  which  shall  continue  at  least  three  hours,  and  shall 
not  close  before  five  o'clock  P.  M. ;  and  the  ballots  used  Fhall  have  printed 
or  written  thereon  the  words,  "  Special  District — Yes,"  or,  "  Special  Dis- 
trict— No;"  and  the  majority  of  the  ballots  so  cast  shall  determine  the 
question  whether  or  not  the  said  proposed  special  school  district  shall  be 
created. 

Sec.  8.  Should  a  majority  of  the  ballots  cast  at  said  election  be  found 
in  favor  of  a  special  school  district  as  aforesaid,  the  electors  of  the  special 
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district  shall  at  once  proceed  to  complete  an  organization  as  provided  by 
law ;  and  the  said  special  district  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  school  prop- 
erty within  said  territory,  and  the  title  thereto  is  hereby  vested  in  the 
board  of  education  of  safd  Mentor  special  school  district,  and  it  shall  be 
entitled  to,  and  sliall  receive  its  proportionate  share  of  the  school  funds,  and 
the  funds  levied  for  incidental  expenses  in  accordance  with  the  apportion- 
ment made  by  the  board  of  education  of  said  Mentor  township  for  the 
year  1875 ;  said  funds  being  tho«e  now  collected  or  already  levied  and 
not  collected,  either  in  the  county  or  township  treasury. 

Sec.  4.  Should  the  Mentor  special  school  aistrict  be  formed  as  herein 
provided  for  all  school  funds  arising  from  levy  and  taxation  of  railroad 
property  of  whatever  kind,  within  the  bounds  of  said  special  district,  shall 
be  distributed  by  the  board  of  education  of  said  township  in  equal  parts 
among  the  several  sub-districts  of  said  township,  including  said  special 
district,  to  the  intent  and  purpose  that  each  sub-district  and  the  said 
Mentor  special  school  district  shall  share  and  share  alike  in  the  distribu- 
tion thereof  the  same  as  if  this  act  had  not  passed. 

Sec.  5.  Said  Mentor  special  school  district  shall  be  governed  in  all 
respects,  by  such  laws  as  now  are  or  may  hereafter  be  in  force  relating 
to  special  school  districts!

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OhiOy  That 
the  commissioners  of  Allen  county  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to 
levy  on  the  grand  duplicate  of  said  county,  at  the  June  session,  for  three 
years  succeeding  the  taking  of  the  vote  as  hereinafter  provided,  a  sum 
sufficient,  not  exceeding  one-half  mill  on  the  dollar  for  each  of  said  years 
of  the  taxable  property  in  said  county,  for  the  purchase  and  improvement 
of  fair  grounds  for  the  use  of  said  county  of  Allen  :  Provided,  said  grounds 
are  located  within  two  miles  of  the  city  of  Lima,  in  said  county  of  Allen. 

Sec  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of 
said  county  to  certify  to  the  auditor  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  June 
in  each  of  the  above  years,  the  amount  necessary  to  be  expended  during 
the  current  year  for  the  purchase  and  improvement,  nbt  exceeding  the 
amount  authorized  to  be  levied  by  the  first  section  of  this  act,  which 
amount  so  certified  shall  by  said  auditor  be  placed  on  the  grand  duplicate 
of  said  county  and  collected  by  the  treasurer  of  said  county  in  the  same 
manner  as  state  and  countv  taxes  are  collected. 

Sec  3.  When  the  collection  is  made  by  the  treasurer  as  aforesaid,  in 
each  year,  at»his  semi-annual  settlement  for  the  taxes  of  said  years,  the 
auditor  of  said  county  shall  issue  his  order  for  the  sum  so  collected,  to 
the  board  of  county  commissioners,  upon  their  filing  with  such  auditor 
an  undertaking  in  double  the  amount  so  collected,  with  good  and  sufficient 
sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  auditor,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  pay- 
ing over  and  accounting  for  all  funds  that  may  come  into  their  hands  by 
virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  act.

At  said  election  the  electors  shall  have  written  or  printed  upon 
their  ballots  the  words,  "for  fair  grounds — yes,'*  or,  for  fair  grounas — 
no,"  and  if  a  majority  of  all  the  electors  of  said  county  voting  at  said 
election  upon  this  question  shall  vote  **  for  fair  grounds — yes,"  then  said 
commissioners  shall  cause  said  levy  to  be  made.

AN  ACT 

To  autliorize  the  creation  of  a  special  school  district  iu  the  village  of  Sharon,  Noble 

comity,  Ohio. 

Section  1.  Br.  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Oh'm^  That 
the  territory  embraocd  within  the  following  boundaries  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  created  and  declared  to  constitute  a  si)ecial  school  district,  ti> 
wit,  so  much  of  the  territory  of  Sharon  township  as  is  comprised  within 
the  following  limits :  Beginning  at  the  northwest  corner  of  section  (six)  6: 
thence  south  to  the  northwest  corner  of  the  southwest  quarter  of  the 
southwest  quarter  of  section  (seven)  7;  thence  east  to  the  northeast 
corner  of  the  southwest  quarter  of  the  southwest  quarter  of  section 
(eight)  8;  thence  north  to  the  northeast  corner  of  the  northwest 
quarter  of  section  (five)  5;  thence  west  to  the  place  of  beginning,  in  the 
village  of  Sharon,  Noble  county,  Ohio:  Provided,  however,  that  a  ma- 
jority of  the  electors  residing  within  said  territory  shall  vote  in  favor  of 
said  special  school  district  at  an  election  to  be  held  in  the  manner  foUow- 

Sec.  2.  Written  notices  shall  be  posted  in  six  of  the  most  public 
places  in  said  territory,  signed  by  at  least  six  resident  electors  of  said  ter 
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ritory,  requesting  the  qualified  electors  thereof  to  assemble  on  a  day  and 
at  an  hour  and  place  designated  in  said  notices,  and  then  and  there  to 
vote  for  or  against  the  creation  of  said  special  district.  The  electors  as- 
sembled at  the  time  and  place  designatea  in  said  notices  shall  appoint  a 
chairman  and  two  clerks,  who  shall  be  judges  of  said  election,  which  shall 
continue  for  at  least  three  hours,  and  shall  not  close  before  four  P.M.  The 
electors  favoring  the  proposed  special  district  shall  write  on  their  ballots, 
"School,"  and  those  opposed,  *' No  school,"  and  a  majority  of  the  ballots  so 
cast  shall  determine  the  question  whether  or  not  the  said  proposed  special 
school  district  shall  be  created. 

Sec.  3.  Should  a  majority  of  the  ballots  in  said  election  be  found  to 
favor  the  hipecial  school  district  as  aforesaid,  the  directors  now  in  office  in 
the  sub  district  of  said  village  of  Sharon  shall  continue  therein  as  the 
members  of  the  board  of  education  till  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  each, 
and  at  each  annual  election  aftcM*  the  passage  of  this  act  there  shall  be 
elected  two  members  of  the  board  of  education,  who  shall  hold  their  office 
for  three  years,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  The 
said  special* school  district  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  school  property 
belonging  to  the  sub-distri(a  of  Sharon,  as  now  constituted;  and  said 
special  school  district  shall  be  governed  in  all  respects  by  such  laws  as 
now  are  or  may  hereafter  be  in  force  relating  to  sj)ecial  school  districts, 
so  far  as  they  uo  not  conflict  with  the  provisions  thereof. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

AN  ACT 

To  provide  for  tlie  straigliteuiug,  I'leariii^  out,  widening,  deepcninpj  and  otherwise  improv- 
ing certain  ditcbcH,  drains  and  water  courses  in  Wood  county,  Ohio. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AsseiMy  of  the  State  of  OhiOy  That 
the  county  commissioners  of  Wood  county, Ohio,  shall  have  power  at  any 
regular  or  called  session,  whenever  in  their  opinion  the  same  is  demanded 
by,  or  will  be  conducive  to  the  ]mblic  health,  convenience  or  welfare,  or 
for  the  drainage  of  public  roads  or  lands  in  said  county,  to  cause  to  be 
cleared  out,  widened,  deepened,  straightened,  constructed  and  improved 
as  hereinafter  provided,  the  following  described  ditches,  drains  or  water 
courses :  Ditches  No's,  three  (3)  and  six  (6),  forming  a  continuous  line 
or  system  of  drainage,  to  one  common  outlet,  and  commencing  at  or  near 
the  southwest  corner  of  section  No.  twenty-six  (26),  town  four  (4)  north, 
range  nine  (9)  east,  thence  down  on  or  near  the  present  line  of  said  ditches, 
until  a  sufficient  outlet  and  fall  is  obtained ;  and  also  ditch  No.  twelve 
(12),  commencing  at  south  quarter  post  of  section  No.  thirty-one  (31), 
town  three  (3)  north,  range  nine  (9)  east,  at  the  Wood  county  line,  and 
thence  down  to  Pembersville;  also  ditches  No.'s  forty-five  (46)  and  twenty- 
nine  (29),  commencing  at  or  near  the  center  of  section  thirty-five  (35), 
town  five  (5)  north,  range  ten  (10)  east,  and  thence  down  until  a  sufficient 
outlet  and  fall  is  obtained  ;  also  ditches  numbered  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
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three  (153),  one  hundred  and  seventy-nine  (179),  and  forty  (40),  commenc- 
ing at  or  near  the  south  line  of  section  twenth-eight  (28),  town  three  (3) 
north,  range  eleven  (11)  east,  and  thence  down  until  a  sufficient  outlet 
and  fall  is  obtained  ;  also  ditch  No.  eighty-three  (83),  commencing  at  or 
near  the  south  quarter  post  of  section  thirty-six  (36),  town  three  (3) 
north,  ran^e  nine  (9)  east,  and  thence  down  until  a  sufficient  outlet  and 
fall  is  obtained ;  and  ditch  number  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  (129), 
being  a  water  course  known  as  "  Two  Root  Creek,"  commencing  at  or  near 
the  north-east  corner  of  section  thirtjr  (30),  town  six  (6)  north,  ran^e 
eleven  (11)  east,  and  thence  down  until  a  sufficient  outlet  and  fail  is  ob- 
tained ;  and  ditch  number  one  hundred  fifty-seven  (157),  commencing  at 
or  near  the  southeast  corner  of  section  thirty- three  (33),  town  (3)  north, 
range  nine  (9)  east,  and  thence  down  until  a  sufficient  outlet  and  fall 
is  obtained :  Provided,  that  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  &uj 
part  or  portion  of  the  ditches,  drains,  or  water  courses  named  in  this 
section. 

Sec.  2.  That  whenever  one  or  more  persons  owning  lands  adjacent  to 
said  ditch  or  ditches,  drain  or  drains,  water  course  or  water-cotirses  referred 
to  in  section  one  (1)  of  this  act  shall  file  a  petition  with  tbe  auditor 
of  Wood  county,  Ohio,  addressed  to  the  commissioners  of  said  county, 
giving  the  starting  point,  route  and  terminus,  and  setting  forth  the  ne- 
cessity of  such  clearing  and  widening,  deepening,  straightening  and  con- 
structing the  same,  and  shall  file  a  bond  with  amount  and  sureties  to  the 
acceptance  of  the  said  auditor,  conditioned  to  pay  all  the  costs  and 
expenses  incurred,  in  case  the  commissioners  shall  refuse  to  grant  the 
prayer  of  the  petition,  or  fail  to  establish  said  improvement,  the  commis- 
sioners shall  appoint  an  engineer  to  survey  and  level  the  route  of  said 
proposed  improvement  as  described  in  the  petition,  and  the  auditor  shall 
place  a  correct  copy  of  said  {>etition  in  the  hands  of  the  engineer,  whom 
the  commissioners  have  appointed,  and  said  engineer  shall  thereupon  take 
to  his  aid  the  necessary  assistance,  and  proceed  to  make  an  accurate  sur- 
vey and  level  of  the  route  of  said  proposed  improvement,  throughout  the 
whole  length  thereof,  and  on  completion  of  such  survey  and  level  shall 
return  to  the  county  auditor  a  plat  and  profile  of  said  proposed  improve- 
ment, together  with  a  com{)lete  report  of  his  survey,  which  shall  set  forth 
in  order  a  definite  description  of  the  proposed  improvement,  its  availabil- 
ity and  necessity,  with  a  description  of  each  parcel  or  tract  of  land,  high- 
way, road  or  railroad  benefited  by  said  improvement,  how  it  will  be  afiect- 
ed  thereby,  and  its  situation  ana  level  as  compared  with  adjoining  lands ; 
and  the  estimated  expense  of  the  said  improvement,  and  the  lots  or  tracts 
of  land,  highways,  roads  or  railroads  which  will  be  benefited  thereby,  and 
which  should  be  assessed  for  the  expense  of  contructing  the  same,  and  the 
depth  of  excavations,  and  the  dimensions  of  said  ditch,  drain,  or  water 
course,  and  fix  a  grade  line,  and  such  estimated  expense  of  construction 
shall  be  made  for  each  half  mile  of  said  improvement,  and  the  same  shall 
not  be  sold  for  more  than  twenty-five  per  cent,  above  said  estimate.  The 
profile  of  the  engineer  shall  show. 

First :  The  number  of  each  station  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  (100) 
feet,  numbered  conecutively  down  stream. 

tiecond :  The  present  depth  and  width  of  the  ditch  or  ditches,  drain  or 
drains,  water  course  or  water  courses,  covered  by  and  mentioned  in  the 
petition  for  the  improvement  proposed. 

Third :  The  depth  and  width  of  the  ditch  or  ditches,  drain  or  drains, 
water  courfi^  or  water  courses,  which  the  said  engineer  shall  recommena 
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to  complete  the  improvement  suggested  by,  and  prayed  for,  in  the  peti- 
tion. 

Fourth :  The  actual  number  of  cubic  yards  of  earth  to  be  removed.  The 
said  engineer  shall,  in  his  report,  also  specify  the  manner  in  which 
the  work  shall  be  done ;  the  necessary  flood  gates,  water  ways,  bridges 
and  farm  crossings,  (which  are  to  be  constructed  and  kept  up  by  the  per- 
sons requiring  them  or  either  of  them,  in  such  manner  that  the  flow  of 
water  in  said  ditch,  drain  or  water  course,  shall  not  be  impeded  thereby,) 
together  with  such  other  facts  and  suggestions  as  he  may  deem  material. 
It  shall  be  theduty  of  the  county  auditor,  on  said  report  being  filed,  to 
cause  notice  of  the  same,  the  pendency  and  prayer  oi  said  petition,  and 
the  time  set  for  hearing  thereof  by  the  county  commissioners,  at  which 
time  they  will  establish  the  same,  to  be  given  by  publication  for  two 
(2)  consecutive  weeks  in  some  newspaper,  published  and  of  general  cir- 
culation in  Wood  county,  and  said  notice  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  to  all 
parties  interested. 

Sec.  3.  That  any  person  or  persons  claiming  compensation  for  lands 
or  property  appropriated,  or  who^shall  sustain  any  damage  by  the  clear- 
ing out,  widening,  deepening,  straightening  or  constructing  of  said  ditch 
or  ditches,  drain  or  drains,  or  water  course  or  Vator  courses,  shall  make 
his,  her,  or  their  application  in  writing  therefor,  to  the  countj-  commis- 
sioners, and  file  the  same  with  the  county  auditor  on  or  before  the  day 
set  for  hearing  the  petition,  and  on  failure  to  make  such  application  shall 
be  deemed  and  held  to  have  waived  his,  her,  or  their  right  to  such  com- 
pensation and  damages. 

Sbc.  4.  Upon  the  hearing  of  the  petition  and  the  report  of  the  engineer 
aa  mentioned  in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act,  the  commissioners  shall,  if  they 
find  that  the  requirements  of  the  second  section  of  this  act  have  been 
complied  with,  and,  if  in  their  opinion^  the  public  health,  convenience 
and  welfare,  and  the  drainage  of  roads  and  lands  demand  it,  enter  upon 
their  journal  an  order  that  said  improvement  be  made,  which  order  shall 
state  the  kind  of  improvement  and  the  width  and  extent  of  the  same, 
and  the  lands  which  shall  be  assessed  for  the  expense  of  the  same,  ana 
they  shall  thereupon  appoint  a  competent  engineer  to  superintend  the 
performance  and  completion  of  said  work,  who  shall  give  notice  for  at  least 
one  week,  of  the  time  and  place,  when  and  where,  he  will  let  contracts 
for  the  performance  of  the  same,  which  notice  shall  oe  given,  by  publi- 
cation in  some  newspaper,  published  and  of  general  circulation  in  said 
county,  and  by  posting  one  (1)  notice  upon  the  door  of  the  auditor's  office, 
and  not  less  than  four  such  notices  in  public  places  in  the  vicinity  of 
said  proposed  improvement,  and  who  shall,  with  the  approval  of  the  coun- 
ty commissioners,  make  a  contract  for  the  completion  of  the  work,  and 
the  contractor  may  at  once  enter  upon  the  performance  of  said  work  un- 
der the  superintendence  of  the  engineer  appointed  as  aforesaid:  provid- 
ed, that  said  improvement  shall  be  let  in  sections  of  not  less  than  one- 
half  mile,  and  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder,  who  shall  givejsuch  reason- 
able security  for  the  proper  performance  of  his  contract  witnin  the  time 
and  manner  described,  as  the  county  commissioners  may  deem  sufficient. 

Sec.  5.  The  commissioners,  when  any  such  improvement  shall  have 
been  ordered  by  them,  shall  immediately,  upon  actual  view  of  the  prem- 
ises, apportion  the  expense  of  said  improvement,  including  the  cost  of 
compensation  for  lands  appropriated  and  damages  sustained,  and  all  other 
expenses  of  the  location  and  establishment  of  said  improvement,  upon 
the  real  property  embraced,  in  the  order  aforesaid,  accormng  to  the  benefit 
to  be  derived  therefrom.     When  the  apportionment  shall  have  been  made 
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as  aforesaid,  the  county  auditor  shall  give  notice  of  the  same,  hy  publica- 
tion, in  tabular  form,  m  some  newspaper,  published  and  of  general  circu- 
lation in  said  county,  for  two  consecutive  weeks,  of  the  time  when  the  com- 
missioners will  meet  at  the  county  auditor's  office  to  hear  exceptions  to 
the  same.  On  the  day  named,  in  said  notice  the  commissioners  shall 
meet,  and  if  no  exceptions  have  been  filed  to  said  apportionment,  they 
shall  confirm  the  same,  but  if  exceptions  in  writing  have  been  filed  by 
any  of  the  owners  of  the  lands  affected  thereby,  they  shall  first  proceed 
to  near  such  exceptions,  and  for  that  purpose  shall  hear  any  testimony 
that  shall  be  offered  by  any  party  interested,  and  either  one  of  the  said 
commissioners  shall  be  autnorized  to  administer  oaths  to  witnesses,  and 
upon  such  hearing  they  may  either  confirm  said  apportionment  or  change 
tne  same.  The  final  action  of  the  commissioners  shall  be  entered  upon 
their  records,  and  shall  show  how  the  said  expense  has  been  apportioned 
upon  the  lands  ordered  to  be  assessed  as  aforesaid.  The  county  auditor 
shall  assess  the  amount  of  said  apportionment  to  the  said  several  tracts  of 
land,  town  lots,  highways,  roads  or  railroads  to  which  the  same  has  been 
as  aforesaid  apportionea  by  said  commissioners,  and  place  the  said  assess- 
ment upon  a  special  tax  .duplicate  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose  by 
the  county  commissioners,  and  said  assessment  shall  be  collected  as  taxes 
are  now  by  law  collected :  provided,  that  all  the  costs  and  expenses  of 
the  preliminary  survey,  proceedings  and  apportionment  of  said  improve- 
ment shall  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury ;  and  all  the  expenses  and 
costs  aforesaid  shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury  out  of  the  first  col- 
lections from  the  first  levy  of  taxes  authorized  bythis  act. 

Sec.  6.  That  for  the  purpose  of  raising  the  money  necessary  to  meet  the 
expense  of  said  improvement,  the  commissioners  of  the  county  are  here- 
by authorized  to  issue  the  bonds  of  the  county,  payable  in  installments,  or 
at  intervals,  not  exceeding  im  all  the  period  of  five  years,  bearing  interest 
at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  seven  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually, 
which  bonds  shall  not  be  sola  for  less  than  their  par  value ;  and  the  said 
assessment  shall  be  divided  in  such  manner  as  to  meet  the  payment  of 
principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds,  and  so  be  placed  upon  the  special 
tax  duplicate  against  the  lands  assessed,  and  be  collected  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  other  taxes  are,  and  when  collected  the  money  arising  therefrom 
shall  be  applied  to  no  other  purpose  than  the  payment  of  said  bonds  and 
interest :  provided,  that  the  money  paid  out  of  the  county  for  the  prelim- 
inary survey  and  other  expenses,  shall  be  first  paid  into  the  said  treas- 
ury ;  and,  provided  further,  that  no  bonds  shall  be  delivered  or  money 
paid  to  any  contractor,  except  upon  estimate  of  work  done  as  the  same 
progresses,  or  is  completed,  which  estimate  shall  be  made  by  the  engineer 
of  said  improvement,  and  one  more  of  said  county  commissioners. 

Sec.  7.  For  the  purpose  of  keeping  said  ditch,  drain  or  water  course 
free  from  driftwood,  brush  or  other  obstructions,  the  county  commissioners 
shall  be  authorized  to  levy  from  time  to  time  such  an  amount  of  tax  on 
the  lands  so  benefited,  and  heretofore  assessed  for  the  said  improvement,. 
as  in  their  judgment  may  be  deemed  sufficient  to  keep  such  water  course 
in  good  repair,  and  said  amount  so  levied  shall  be  applied  to  the  remov- 
ing of  such  driftwood  or  other  obstructions  under  and  oy  direction  of  said 
commissioners,  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem  best,  and  they  shall 
enter  an  order  upon  their  journal,  specifying  the  amount  to  be  levied  for 
such  purpose,  and  the  portion  or  portions  of  such  ditch,  drain  or  water 
course  to  be  freed,  and  the  same  shall  be  collected  and  applied  according 
to  the  previous  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  8.    The  compensation  of  persons  employed  under  this  act  shall 
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be  fixed  by  the  county  commissioners,  and  ^ball  not  exceed  three  dollars 
per  day:  provided,  that  the  surveyor  or  engineer  and  the  county  auditor 
shall  receive  such  compensation  for  their  services  as  is  now,  or  may  be 
fixed  by  law  for  the  compensation  of  the  county  surveyor  and  county 
auditor  respectively,  for  lite  services  in  other  cases;  and  provided  further, 
that  the  fee^  of  printers  for  the  notices  herein  provided  for,  shall  be  the 
same  as  are  now,  or  may  be  hereafter,  provided  by  law,  for  printing  the 
delinquent  tax  list,  and  no  more. 

Sec.  9.  The  said  county  commissioners  may,  when  such  improvement 
is  located  and  established  as  provided  in  this  act,  and  the  same  crosses 
any  corporate  or  public  road  or  any  railroad,  if  they  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  same  will  be  benefited,  and  the  road  bed  or  traveled  track  will 
be  made  better  by  the  clearing  out,  widening,  deepening,  straightening, 
and  constructing  said  ditch  or  ditches,  drain  or  drains,  or  water  course  or 
water  courses,  apportion  and  set  off  to  the  county,  if  a  county  or  state 
road,  to  the  township,  if  a  township  road,  to  the  company,  if  a  corporate 
or  railroad,  a  part  of  the  costs  of  constructing  said  improvement,  the 
same  as  to  private  individuals,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
and  compel  them  to  pay  said  costs  of  construction  in  like  manner. 

Sec.  10.  If  application  for  compensation  or  damages  shall  have  been 
made  agreeablv  to  the  third  section  of  this  act,  the  commissioners  shall 
fix  a  day  on  wnich  they  will  meet  and  determine  upon  actual  view  of  the 
premises,  the  amount  of  compensation  or  damage  to  be  paid  to  such  ap- 
plicant, and  also  a  day  when  thev  will  make  their  report.  After  the  re- 
port of  said  commissioners  shall  have  been  made,  the  petitioners  may 
oiscontinue  the  said  proceedings,  by  paving  all  costs  that  have  been  ac- 
crued up  to  that  time,  and  notifying  the  auditor  in  writing  that  they 
will  not  further  prosecute  the  same,  but  no  proceeding  shall  be  discon- 
tinued unless  the  notice  thereof  shall  be  signed  by  a  majority  of  the 
petitioners  for  said  ditch. 

Sec.  11.  If  any  person  shall  feel  aggrieved  by  the  action  of  said  com- 
missioners in  the  assessment  of  damages  or  compensation,  they  may, 
within  fifteen  days  from  the  making  of  said  report,  appeal  from  the  de- 
cision of  the  commissioners  to  the  probate  court  of  the  county,  by  giving 
an  undertaking  with  good  and  sumcient  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the 
auditor,  conditioned  to  pay  all  costs  on  such  appeal ;  if  the  appellants 
shall  fail  to  sustain  their  appeal  against  the  decision  of  the  commission- 
ers, and  such  undertaking  having  been  given,  the  auditor  shall  forth  wijjbh 
certify  to  the  probate  court  a  copy  of  said  appeal,  together  with  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  property  taken,  or  injured,  as  contained  in  the  report  of  the 
commissioners,  which  shall  be  docketed  in  said  court,  styling  the  appel- 
lant plaintiff,  and  the  commissioners  defendant. 

Sec.  12.  If  the  appeal  be  taken  on  account  of  damages  or  compensa- 
tion allowed  by  the  commissioners,  such  proceeding  shall  be  had  to  de- 
termine the  amount  as  are  requirea  by  the  act  entitled  ^^  an  act  to  provide 
for  the  compensation  and  damages  to  the  owners  of  private  property,  ap- 
propriated to  the  use  of  corporations,"  passed  April  SO,  1862,  and  the  acts 
amendatory  thereof  and  supplementary  thereto,  and  the  compensation 
or  damages  found  in  favor  of  said  claimant  shall  be  certified  by  said  pro- 
bate judge  to  the  county  auditor  and  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury  from 
the  general  fund. 

Sec.  13.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  and  provisions  of  law  now  in  force 
relating  to  the  construction,  clearing  out,  widening,  or  otherwise  improve- 
ing  any  ditch,  drain  or  water  course  that  are  inconsistent,  or  in  any  way 
conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  held  to  be  inoperative 
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and  of  non-effect  in  any  proceediags  had  by  and  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act. 

Sec.  14.  That  the  collection  of  taxes  levied,  or  ordered  to  be  levied^  to 
pay  for  the  location,  establishment  and  construction  of  any  ditch  or 
ditches,  drain  or  drains,  water  course  or  water  courses,  to  be  straightened, 
widened,  deepened  and  otherwise  improved  under  and  by  authority  of  this 
4ict,  shall  not  be  perpetually  enjoinea  or  declared  absolutely  void  in  conse- 
quence of  any  error  committed  py  the  engineer  or  surveyor,  or  by  the  county 
auditor,  or  by  the  county  commissioners,  in  the  location  or  establishment 
thereof,  nor  by  reason  oi  any  error  or  informality  appearing  in  the  record 
of  the  proceedings  by  which  such  ditch,  drain  or  outlet  fihall  have  been 
located  and  established.  But  the  court  in  which  any  proceeding  may  here- 
after be  brought  to  revise,  or  to  declare  void  the  proceedings  by  which  such 
ditch,  drain  or  outlet  has  been  located  or  estabHshed,  or  to  enjoin  the  tax 
levied,  or  to  be  levied  to  pay  for  the  labor  and  fees  aforesaid,  shall,  if  there 
be  manifest  error  in  said  proceedings,  set  the  same  aside,  and  allow  the 
plaintiff  in  the  action  to  come  in  and  show  wherein  he  has  been  injured 
thereby.  The  court  shall,  on  the  application  of  either  party,  appoint 
such  person  or  persons  to  examine  tne  premises,  or  survey  the  same,  or 
both,  as  may  be  deemed  necessary;  and  the  court  shall,  on  final  hearing, 
make  such  order  in  the  premises  as  shall  be  just  and  equitable,  and  may 
order  such  tax  to  remain  on  the  duplicate  for  collection,  or  order  .the  same 
to  be  levied,  or  may  perpetually  enjoin  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  or 
if  the  same  shall  have  been  paid  under  protest,  shall  order  the  whole  or 
such  part  thereof  as  may  be  just  and  equitable  to  be  refunded.  The  costs 
of  such  proceedings  to  be  apportioned  among  the  parties,  or  paid  out  of 
the  county  treasury,  as  justice  may  require. 

Sec.  15.  The  act  entitled  "  an  act  to  provide  for  the  straightening, 
clearing  out,  widening,  deepening  and  otherwise  improving  certain 
ditohes,  drains,  water  course  or  courses  in  Wood  county,  Ohio,"  passed 
March  29,  1875,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed :  Provided,  that  all 
proceedings  commenced  under  said  act  shall  be  proceeded  in  the  same  as 
if  this  act  had  not  been  passed.

said  grounds  and  improvements  shall  be  vested  in  fee  in  said  Hardin 
county:  Provided,  that  while  the  title  to  the  real  estate  and  the  im- 
provements thereon  so  conveyed  shall  be  vested  in  fee  in  said  Hardin 
county,  the  control  and  management  of  the  land  and  buildings  shall  be 
Tested  absolutely  in  the  board  of  directors  of  said  Hardin  county  agricul- 
tural society,  and  no  change  of  name  or  other  cause  shall  ever  interfere 
in  any  manner  with  the  control  of  the  property,  or  the  management  thereof, 
while  said  agricultural  society  domplies  with  and  is  governed  by  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  Ohio  state  board  of  agriculture :  provided, 
also,  that  before  said  tax  shall  be  placed  upon  the  tax  duplicate  of  said 
county  the  question  of  said  tax  shall  first  be  submitted  to  the  qualified 
electors  of  said  county  at  a  special  or  general  election,  of  which  at  least  ten 
days'  notice  shall  be  given  by  publication  in  one  or  more  newspapers  of 
general  circulation  in  said  county.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  set  up,  exhibit,  keep,  or  use  for 
gambling  purposes,  any  gambling  or  gaming  table,  machine,  device  or 
appliance  whatsoever,  or  to  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  intoxicating 
liquor  on  or  within  a  distance  of  two  miles  of  Chippewa  lake,  in  the 
county  of  Medina:  Provided,  that  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to 
interfere  with  physicians  in  their  regular  practice.

That  the  commissioners  of  each  county  shall  appoint  two 
suitable  freeholders  of  their  respective  counties,  who  shall  proceed  to 
make  an  estimate  in  their  respective  counties  of  the  increase  m  value  of 
the  several  tracts  of  land  covered  by  said  ponds  and  stagnant  water,  and 
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of  the  lands  adjacent  thereto,  and  that  will  be  benefited  by  said  drains; 
and  in  making  said  estimate  said  freeholders  shall  take  into  consideration 
the  advantages  which  would  be  gained  by  each  tract  of  land  by  the  con- 
struction of  such  drains;  said  freeholders  shall,  as  soon  thereafter  as 
practicable,  under  oath,  make  a  report  to  their  respective  county  commis- 
sioners, showing  a  statement  of  such  tract,  with  the  name  of  the  owners, 
and  of  the  estimate  of  said  increased  value:  Provided,  that  no  land  shall 
be  included  in  said  report  which  is  not  within  two  and  a  half  miles  of 
said  drains,  or  within  the  same  distance  of  the  present  drain:  provided, 
further,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  require  the  commissioners  of  each 
county  to  act  conjointly,  but  each  may  so  act  at  their  discretion. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  five  of  said  act  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

Section  5.  That  the  commissioners  of  the  counties  of  Butler  and  Ham- 
ilton shall,  either  jointly  or  separately,  as  they  see  fit,  employ  a  suitable 
engineer,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  assist  said  commissioners,  respectively, 
in  locating  and  determining  the  dimensions  of  said  drains,  and  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  superintend  said  work  and  to  make  estimates  thereot 

Sec.  3.  That  sections  two  and  five  of  said  act  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed.

Abticlb  IV. 

Section  22.  [21.1  A  oommiseion,  which  shall  consist  of  five  members, 
shall  be  appointea  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
senate,  the  members  of  which  sh&ll  hold  office  for  the  term  of  three  years 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  February,  1876,  to  dispose  of  such  part  of 
the  business  then  on  the  dockets  of  the  supreme  court  as  shall,  by  ar- 
rangement between  said  commission  and  said  court,  be  transferred  to 
such  commission ;  and  said  commission  shall  have  like  jurisdiction  and 
power  in  respect  to  such  business  as  are  or  may  be  vested  in  said  court; 
and  the  members  of  said  commission  shall  receive  a  like  compensation 
for  the  time  being,  with  the  judges  of  said  court.  A  majority  of  the 
members  of  said  commission  shall  be  necessary  to  form  a  quorum  or  pro- 
nounce a  decision,  and  its  decision  shall  be  certified,  entered  and  enforced 
as  the  judgments  of  the  supreme  court  and  disposed  of  as  if  said  commis- 
sion had  never  existed.  The  clerk  and  reporter  of  said  court  shall  be 
the  clerk  and  reporter  of  said  commission,  and  the  commission  shall  have 
such  other  attendants,  not  exceeding  in  number  those  provided  by  law 
for  said  court,  which*  attendants  said  commission  may  appoint  and  re- 
move at  its  pleasure.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in  said  commission  shall 
be  filled  by  appointment  of  the- governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  senate,  if  the  senate  be  in  session,  and  if  the  senate  be  not  in  session, 
by  the  governor,  but  in  such  last  case,  such  appointment  shall  expire  at 
the  end  of  the  next  session  of  the  general  assembly.  The  general  assem- 
bly may,  on  application  of  the  supreme  court,  duly  entered  on  the  journal 
of  the  court  and  certified,  provide  by  law,  whenever  two-thirds  of  such 
^each]  house  shall  concur  therein,  from  time  to  time,  for  the  appointment 
in  like  manfier  of  a  like  commission  with  like  powers,  jurisdiction  and 
duties :  provided,  that  the  term  of  any  such  commission  shall  not  exceed 
two  years,  nor  shall  it  be  created  oftener  than  once  in  ten  years.

Of  the  volumes,  (66  to  73,  inclusive,)  subsequent  to  Swan  &  Sayler, 
where  the  sections  repealed  are  not  given,  the  whole  act  is  repealed. 

Where  a  statute  or  section  is  cited  as  repealed  by  another  statute,  it 
will  be  found  in  general  that  the  repeal  was  effected  directly  by  the  act 
mentioned;  but  in  some  instances,  where  the  repeal  is  effected  by  a  sta- 
tute, passed  prior  to  1868,  which  does  not  appear  in  Swan  &  Critchfield's 
or  Swan  &  Sayler's  Statutes,  the  reference  is  made  to  S.  &  C,  or  S.  &  S., 
or  to  a  subsequent  volume.  In  all  such  cases,  the  reference  affords  ready 
means  of  finding  the  first  repeal. 

Where  the  repealing  statute  has  been  repealed,  the  statute  now  in  force 
kas  in  general  been  inserted  in  parentheses.  Sometimes  other  statutes  are 
also  thus  included,  so  as  to  facilitate  any  examination  as  to  the  changes 
in  a  section  or  provision,  or  as  to  supplementary  legislation. 

An  earnest  effort  has  been  made  to  present  a  correct,  and,  with  an  ex- 
ception to  be  presently  noted,  full  Table  of  the  acts  and  parts  of  acts 


which  have  been  repealed,  whether  the  repeal  has  been  express  or  bj 
implication ;  but,  in  a  few  instances,  an  inquiry  is  suggested,  and  each 
one  left  to  determine  for  himself  the  extent  of  the  repeal.  '  How  far  6S 
V.  45,  section  1,  is  repealed  by  72  v.  40,  is  an  example.  Notwithstanding 
this  effort,  it  is  scarcely  to  be  expected  that  every  slight  modification  or 
repeal  by  implication  has  been  noted.  One  omission,  above  referred  to, 
was  purposely  made,  as  it  was  difficult  to  present  the  matter  in  the  Table. 
It  is  concerning  the  acts  in  relation  to  the  fees  of  certain  county  officers. 
The  act  of  1865,  Swan  &  Sayler,  918,  in  relation  to  the  fees  of  county 
treasurers,  and  the  act  of  1867,  Swan  &  Sayler,  370,  in  relation  to  the 
fees  of  county  auditors,  provided  for  the  general  compensation  of  those 
officers ;  but  a  large  number  of  other  acts,  scattered  through  the  volumes 
of  laws,  and  generally  found  in  sections  relating  principally  to  matters 
other  than  fees,  provide  compensation  for  those  officers  for  certain  speci- 
fied services.  The  act  of  March  29,  1875,  "  fixing  the  salaries  of  the 
several  county  officers  therein  named,"  72  v.  125,  so  changed  the  mode 
and  measure  of  the  fees  and  compensation  of  those  officers,  as  by  impli- 
cation to  repeal  all  prior  laws  on  the  subject,  except  as  therein  expressly 
saved.  It  did  not  extend  to  Hamilton  county,  nor  did  it  apply  to  officers 
who  had  then  been  elected ;  but  it  did  apply  to  auditors  elected  or  ap- 
pointed since  its  passage,  to  treasurers  appointed  since  that  time,  and  it 
would  have  applied  to  treasurers  elected  in  1875.  The  special  provisions 
thus  repealed  by  implication  have  not  in  general  been  noted  in  the 
Table. 

By  the  act  of  April  8,  1876,  "  to  regulate  the  fees  of  probate  judges^ 
clerks  of  the  courts,  sheriffs,  witnesses,  jurors,  fees  in  partition,  and  to 
repeal  certain  acts  therein  named,"  73  v.  127,  four  acts  are  expressly 
repealed,  and  a  great  many  others  are  repealed  by  implication,  all  of 
which,  it  is  believed,  are  properly  indicated  in  this  Table.  Among  the 
acts  thus  expressly  repealed,  is  the  above  mentioned  act  of  March  29, 
1875,  which,  as  already  stated,  was  the  only  act  (with  the  exceptions 
referred  to)  that  provided  for  the  fees  of  treasurers  and  auditors  elected 
or  appointed  since  its  passage.  And  the  repeal  of  the  act  of  1875  did  not 
revive  the  acts  repealed  by  it,  notwithstanding  the  repeal  was  by  impli- 
cation. 

As  the  act  of  1876  makes  no  provision  for  the  fees  of  the  treasurer  or 
as  to  the  auditor,  except  in  section  20,  those  elected  or  appointed  since 
March  29,  1875,  (Hamilton  county  excepted,)  are  without  any  law  provid- 
ing fees  or  compensation  for  their  services  generally.  It  is  understood 
that  the  act  of  1876,  as  introduced,  provided  for  those  officers,  but  the 
sections  on  the  subject  were  stricken  out  before  the  bill  became  a  law. 


The  clause  in  the  act  of  1876,  repealing  the  act  of  1875,  eatirely  proper 
when  the  bill  was  introduced,  ought  to  have  been  qualified  at  the  time 
the  sections  relating  to  the  fees  of  the  auditor  and  treasurer  were  struck 
out ;  but  in  the  press  of  business,  which  is  not  unusual  near  the  close  of 
a  session,  this  was  overlooked.  Possibly  the  courts  may  find  a  remedy; 
if  not,  no  doubt  the  legislature  will  correct  the  omission. 

When  acts  or  sections  are  superseded,  they  are  referred  to  as  repealed. 
No  reference  is  made  to  any  act  or  part  of  act  as  being  temporary  or 
obsolete,  as  its  condition  in  that  respect  will  appear  on  its  face. 

The  suggestion  is  made,  that  with  this  Table  before  him,  any  person 
can  readily  mark  or  cross  out  the  statutes  and  parts  of  statutes,  in  his 
<3opy  of  the  laws,  which  have  been  repealed,  noting  in  the  margin  the 
place  of  repeal.  In  this  way  the  present  condition  of  the  law  upon  any 
subject  can  be  more  readily  and  satisfactorily  ascertained. 

The  left  hand  column  is  the  repealed,  the  right  the  repealing  act  or 
section.
